The President, G. R. Taylor, welcomed all, noted those unable to be present and, after an 
invocation by J. C. Sutherland, called the meeting to order at 1:00pm. 


The notice calling the meeting was read by the Secretary J. E. Ford. 

Invitation to Attend: Moved by J. C. Sutherland, seconded by B. W. Gilkinson and carried that 
M. F. Todd, L. W. Kline, and S. E. Warren be present at the meeting and participate in 
discussions without voting privileges. 


Approval of Agenda: Moved by T. A. McLean, seconded by A. J. Stoddart and carried that the 
agenda be approved as distributed. 

Variation of Agenda: Moved by R. L. M. Findlater, seconded by J. C. Sutherland and carried 
that the agenda be altered at the discretion of the President. 

Declaration of Conflicts: The President, G. R. Taylor, reminded the members to declare at the 
meeting should a topic under discussion represent a conflict of interest for them. 


Approval of Minutes: Moved by B. W. Gilkinson, seconded by A. J. Stoddart and carried that 
the minutes of Directors Meeting held April 9, 2016 be approved as distributed. 


Business Arising from the Minutes: 

Status of abuse insurance policy. S. E. Warren reported that the abuse policy was needed, and 
being retained, as a safeguard to the Foundation in the event of a claim being made against an 
individual Learning Centre. 

Other business arising to be covered under Committee Reports. 

Treasurer’s Report: The Treasurer’s report consisted of the Auditors report and covering letter 
and the 2016/2017 budget update, copies of which were distributed to the directors prior to the 
meeting. 
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Auditor’s Letter and Report: The Treasurer noted that the covering letter to the Auditor’s 
Report stated that there were “no non-trivial unadjusted misstatements” or “misstatements of 
disclosure” to report and that Grant Thornton had “received cooperation from management and 
employees of the Foundation” and that there were no issues needing to be brought to the 
attention of the directors of the Foundation. 

The Auditor's Report still contains a “qualified opinion” clause related to the auditor’s inability to 
verify the final disposition of bequests and donations received by the Foundation to be directed 
to individual Learning Centres. 

Budget Review: In reviewing the 2015/2016 Budget the Treasurer noted that: 

■ there was an excess of revenue over expenses before realized losses of $503,000 

■ $51,000 had been received and redirected to Learning Centres, according to the donor’s 
wishes 

■ the portfolio generated less income than required for expenses than we spend 

■ anticipated donation receipts of $150,000 in 2016/2017 

Moved by D. S. Skinner, seconded by R. L. M. Findlater and carried that the Treasurer’s Report 
be accepted. 

Investment Committee Report: Copies of the Investment Committee report were distributed to 
the directors prior to the meeting. The treasurer reviewed the factors which affect the rate of 
return of the investment portfolio. The Investment Committee’s report noted that the anticipated 
return on investments for the portfolio is about 3%. Should this trend continue for the long term, 
the rate of return will not be sufficient to cover all the Foundation’s disbursements. Various 
strategies to increase the rate of return will be developed for discussion with the Foundation’s 
financial advisor. 

Moved by D. S. Skinner, seconded by T. A. McLean and carried that the Investment Committee 
Report be accepted. 

The President thanked D. S. Skinner for his efforts and contributions over the past year. 

President's Report: G. R. Taylor read his Annual Report to the Foundation members, a copy of 
which appears in the Foundation’s Annual Report for 2015/2016. 

Moved by R. L. M. Findlater, seconded by J. C. Sutherland and carried that the President's 
Report be accepted. 

Executive Director Learning Centre Program Report - M. F. Todd 

Copies of the report on activities for the period of September 2015 to June 30, 2016, were 
distributed to all directors prior to the meeting. Some the points in his report include: 

■ as of June 30, 2016, 146 children were being tutored in all centres by 97 tutors for a total 
of 7,002 tutoring hours; 

■ the 2016/2017 budgeted cost for running the centres is more than $775,000; 

■ 11 candidates are attending the second Advanced Language Training Course, to be 
completed in spring 2017, some of whom it is hoped will become trainers. This will help 
round out succession plans for the Learning Centres; 

■ the Halifax pilot project where one tutor, tutors 2 children together is working well but 
depends on a careful matching of children and tutor; 

■ approval has been given to the Halifax Centre to enter a pilot project arrangement with 
Oxford School (P-9) in Halifax for the 2016/2017 school year, which will involve one or 
more teachers sitting in on the next training at the Centre (beginning August) and 
working towards certification. Costs will be recovered by the Halifax Centre under the 
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terms of the agreement; 

■ Plans for a Learning Centre in Hamilton are progressing but all requirements have not 
yet been met. 

Moved by T. A. McLean, seconded by R. L. M. Findlater and carried that the Executive 
Director's report be accepted. 

In response to questions, the Executive Director stated that: 

■ the Bracebridge pilot project will be completed in the spring of 2017; 

■ Valley support for the individual Learning Centres is not as great as it should be in terms 
of both financial support and participation at the Director and volunteer levels 

The President thanked M. F. Todd for his continuing efforts in guiding the program and stressed 
the need to promote the program in the Scottish Rite Valleys. 

Committee Reports: 

Nomination and Directors Term Committee - B. W. Gilkinson 

B. W. Gilkinson reported that D. S. Skinner, and M. L. Munro will have completed their second, 
three-year-term as Directors of the Foundation and that R. L. M. Findlater will have completed 
his first, three-year-term as a director. The names of Jason Ashley, Karl Springer and Ronald 
Findlater will be proposed at the members meeting on September 14, 2016 as nominees to be 
directors of the Foundation for a term of 3-years. 

Moved by B. W. Gilkinson, seconded by A. J. Stoddart and carried that the report of the 
Nominating Committee be received. 

Grants and Awards Committee - L. W. Kline

Now, the following brethren will be retiring to Past Active rank effective Friday, September 16 th 
at midnight, so you could say 1941 was a good year. 

Requests for retirement to Past Active rank, age-related, is Victor Lepp, Deputy for Ontario, 
Active Valley of Hamilton and Michael Ward, Active Valley of Vancouver. 

I would ask at this time if Vic Lepp would like to make some comments on behalf of yourself and 
Michael. 

III. Bro. Lepp: Not to be defiant, Sovereign Grand Commander, but I’ve asked Michael to join 
me, as well. 

SGC: Very good. Well done.

So in total, there are 49 nominations. I shared with the Deputies this morning sort of a statistical 
analysis of those nominations and how they compared to the last few years. I think we were 37 
last year. This is the first year without the entitlement. 

The average age of these nominees, if they are approved and arrive in Montreal next year, will 
be 65 Vz at that point, and the average number of years being reported on the nominations in 
terms of them being a 32 nd Degree Scottish Rite Mason in Canada is about 18 Vz years. The 
youngest will be in his early forties, and the oldest 99 next year. The years of service being a 
32 nd vary from 5 years minimum to 65 years maximum in the service of Scottish Rite. 

Two other little statistics I found interesting. Of the 49 nominees, 48 served as Worshipful 
Master of a Lodge, and 33, or two-thirds of the 49, served Scottish Rite as a Presiding Officer in 
one of the Bodies. Some more than one, but at least one. So that’s sort of a general 
background. 

Now, if anybody has any question about any of the individuals, if they speak to me, I do have 
copies of their nominations with me and hopefully can address any questions.

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Grand Secretary-General’s Report 


To the Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of 
Canada. 

Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

It is my privilege to present this annual report. 

Annual Sessions 

The 2015 Annual Session of this Supreme Council held in Windsor, Ontario enjoyed an 
attendance of 483. The session was very well organized by the host committee, under the 
chairmanship of III. Bro. John Revell, 32° who assembled a large supporting cast. Members of 
the host committee went above and beyond the call of duty in assisting the Supreme Council 
office staff with last minute functions to be completed before the arrival of registrants. Both the 
host committee and the hotel, Caesars Windsor, made the week a pleasant one for Supreme 
Council and those attending the session. The untimely death of III. Bro. Ken Rutherford, 33°, 
Chief Operating Officer, shortly before made this assistance invaluable. His passing was noted 
with extreme regret. Business was well conducted and all had a chance to socialize at many 
events. Congratulations to John Revell and all comprising his host committee for their diligence 
in supporting a successful session. Once again the Valley of Windsor proved more than equal to 
the task of hosting an excellent Annual Session. 

III. Bro. Owen Devereaux, chair of the St. John’s host committee has been working diligently 
with its members, including his supervisor, his lady Rosalind, to replicate Windsor Valley’s 
success. Frequent communication between St. John’s and the Supreme Council office has 
rendered preparations for the 2016 Annual Session complete. The Delta Hotel has been 
supportive and the location of the hotel will accommodate a variety of interests in the 
commercial district and harbour environs. 

Future Sessions 

The Valley of Montreal has been planning for the 2017 Annual Session for some time, under the 
leadership of Chairman, III. Bro. Francois Nasraoui, 32°. The Marriott Chateau Champlain will 
be the hotel venue and the downtown location is in close proximity to the Bell Centre, the site of 
the Vesper service and, for those who enjoy it, a couple of excellent corned beef restaurants. 
There are beautiful parks in the area and many nearby opportunities to shop in this world class 
city. Francois has promised a first class experience for those attending in 2017. 

The Valley of London is underway, under the guidance of Chairman, III. Bro. Garry Dowling, 33°, 
with preparations for the 2018 Annual Session in London, Ontario. That session will mark a 
significant anniversary for the Valley so the host committee is working hard to make the session 
an excellent experience. If you have questions about the anniversary and the experience 
attending the session will provide all the answers. 

Grand Representatives 

The schedule of Grand Representatives has been completely updated by our Sovereign Grand 
Commander with the co-operation of those willing to perform their duty as Grand 
Representatives. At present this Supreme Council has approved Grand Representatives for 
each of the Supreme Councils with which it is in amity and is only awaiting correspondence 
identifying a proposed representative near this Supreme Council for the Supreme Council of 
Lithuania. 
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Scottish Rite Membership in Canada in 2015-2016 

Membership in the Scottish Rite now stands at 14,719 according to the latest data available. 

This represents a continuing decrease and, as demographics reflect, this is due primarily deaths 
along with demits and suspensions. Experience over the last number of years in Valleys 
holding annual Master Masons Nights has shown an increase in Master Masons seeking 
membership in the Scottish Rite. These and other recruitment efforts, along with new programs 
to enhance the experience of new members, will no doubt strengthen Valleys and hasten the 
time when a balance between losses and additions in membership will occur. Of concern is the 
indication of decline in the proportion of Scottish Rite Lodge of Perfection membership to Craft 
Lodge membership in every province but Manitoba and Ontario. All of us need to strengthen 
the Rite starting with what is possible in our own Valleys. That means making good use of the 
tools at hand; the new membership video, the opportunities to participate in craft lodge meetings 
and degree portrayal as representatives of the Scottish Rite, the use of annual Master Masons 
nights, the use of resources produced to increase the education and enlightenment of our 
members, staging open houses and events to mark Scottish Rite Week, the involvement of 
friends and families in social events etc. This list is by no means exhaustive. Please feel free to 
let your imagination add to it and share your ideas with others through the communications 
mechanisms of the Scottish Rite. 

Supreme Council Office Updates 

III. Bro. Steven Warren, 33° was engaged as Chief Operating Officer in October 2015. He has 
been instrumental in introducing a number of positive improvements in the office. They include 
an on-going review of all office processes as they occur throughout the year, a review of the 
manner in which the office prepares for the Annual Session and a workload analysis to 
determine an optimum staffing model. He has much experience in the production and analysis 
of data and produces spreadsheets for the consideration of Supreme Council officers and the 
Advisory Council that assist in ensuring that decisions are made on the basis of sound 
information. This approach to the day-to-day supervision of the office and the generation of 
quality data complements the existing use of surveys and data analysis introduced in large part 
by III. Bro. Terry A. McLean, 33° in earlier years, which continues to be useful method of 
planning for improvement. III. Bro. Warren has done much to produce an office manual that is a 
good quick reference for anyone requiring its guidance with office functions. He is also working 
to create tillable PDFs to assist the Valleys in the conduct of their business with Supreme 
Council. 

The result of workload analysis has been the elimination of the third position in the office, that of 
Ms. Lucy Berthoud, in May of this year. It also resulted in Ms. Leslie Drake being engaged for 
five days per week rather than four. The office has discharged its obligations on schedule or 
ahead of schedule as the year progressed. It is hoped that these improvements will result in 
significant cost savings without sacrificing the quality of work that is being accomplished. The 
lease on office space has been renewed for a further five years, a development welcomed by 
both Supreme Council and Towers Inc., the Rite’s landlord at the Scottish Rite Cathedral. 

The office is now distributing Valley notices it receives to all Deputies and to the Communication 
Committee Valley liaisons. The office also places all newsletters it receives on the 
scottishritecanada.ca website in the Members section under “information”. Reference to these 
materials comprises a useful repository of diverse practices and a breeding ground for ideas 
that can improve the Scottish Rite experience of Valleys and their members. 
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Conferences Attended 

The Chief Operating Officer attended the Conference of Grand Masters and Grand Secretaries 
of North America in my stead. It was held in Madison, Wisconsin from February 22nd to 23 rd , 
2016. The following is excerpted from his report. The Grand Secretaries Conference 
commenced with a presentation by a representative of the Scottish Rite about the Scottish Rite 
Day of November 12, 2016, declared by the Northern Masonic Jurisdiction and the Southern 
Jurisdiction. It will feature a state-wide conferral of the 32 nd degree. 

The keynote address was given by R. W. Bro. David Cameron of the Grand Lodge of A.F. & 
A.M. of Canada in the Province of Ontario. It was entitled “The Lodge at the Goose and 
Gridiron - A 21 s1 Century take on early Masonry”. His view was that lodges have always 
come and gone throughout the history of Freemasonry so that the recent decline of membership 
and extinguishment of some lodges is not a new phenomenon. Fie asserted that those lodges 
that go dark often retain more of their members in Freemasonry than those lodges that 
amalgamate. Fie added that the primary issue in addressing the present decline in membership 
is the need to balance the need for quality against the desire for quantity. Quality is necessary 
but membership too restrictive can result in financial issues that prevent an experience that 
retains an active and involved membership. Fie encouraged: 

1. A focus on mentoring new members. 

2 . A reduction or streamlining of Grand Lodge programs to a manageable level. 

3. Introduction of quality meetings even if they need to be fewer to accomplish this. 

4. Flexibility in the locations where lodges can hold meetings. 

5. Strive for shared leadership to prevent burn-out among the few that generally carry the 
workload of the lodge. 

6. The creation of Masonic clubs in areas where the number of members does not permit 
the formation of viable lodges. 

New Lodge Development 

Jorden Yelinek, Director of New Lodge Development with the Grand Lodge of California 
presented on this topic. Fie stressed the importance of identifying lodges in need earlier to 
enhance the chances of making them viable. He said they need strong leadership, openness to 
options and a willingness to share decision making. He believed that different leadership styles 
are necessary at different stages of a lodge’s lifecycle. He said the average number of members 
in lodges outside North America was 34 while those within it averaged 150, however, only 30 of 
those would attend meetings. Usually a lodge can only engage 20 members in the work of the 
lodge. He concluded by saying it was important for Grand Lodges to permit lodges to adopt their 
own persona whether it be family oriented, academic, esoteric, social etc. 

Inside the UGLE and its 300 th Anniversary 

Derek Dinsmore, Grand Chancellor of the UGLE spoke on the upcoming 300 th anniversary of 
the first Grand Lodge. In 2017 there will be festivities to mark the occasion, culminating in an 
invitation only Communication to be held in Royal Albert Hall. Attendance is expected to be 
4,500. 

Other topics included: Membership Systems - Features and Comparisons presented by Richard 
Lynn, the Grand Secretary of the Grand Lodge of Florida; Data Storage and Protection 
presented by Charles Calabritto, Grand Lodge of Florida; Intellectual Property Protection 
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presented by John Manian, an attorney; Custom Lodge Applications presented by Brian Glick; 
Digital Publications and Content Management presented by Kim Kett, Vice-President of National 
Accounts GTxcel.

Thirty-fourth Annual Conference of Grand and District Grand Lodges A.F. & A.M. of 
Canada 

I attended this conference as an observer. It was held in Winnipeg, Manitoba on April 22 and 
23, 2016. All Grand Lodges with the exception of the Grand Lodge of Prince Edward Island 
participated. Unfortunately, representatives of the District Grand Lodge of Scotland were 
unable, due to severe winter weather in Newfoundland and Labrador, to attend the conference. 

Reports were received regarding the Conference of Grand Masters of North America and of the 
Conference of Grand Secretaries of North America. An open discussion occurred regarding 
recent developments involving the Grand Lodges of Georgia and Tennessee and the possible 
future implications for Freemasonry. 

Jurisdictional Questionnaire Reports were delivered on topics assigned before the conference 
and in common to the Grand Masters and the Deputy Grand Masters. Grand Masters dealt with 
those matters their Grand Lodges considered important traditions of Freemasonry and what is 
being done to support and preserve them in their respective Grand Lodges. Deputy Grand 
Masters reported on educational initiatives of their Grand Lodges. These reports were each 
relatively brief, however, they represented fruitful information for the consideration of any 
Masonic body fortunate to receive them. The delivery of these reports took the better part of a 
full day of conference time. 

Time was also devoted to break-out sessions involving the Grand Masters, Deputy Grand 
Masters, Grand Secretaries and the observers in attendance at the conference. Grand Masters 
were requested to consider and report on, “What are the necessary priorities for Masonic 
leadership as we deal with a changing demographic throughout this nation and within each of 
our own Grand Lodges?” Deputy Grand Masters were requested to consider and report on, 
“What do you see as the greatest opportunities facing Grand Lodges over the next five years 
and how would you propose that we should take advantage of them?” Grand Secretaries were 
requested to deal with, “How can the Grand Secretary’s offices effectively communicate with 
Craft Lodges to ensure that appropriate information is relayed in a timely and efficient manner?” 
Observers were asked to consider, “How does Freemasonry essentially differ from 30, 50, 100 
years ago? In what ways have the changes been positive and/or negative?” 

Apart from the conduct of administrative business, these were the salient program aspects of 
the conference. A more comprehensive report is available for those that wish to read it either by 
visiting the website or contacting the office. 

Closing Remarks 

The Deputies occupy positions integral to the success of Supreme Council’s initiatives. Their 
supervisory and communication responsibilities vis-a-vis the Valleys are central to maintaining a 
clear understanding in both the Valleys and within Supreme Council of the concerns of each. 
Those positions also carry with them the need to be diligent in furthering the administrative and 
policy agenda of Supreme Council while communicating adequately the concerns underlying it. 
This can require dedicated effort, sometimes in the face of resistance and pressure to do 
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otherwise. I wish to thank the Deputies that perform this role so capably and also express my 
appreciation to those Deputies who communicate with the office regularly on issues of concern 
that impact both the Valleys and Supreme Council. These dedicated leaders do much to make 
the functions of the office run smoothly. 

Our Sovereign Grand Commander, III. Bro. Terry A. McLean, 33° has been instrumental in 
assisting our new Chief Operating Officer adjust to his duties. He has made himself available as 
a source of advice on matters as they arise, notwithstanding an ambitious schedule of Official 
Visits that has had him travelling far and wide during the year. His support of the office staff and 
myself as we work to act in accordance with the policies of Supreme Council is much 
appreciated. 

III. Bro. Robert S. Whitmore, 33°, Lieutenant Grand Commander, has also been a source of 
advice and guidance during his inaugural year in office. Good use has been made of his 
previous experience as Chairman of Jurisprudence and Legislation and his assistance in a 
special project assigned by the Sovereign Grand Commander have been invaluable. 

This has been a year of significant transition for the office personnel. III. Bro. Steve Warren, 33° 
was engaged as of October 2015 as Chief Operating Officer. He has been scaling a steep 
learning curve regarding his responsibilities with apparent ease. While gaining a knowledge of 
what is with respect to office processes and procedures, he has been proactive in thinking about 
what could be and acting to make it a reality. This kind of progress has been ably supported by 
Leslie Drake as she continues to discharge her duties to the satisfaction of both those in the 
office and in the Valleys. I thank you both for your service to the Scottish Rite and in making my 
responsibilities this year very easy to discharge.

The Report of the Grand Treasurer General was given by III. Bro. Tom Lewis, 33°. 
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Grand Treasurer-General’s Report 


To the Supreme Council 33 5 of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of 
Canada 

Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

I am once again pleased to present the Annual Financial Statements and the Auditor’s report for 
the year ended May 31,2016, which will be published in the Annual Proceedings of this 
Session. Copies of these financial statements, which were approved following consultation with 
our auditors can be found in the Preliminary Reports. The Financial Statements constitute both 
a general and detailed report of all revenues and expenses during the year pursuant to Article 
28 (c) of the Statutes and Regulations of Supreme Council. 

The audited financial statements for Supreme Council for the year ended May 31,2016, were 
reviewed and discussed in detail with our auditors Grant Thornton LLP, Chartered Accountants. 
For the year ended May 31,2016, your Supreme Council experienced an excess of expenses 
over revenue before unrealized loss on investments in the amount of $ 22,050 as compared 
to an excess of expenses over revenue in the amount of $ 20,600 for fiscal year ended 2015. 

The statements of operations and the related schedules of expenses, which can be found in the 
Preliminary Reports present the results of operations for the year ended May 31,2016 together 
with the comparative figures for the year ended May 31,2015. 

The Draft Budget found in the Preliminary Reports outlines in detail the Budget for the upcoming 
fiscal year ending May 31,2017 with the comparison of the actual results of operations for the 
year ended May 31,2016 compared to the 2016 budget approved at last year’s annual session 
of Supreme Council. In many areas, the operations for the year compared favourably to budget. 

General Comments 

Producing much needed investment income to fund Supreme Council operations is becoming 
more and more difficult with all-time low interest rates and the oil situation, which has led many 
companies to reduce the dividend payout. Hopefully, this situation will improve in the near 
future. 

Declining membership and its effect on the annual per-capita assessment to Supreme Council 
continues to be a concern to your Grand Treasurer-General. Dues (per capita assessments) 
continue to decline each year, however costs continue to increase each year. 

As your Grand Treasurer-General, I continue to be concerned with the financial health of the 
Valleys across Canada and I am cognizant of their financial concerns and problems, but 
unfortunately, I find it necessary to recommend an increase in the per-capita assessments for 
each Valley of $.50 per member each year for the next three years. A notice of motion has 
been submitted to Supreme Council for consideration and voting on at this Session. It should 
be noted that there have been no increases to the per-capita assessment since 2009. 

The total revenue increased from $ 195,490 in 2015 to $ 200,406 in 2016 due primarily to 
increased candidates’ fees and increased general fees charged. 

Overall expenses, i.e. Administrative, Activities, Officers and Committees and Annual Session 
costs have been reduced from $ 308,952 in 2015 to $ 292,305 in 2016. Also note that included 
in Activities is the cost of the new membership video in the amount of $ 18,802.

Your Grand Treasurer-General would like to congratulate the Valley of Windsor on their 
successful hosting of the Supreme Council Session in Windsor. Not only was it a success as a 
session, but financially was extremely well done in that the Session resulted in an excess of 
revenue over expenses of $ 1,419 before the Travel Allowance of $ 20,705 for an overall 
Session Cost of $ 19,286 as compared to $ 27,875 in 2015. 

As indicated elsewhere in the Preliminary Reports, the recent volatile markets with respect to oil 
prices, low investment income returns and various geopolitical concerns has adversely effected 
the portfolios which indicate an overall decline of $ 80,201. This was exacerbated by the fact 
that it was necessary to withdraw $ 115,000 (net) from our general investments to fund 
operations. 

The investment income and realized (net) capital gains indicate a decrease for the year of $ 
23,013 (2016 - $ 69,849 vs. 2015 $ 92,862). 

Financial Instruments 

As indicated in the notes to the financial statements, effective June 1,2008, the organization 
adopted the accounting and disclosure requirements of the CICA’s two new accounting 
standards, Section 3862, Financial Instruments Disclosures and Section 3863, Financial 
Instruments - Presentation. 

Effective June 1,2008, the organization also adopted the CICA’s new accounting standard, 
Section 1535, Capital Disclosures, which requires the disclosure of both quantitative and 
qualitative information that enables the users of financial statements to evaluate the entity’s 
objectives, policies and processes for managing capital. 

The new standard did not have a material effect on the financial statements. 

As a result of the foregoing policy, it was necessary to provide for an unrealized loss on 
investments in the amount of $ 43,849 which resulted in an overall excess of expenses over 
revenue of $ 65,899 (i.e. $ 43,849 + $ 22,050). 

Investments 

Our investment portfolios continue to be in the care of R.B.C. Dominion Securities and as 
indicated above, they continue to struggle despite recent improvements to the markets. I would 
continue to recommend the engagement of R.B.C. Dominion Securities to attend to our financial 
needs. 

The net value of the assets of the Supreme Council as at May 31,2016 consisting of cash on 
deposit and cash equivalents, investments at fair value together with amounts receivable, 
inventory and prepaid items, less liabilities for accounts payable and fees paid in advance 
totaled $ 1,585,109 as compared to $ 1,651,008 as at May 31,2015. 

Our investment income aggregated $ 52,363 for the year ended May 31,2016 as compared to 
$ 66,130 in the prior year. The net gain on the disposal of investments during the year 
amounted to $ 17,486 as compared to net realized gain on the sale of investments in the prior 
year of $26,732. Your Trustees and Investment Advisors continue to work within the amended 
(2012) guidelines of the Supreme Council Investment Policy, whereby the portfolios are 
generally managed within a maximum of 50% / 50% split of fixed income to equity investments. 
The details of the investment portfolios can be found in the audited financial statements and in 
the report of the Trustees. 
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In accordance with Article 28 (d) of the Statutes and Regulations, your Grand Treasurer- 
General has submitted a draft annual budget plan for the ensuing fiscal year (June 1,2016 to 
May 31,2017). This proposed budget has been submitted to the Chairman of Audit and 
Finance and his committee for review and will be addressed in detail in due course and 
submitted for your approval. 

Actions During The Year 

In addition to the duties and responsibilities of the Grand Treasurer-General as outlined in the 
Statutes and Regulations of Supreme Council, your Grand Treasurer-General, Grand Secretary- 
General and Chief Operating Officer are in regular communication throughout the year with our 
representative at R.B.C. Dominion Securities to review the investment portfolios and their 
respective performances. 

Your Grand Treasurer-General, the Grand Secretary-General and the Chief Operating Officer 
have met on a regular basis to review various matters in connection with the financial affairs of 
Supreme Council and other staffing and office matters. As indicated above, we have also met 
with our Auditors, Grant Thornton, Chartered Accountants to review their report and the year- 
end audited financial statements. A special thanks to our auditors Grant Thornton, Chartered 
Accountants, LLP for their overall assistance and interest during the year. 

Special Candidates Fund 

Once again, I am pleased to report that as a result of your confirmation to establish a 
Candidates’ Capital Fund, (2005) this new fund, as outlined in the audited financial statements 
received the initial seed money of $ 15,000 together with the contributions from the candidates 
and investment income over the past few years. The investment portfolio for this fund at fair 
value now aggregates $ 157,559 plus cash equivalents of $ 59 for a total of $ 157,618 as at 
May 31,2016. 

This fund will increase with the contributions from this year’s class by $ 7,000 
(35 x $ 200). From here on in, the joining fee as outlined in the Statutes and Regulations of 
Supreme Council of every new Honorary Inspector-General will include an amount of $ 200 or 
such amount as determined by Supreme Council from time to time. This amount will be 
invested in this Special Candidates’ Capital Fund. 

The $ 7,000 from this year’s class has already been transferred to the Special Candidates’ Fund 
maintained by R.B.C. Dominion Securities and duly deployed since the year end of May 31, 
2016. 

Again, it is suggested that when the fund becomes a meaningful amount, annually Supreme 
Council would withdraw say eighty-five percent (85%) of the income earned by the fund to assist 
with the financial operations of Supreme Council. The capital would remain intact. Accordingly, 
each year the fund will increase by the fifteen percent (15%) of the investment income retained 
in the fund, as well as the contributions made by the fees paid by the new Honorary Inspector- 
Generals and hopefully by capital appreciation on the investments being held. This 
recommendation, now implemented will provide an annual renewable source of capital in the 
future. 

In Conclusion 

I would again laud the efforts of our Sovereign Grand Commander and Lieutenant Grand 
Commander on their ongoing efforts to introduce meaningful programs to address membership 
decline, leadership requirements and communication skills within Scottish Rite. This effort has 
also included new promotional material for distribution to potential candidates along with the 
Candidates’ Video.

I would again like to congratulate the 
Valleys of Windsor and Halifax for their successful Sessions and we expect that St. John’s will 
likewise be a great success. 

In closing, I would once again wish to record a word of appreciation to all the Supreme Council 
staff for their loyal support throughout the year. And to all the Supreme Council brethren who 
have conscientiously applied fiduciary accountability in helping Supreme Council keep 
expenditures to budget. 

Steve Warren 33°, 
Chief Operating Officer and a very special thanks to Ms. Leslie Drake of the Office of the Grand

staff at Supreme Council for all their assistance rendered to the Grand Treasurer-General 
during the past year.

JURISPRUDENCE AND LEGISLATION 

To the Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of Canada 
Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

The Committee on Jurisprudence and Legislation is required by our Statutes and Regulations to 
consider all matters referred to it, with particular reference to amendments to the Statutes and 
Regulations and to report to this Supreme Council accordingly. 

Part I of this report covers amendments presented to the Grand Secretary-General and 
published in a timely manner as required by ART. 47.1 (a) i and ii. 

Part II of this report covers the Committee’s report on the Allocution of the Sovereign Grand 
Commander. 

Part III of this report will cover amendments, if any, proposed at the Annual Session and which 
meet the requirement as set out in ART. 47.1 (b). 

PARTI 

This year your Committee received the following notices of proposed amendments to the 
Statutes and Regulations and, in accordance with ART. 47.1 (a) iii, reports thereon as follows: 

Note re Special Treatment of Presenting Amendments 

To present these amendments in a format which your Committee hopes will make them easy to 
understand, they are attached to this Report as separate schedules and the amended wording 
is underlined and the deleted words are so indicated. 

WORDS OF CAUTION 

Your Committee wishes to emphasize that in reporting that these proposed amendments to be 
found regular, your Committee is in no way endorsing or commenting on the merits of any 
particular amendment but merely stating that it has been found to be regular so as to be 
considered and voted on at the upcoming Executive Session of this Supreme Council. 

1. Amendment to Article 26 (a) iv (9) 

That the present Article 26 (a) iv (9) be amended to delete the words “other than” and “ten 
(10)” substituting the word “following” for “other than” and the word seven (7)” for “ten (10)” 
so that subsection (9) will then read as follows: “hold the Easter Sunday meeting on a day 
following Easter Sunday, but in no case later than seven (7) days following Easter Sunday.” 

On review, your Committee finds this proposed amendment to be regular. 

2 . Amendment to Article 98 (c) 

That the present Article 98 (c) be amended to change the wording of the Article by deleting 
the words “the date of the suspension” and substituting the words, “ a maximum of two 
years in default and dues for the current year” so that Article 98 (c) will then read as follows: 
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“Upon dues to a maximum of two years in default and dues for the current year being paid, 
the member, after investigation and report, may be reinstated by a majority vote at a regular 
meeting.” 

On review, your Committee finds this proposed amendment to be regular. 

3 . Further Amendment to Article 98 

That Article 98 be further amended by the addition of subsection (d), to read as follows: “In 
Valleys with commuted dues funds, the member may opt to pay the amount of commuted 
dues in lieu of the amounts specified in subsection (c) which being paid, the member, after 
investigation and report, may be reinstated, as a commuted dues member, by a majority 
vote at a regular meeting.” 

On review, your Committee finds this proposed amendment to be regular. 

4. Amendment to Article 41 (b) 

That Article 41 (b) be amended to delete the words “Annual Dues for each member Four 
Dollars and Fifty Cent (Effective 6/01/2009)” and substitute the following: “Annual Dues for 
each member Five Dollars (Effective 6/01/2016)” and “Annual Dues for each member Five 
Dollars and Fifty Cents (Effective 6/01/2017)” and “Annual Dues for each member Six 
Dollars (Effective 6/01/2018)”. 

On review, your Committee finds this proposed amendment to be regular.

GSG: I will commence by dealing with the proposed amendment of Article 98(c). If you have 
Article 98 in front of you, I believe the intention of this amendment and that of subsection (d), the 
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proposed subsection (d), is to make it easier for lost members to be reinstated back into the 
Rite. Just because I’m saying intent, don’t assume that I am speaking in favour of the 
amendment at all. That’s not my intent. 

ON MOTION duly made and seconded by III. Bros. Allard Loopstra, 33° and Rob Whitmore, 33° 
for the Amendment of Article 98(c). 

SGC: Brethren, you have heard the motion properly moved and seconded. Any questions or 
discussion? 

IPSGC Brown: Illustrious Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren, just as a matter 
of clarification for me, perhaps III. Bro. Loopstra could answer this: I assume that now a Valley 
can choose not to suspend somebody who is in arrears, or just be neglectful in suspending 
them. So if they have not paid their dues for four or five years, then are suspended and they 
want to come back, the current practice is to require that individual to pay the four or five years 
back, even though it may have been the Valley’s neglect, rather than the member, he could 
have been suspended before. So this would limit the liability of the individual, is that the intent? 

GSG: That is correct. It is to mitigate the rather draconian impact by the present wording. That 
is the intent. 

IPSGC Brown: Good. Thank you. 

SGC: Any other questions? Hearing none, I will call for the vote: All in favour? Opposed, if 
any? CARRIED. 

The next amendment. 

GSG: Brethren, the proposed amendment to add a subsection (d) to Article 98. Some Valleys 
have a mixture of annual dues, commuted dues. For those people seeking reinstatement to 
those Valleys, there is a proposed choice between Article 98(c) that has now been approved, or 
you can opt to pay the commuted dues amount and in that way the individual who had been in 
default never has to worry about being in default again, and the Valley never has to worry about 
chasing him or suspending him ever again. So that is the intent of that proposed section.

Again, that’s the intent, your Committee is not 
commenting on the merits of that proposed Amendment.

III. Bro. Godfrey: Sovereign Grand Commander, on page three of the frequently asked 
questions on our website we have a question dealing with the belief of our membership and the 
response is this: 

The Scottish Rite does not intrude on the religious beliefs of its members, but it does inquire that 
its adherents profess to a belief in a Supreme Being and urges its members to be active in their 
respective churches. It does not attempt to teach any creed or pretend to be a religion nor a 
substitute for a religion. Scottish Rite practices universality. 

We are into a situation here - sorry, Grand Commander - where we are wanting to observe a 
Maundy Thursday with a special observance, and again on Easter Sunday, which are two areas 
of the Christian church. 

I wonder whether the Committee has thought about permitting for this observance of Maundy 
Thursday to be at any other time, not necessarily on Maundy Thursday, and the Relighting at 
any other time, just simply as an observance but not necessarily coinciding with the Christian 
calendar. 

SGC: Do you want to respond to that? 

GSG: Sovereign Grand Commander, the Committee in this forum is simply responding to the 
amendment as proposed, and the Committee’s only authority is to determine whether or not it is 
regular for the consideration of this Supreme Council. 

With respect to the people who may support the amendment, there may have been other 
considerations, but I think the authority of this Committee is simply to declare it regular and the 
authority of the Supreme Council is as directed by the Sovereign Grand Commander to deal 
with the matter on the floor. 

SGC: So you just focus on the Amendment, that’s right. Chesley? 

III. Bro. Piercey: Illustrious Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren, I am from New 
Brunswick, in case there are any who do not realize that. 

We have three small Valleys in New Brunswick and that would be Fredericton, Moncton and 
Saint John. Today I specifically want to talk about Fredericton. Today, or last Easter, 

Fredericton relit the Lights on Maundy Thursday. About ten years ago they decided to go that 
route when their Easter Sunday morning services simply did not have the attendance to fulfill 
the mission. They are a small membership, their membership is not young. Their membership 
also is derived from a dispersed area. They have to travel quite a length of time and a long 
distance to get to their meetings. 
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When they were presented with the dilemma, about ten years ago, they got together and in an 
effort to help those Brethren, aged Brethren, that may only be able to come out to one meeting 
in a year and chose Maundy Thursday to be that meeting, they thought it favourable - most 
favourable to relight the Lights on Maundy Thursday. 

When I became Deputy, and even before that when I became an Active Member, I carried out 
many conversations with the members of the Fredericton Valley. You see, I believed that it was 
inappropriate to relight the Lights on Maundy Thursday. I was given the reasons I have just 
outlined to you, each time, and I implored them to change. 

Last November the Deputies attended a conference in Flamilton and at that time I was apprised 
of the proposal to put this before these Annual Sessions in the amendment as just ruled. So I 
went to the boys in Fredericton again and I said, as I had always said, ‘You have to change and 
it’s not going to be in your judgment anymore, it’s going to come down that you are going to 
have to do this’. And one of the Brethren exclaimed, “Ches, what are they trying to do to us? 
Don’t they know our situation? We are unable to get this together on Easter Sunday morning 
and we want all of our members, or as many members as is possible, to share in our 
extinguishing and lighting ceremony, and these older Brethren will not have an opportunity if we 
are not permitted to do this on Maundy Thursday. In fact, it may be that our Valley may not be 
able to hold the Easter ceremonies in their entirety.” 

So I walked away from it and I asked myself, who are these ‘they’, that they refer to? I realized 
that I’m one of them, and I began to ponder the subject. I began to think about when I joined 
the Scottish Rite and passing through the various offices in all three Bodies, but today I’ll talk 
specifically of the Chapter of Rose Croix, I became the Grand Marshall. 

We were attending a rehearsal and we progressed quite well through the rehearsal. We were at 
the conclusion, basically, of the Black Room or First Section of the Degree. I was at the altar 
and I pointed to the East and I said, ‘INRI, lesvs Nazarenvs Rex Ivdaeorvm . It was He who is 
the way to truth and the light. 

And my Ritual Chairman said - oh, by the way, my Ritual Committee Chairman was an Anglican 
minister - he said, ‘Just repeat that’, so I complied. He said, ‘You must have a very old book’. I 
said, ‘Well, I probably do. Let’s check this out’. I did have my book, and sure enough my book 
was old. 

He said, The Scottish Rite, and in particular the Ritual Committee, the Ancient and Accepted 
Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of Canada Ritual Committee, has been adjusting our ritual to 
remove the partiality towards or against religions, and the words are now, ‘It was He who taught 
us the way, the truth and the light’. 

Now, in St. John we do our extinguishing and relighting with a team. We have a team of seven 
members and they do the extinguishing and the lighting. I was fortunate enough, for a number 
of years, to be the first Light. On Easter Sunday morning years ago - I’m not that old, but I 
guess old enough - my lines went: The Doctrine of Him who died for the regeneration of 
humanity has become the Living Son of Truth’. 

You get your ritual books out and you will see that it doesn’t use the word doctrine, it uses the 
teaching of Him who died for the regeneration of humanity has become the Living Son of Truth. 

So in my pondering I began to ask myself, why am I considering the Relighting on Maundy 
Thursday as inappropriate? Why am I badgering my members in Fredericton to change what 
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they do? And I realized something: I realized it was because it was my Christian upbringing. 
The reason that I am asking them to remove it from Maundy Thursday is because it’s 
inappropriate to Christians. 

At the beginning of September, I was invited - as well as a member from the York Rite and a 
member from the Shrine - to speak at Craft Lodge meeting. I said, ‘well, I better do some 
research’. 

So I went out to our website. It’s a very valuable research tool. After viewing it, I realized that 
the section referred to on websites called frequently asked questions, FAQ, contained all the 
information I really needed to spell out all the details about the Scottish Rite to Master Masons. 

So one of the questions was: Are there any religious disqualifications? And the answer is no. 
The Scottish Rite does not intrude on the religious beliefs of its members, but it does require 
that its adherents profess a belief in a Supreme Being. 

I said, ‘Oh, yes, one of the fundamental principles of Free Masonry is contained in that 
statement’. But as I progressed through this I came upon, ‘What are the Easter ceremonies’. 
And here is the answer: ‘In the Rose Croix Chapter these ceremonies constitute a solemn 
observance every year of the Passover or Paschal Supper on Maundy Thursday in Holy Week’. 
Nothing wrong with it. 

Then, on Easter Sunday, an inspiring observance of the resurrection. 

What do I tell my Jewish friends about attending the Relighting ceremony on Easter Sunday 
morning? What would I tell them? What is this doing on our website, which is out there for 
public consumption? 

Brethren, I started out trying to convince the Brethren that they shouldn’t do this, that they 
shouldn’t relight the Lights on Maundy Thursday, and I now am saying that if I am to look back 
at the Maundy Thursday ceremonies and ask what are we doing, I’m reminded - again the 
Grand Marshall’s part where he says, ‘My Brethren, this is a commemorative period. It brings to 
the memory of the Hebrew the Lord’s command. In this selfsame day have I brought your 
armies out of the land of Egypt, therefore shall ye observe this day and your generations by an 
ordinance forever’. 

The Feast of the Paschal Lamb is a service of remembrance, especially by the Hebrews, for the 
miraculous exodus from slavery in Egypt. We have attached to it a memorial service where we 
remember our Brethren, our Sovereign Princes who have passed to the celestial lodge above 
over the past year. It’s a good thing we do. 

We extinguish the Lights because it is symbolic of death and darkness. It is also symbolic of 
death. What we do want to do is leave it. The world has got to go on, our Chapter has got to 
continue, the torch has been passed. 

So there is nothing, absolutely no reason, why we can’t light the Lights shortly thereafter. We 
are not in a religious service. We have prayers, we have prayers in our Craft Lodge. But we 
have somehow or other lost our way when it comes to trying to adhere to the fundamental 
principle that all religions have a place in Freemasonry, in a Sovereign Chapter of Rose Croix, 
and certainly should not in any way be asked to comply to a religious belief that it would be 
more appropriate to relight the Lights on some other time but Maundy Thursday. 
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You know, at the end of the day every time I’m called upon in my Craft Lodge to review or to 
pass propositions regarding by-laws, or here in the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite, the 
Statutes and Regulations, I ask myself, ‘At the end of the day will my Scottish Rite Body be 
better off?’ 

And I will ask this time, ‘Will my Scottish Rite Body in Fredericton be better off by being 
disallowed to relight the Lights on Maundy Thursday?’ Because I know we are predominantly 
Christian here and I’m a Christian, but I can’t let my Christian belief move into this subject 
because I must live by the fundamental principles of Freemasonry where all religions are 
accepted and I can stand or sit beside my Jewish or Muslim fellow and share the services or 
ceremonies. Will my body be better off? I don’t think so. 

So, contrary to where I started with this subject, when this vote takes place I will vote against 
this proposition, this amendment. My conscience will not let me do otherwise. 

SGC: Thank you, Chesley. Are there any other questions? Discussion? 

IPSGC Brown: Sovereign Grand Commander, Richard Brown from Saskatchewan. A question 
for the Jurisprudence Committee. This was pointed out to by one of our number, as well. On 
page 49 of the Preliminary it makes reference to the existing subsection (9), which again is one 
of the list of things that a Deputy may recommend the dispensation to an item. Currently it is 
talking about after the ten days following Maundy Thursday and in your submission you are 
changing that to the seven days following not Maundy Thursday, but Easter Sunday, but you 
didn’t indicate that the words Maundy Thursday would be replaced by Easter Sunday. I just 
presume it’s either just an oversight or a technicality, but I just wanted to get that confirmed from 
the Committee. 

GSG: That is correct. There is a change. I didn’t note that as part of the amendment, but that 
certainly is part of the amendment. Those words, Maundy Thursday, should have been struck 
and Easter Sunday left in the proposed amendment. 

But this is not the submission of the Committee, if I can just explain that it should have been - it 
is an error in terms of the presentation of the wording that’s going to change if the proposed 
amendment is passed. You are correct. 

IPSGC Brown: So it’s really part of the proposed amendment? 

GSG: Correct. 

IPSGC Brown: Again, while I was listening to III. Bro. Ches, I was just wanting to refresh in my 
own mind what actually we were contemplating here. I did hear him say, he mentioned a 
particular Valley, and somehow if there is an amendment to this section that they would lose the 
right. 

It seems to me that our current Statute does not grant any Valley the right to do anything other 
than meet on Easter Sunday, but if a Deputy is requested, the Statutes allow him to allow what 
would happen on Easter Sunday in any of the ten days following Maundy Thursday. 

So there is no inherent right for Valleys to vary from Easter Sunday without requesting a 
dispensation, and it’s my understanding dispensations are good for the one year that they are 
asked for. So I think that’s an important thing to think about. 
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I’m not trying to take away from what he said because I personally see the merits of what III. 

Bro. Ches brought forward to the group. 

Again, one of my difficulties over this is, do we need to make any change whatsoever to an 
existing Statute? Because to me it is not mandatory, it is permissive, but permissive with 
respect to the Deputy, not with respect to a Valley, as to when they have their ceremonies, and 
it allows some latitude - there may be an argument about whether following means on the same 
day, does following mean a few minutes later on Maundy Thursday, or does the sun have to 
rise. 

But at least what we have now could allow a Deputy, if they saw fit, to allow it to be varied on 
the Saturday, the Sunday, the Monday, Tuesday, Wednesday. The amendment would be 
creating more restrictions on the prerogatives of Deputies in terms of saying the three-day gap. 

I guess I’m not asking you to confirm on the intent, but that would be the result if this were 
passed. I’d like confirmation on that. 

GSG: The proposed amendment speaks for itself. I am authorized as Chairman of 
Jurisprudence and Legislation to pass on whether or not the proposed amendment is regular. 
Until such time as I take off that hat and then speak for or against this amendment, if in fact I 
choose to do so, I really can’t respond. 

Is the proposed wording more restrictive in terms of the time period when the Relighting can 
take place? Well, the language is there and I think most would agree that, yes, if the 
amendment passes there is not going to be an authority to allow it on the Good Friday or on the 
Saturday. But that’s just the impact of the wording. 

IPSGC Brown: So my only other comment would be that I would hope the proposer of this 
amendment would make his intent known so that I have a greater understanding of why the 
proposal came forward, and not in terms of whether it’s regular or not, but what the intent is, 
before we were to vote. 

So that’s just a personal comment. Thank you, Sovereign Grand Commander. 

SGC: Brethren, we have approached four o’clock. We are going to a Degree rehearsal now, so 
I am not going to call for the vote this evening, I am going to wait for tomorrow morning. 

III. Bro. Piercey: Illustrious Sovereign Commander, may I speak again? 

SGC: You have three minutes. 

III. Bro. Piercey: III. Bro. Brown has indicated that the original article did not permit the 
candles or the Lights to be relit on Maundy Thursday, and I don’t think that’s correct. The 
wording of it was that it should be done no later than up to ten days after Maundy Thursday. 

That was the wording. It doesn’t say it can’t be done on Maundy Thursday, it just says that it 
cannot be done any more than ten days after Maundy Thursday. That’s the present Statute. 

SGC: Thank you, Chesley. We will continue this discussion tomorrow at 8:30, and I will 
suspend the labours of this Executive Session because we have a rehearsal at four o’clock. 

Grand Secretary, so you have any other further announcements other than the rehearsal at four 
o’clock?

SGC: Thank you. So I will suspend the labours of this Executive Session until 8:30 tomorrow 
morning.

SGC: Good morning, brethren. It is 8:30 and we will start. I will resume the Executive Session 
this morning. 

I trust everyone enjoyed themselves, that they got acquainted last night. There were a lot of 
people in the room. I got to talk to many of them and I hope you enjoyed yourselves last night. 

I thought the Valley did an excellent job on the get acquainted evening. 

We omitted something yesterday. We forgot to read out the Past Active Members who are in 
attendance, so I’m going to ask the Grand Secretary-General to do that now. 

GSG: Thank you, Sovereign Grand Commander. The Past Actives who are in attendance - 
and I apologize for the oversight - are: 

Maurice Hrycyk Samuel Kalinowksy Marvin Salmi 

Donald D. Thornton Gordon Young 

SGC: Very good. 

GSG: Yes, thank you. 

SGC: And this morning the first thing we are going to do is vote on the Report of the 
Nominating Committee for Active Members. I will ask Richard Brown to present that. 

IPSGC Brown: Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and brethren, good morning. A reminder 
that we have two vacancies for Sovereign Grand Inspectors-General, with two going to the Past 
Active status. So I am going to move that we accept the nominations of Thomas Arthur Wills, 
33°, from the Valley of Hamilton, replacing Illustrious Brother Victor Lepp, 33°, and the 
nomination of Illustrious Brother John Gray Teleske, 33°, Valley of Vancouver, replacing 
Illustrious Brother Michael Ward, 33°. 

SGC: Motion for collective ballot. 

ON MOTION duly made and seconded by III. Bros. Brian Gilkinson, 33° and Rob Whitmore, 33° 
for a collective ballot to be taken on the Nominations for Sovereign Grand Inspectors-General. 

SGC: So the vote will be viva voice and one negative vote shall reject the nominee. 

Would you take the vote, Grand Secretary-General? 

The Grand Secretary-General polled the Active and Ad Vitam members of Supreme Council. 
The result was unanimously in favour of the advancement to Sovereign Grand Inspectors- 
General for III. Bros. Thomas Wills, 33 ° and John Teleske, 33 °. 

SGC: Thank you, Grand Secretary-General. Therefore, I declare the nominees duly elected 
Sovereign Grand Inspectors-General, to be invested Saturday morning in closed Session. 
Gareth, would you inform Tom, and Stephen, would you inform John to be in attendance. 

Now we will call on the vote on the Report of the Nominating Committee for Honorary Members: 
Richard Brown. 
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IPSGC Brown: Sovereign Grand Commander, again a reminder that I read the names of 49 
nominees; six from Alberta, six from British Columbia, two from Manitoba, one from New 
Brunswick, two from Nova Scotia, 27 from Ontario, two from Quebec and three from 
Saskatchewan, for a total of 49. 

ON MOTION duly made and seconded by III. Bros. Richard Brown, 33° and Allard Loopstra, 33° 
for a collective ballot be taken on the nominations of the 49 Honorary Inspectors-General. 

SGC: Again, the vote shall be viva voice and one negative vote shall reject the nominee. 

Grand Secretary-General, will you poll the brethren? 

The Grand Secretary-General polled the Active and Ad Vitam members of Supreme Council. 
The result was unanimously in favour of the candidates so presented for promotion to the rank 
of Honorary Inspector-General in Montreal, Quebec in 2017. 

SGC: Thank you, Grand Secretary-General. I declare the 49 nominees duly elected 
candidates, to receive the Honorary Inspector-General 33° at the 2017 Annual Session, subject 
to the interview by the Active Members. 

I remind all the brethren of the confidentiality of those elected until they are interviewed by the 
Active Members, and then the Deputy will inform Supreme Council Office that the interview has 
been conducted and acceptance by the candidate. So, please don’t put it in any newsletters or 
your summonses whatsoever until that interview happens. Appreciate that. 

Are there any issues to discuss before we admit the Honorary Inspectors-General? 

Do you have some comments, Steven? 

III. Bro. Warren: Sovereign Grand Commander, just a couple of quick announcements, 
brethren, for this afternoon. First of all, anyone with a Chain of Office can leave it in the Bowring 
One Room before we head over for the Vesper Service, if you wish to do that. 

Those wearing microphones are asked to make the microphone your last item, so your Chain of 
Office Collar, Sword, Sash, whatever you have, put all that on before you go to be wrangled for 
the microphones. The wrangling is being done in the cloakroom just across the foyer here on 
this floor. 

Finally, many were not there at the end of the rehearsal yesterday. The Sovereign Grand 
Commander wishes to have a formal procession to end the Degree, which is a change from 
previous years. So when the Degree is concluded, the Sovereign Grand Commander and 
invited guests will descend from the dais and will proceed to the West. The Actives and Past 
Actives on the two sides will, starting with Jim Sutherland and Allard Loopstra at the East, will 
peel behind the guests and everyone will process out the West door, the same door as you 
came in at the beginning of the Degree. 

Once all of the Actives and Past Actives have retired, then there will be the sound of a gavel 
and you can come back in and greet your candidates or get your microphones removed and 
that sort of thing. But there is a formal recession at the end of the Degree, so please don’t just 
scatter as we normally would. 

Thank you, Sovereign Grand Commander. 
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SGC: Thank you, Steven. 


Somebody asked me a question yesterday: With the addition of a fourth Deputy in Ontario, 
what Deputy would have what Valleys. The initial plan is that Deputy Gilkinson would have 
Peterborough, Barrie, Kingston and Ottawa; Deputy Taylor would have Toronto, Hamilton, 
Guelph and Niagara; Deputy Atkinson will have Windsor, Chatham, London, Woodstock and 
Sarnia; and Deputy Bennett would have North Bay, Sault Ste. Marie, Sudbury and Thunder Bay. 
That’s the plan going forward. 

Are there any other issues to discuss before we admit the Honorary Inspectors-General? 

Yes, Jeff 

III. Bro. Dickson: Sovereign Grand Commander, I had some inquiries from some members of 
Valley of Guelph, if there is an explanation given to the candidates as to what the colours on the 
badges mean, before the meet-and-greet or before the Session that they have today. They are 
curious about some of that and I said that I would ask. 

SGC: Okay. I call on you, Steven, to respond to that. 

III. Bro. Warren: Sovereign Grand Commander, they are not explained to the candidates 
before the meet-and-greet, but I can certainly do it this morning at the candidate briefing. 

III. Bro. Dickson: Thank you. 

SGC: Thank you, Jeff. Hearing no further items, I would ask the Lieutenant Grand Commander 
if he would just open the door and see if there are any Honorary Inspectors-General that would 
like to come in. 

Good morning, Honorary Inspectors-General, and welcome to the Executive Session. As I 
mentioned yesterday, but for those of you who were not here, I understand you have no voice or 
vote in this meeting, but however we are going to try something a little different this year. There 
are pads of paper on your seats, with pens. Should you have a question or a comment, please 
complete the form, put your name and Valley on it and you can drop it off with the COO, Steve 
Warren, up here, and we will get back to you with some response. 

So, welcome again. Thank you for your attendance. 

When we left off with our Executive Session yesterday, we were discussing the amendment of 
Article 26 (a) iv (9). We had three brethren speak to the motion and then we ran out of time, so 
I said we would continue the discussion today. 

I would ask at this time, would any Brother like to speak to the amendment? 

III. Bro. Davis: Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and brethren, I am Bill Davis, Valley of 
Thunder Bay. The way I read it, the only thing we’re changing is from ten days to seven days, is 
that correct? 

GSG: I will go over to this microphone and respond as Chairman of Jurisprudence and 
Legislation. 
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The amendment would have the impact of changing the period of time when a Valley might gain 
dispensation to observe the Relighting Ceremony if it is not going to be conducted, as required 
by the Stats and Regs, on Easter Sunday. 

The impact would be of the proposed amendment, to ensure that if a Valley cannot observe that 
Relighting Ceremony according to the General Rule in the Stats and Regs that it be done on 
Easter Sunday, that it be done within seven days following Easter Sunday. 

So the present wording would suggest that the period of time for gaining a dispensation to 
relight the Lights on a time other than Easter Sunday would be within ten days following Maundy 
Thursday. So effectively, Good Friday and Saturday would be eliminated as possibilities. 

III. Bro. Davis: Okay. Now I understand. Thank you. 

GSG: Well, I’m glad one person does, anyway. That’s good. 

SGC: Thank you, Bill. 

III. Bro. Godfrey: Sovereign Grand Commander, Stephen Godfrey, Deputy for British 
Columbia. May I speak again on this? 

SGC: Yes. 

III. Bro. Godfrey: The issue around originally was, of course, this word ‘following’. There have 
been several Valleys that determined that ‘following’ just simply meant that the relighting of the 
Lights should occur any time following the extinguishing of the Lights, and there were several 
Valleys in our jurisdiction, and some across Canada, too, who actually did the extinguishing and 
relighting on Maundy Thursday. 

The issue came up as that was inappropriate, not correct, because of maybe a 
misunderstanding of that word ‘following’, and hence we have this before us in making sure it’s 
very clear that if we are going to have a relighting of the Lights that it can only occur from 
Easter Sunday and onwards. 

It’s interesting to note that in fact in the early days this ceremony was, in fact, performed on the 
vernal equinox, March 21. It later came into being on Maundy Thursday. I believe that the 
Southern Jurisdiction have now moved it and returned it to March 21 as a date when this should 
occur, but they call it a Ceremony of Remembrance and the suggestions that it is talking about 
something that is Christian, and that is under, oddly, the words of Maundy Thursday/Easter 
Sunday, have been eliminated and all we are doing here is just simply still keeping what we 
have, but not allowing anyone to look at that time between Maundy Thursday and Easter 
Sunday for us to celebrate the relighting of the Lights. 

And by the way, the relighting of the Lights occurred around about 1900. It was not in the 
original. The original was extinguishing, and that was the end of it. But later on someone 
determined, in their wisdom, if we are going to take them off, let’s light them again. 

Thank you. 

SGC: Brian. 
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GSG: Sovereign Grand Commander, with your permission I will put on my hat as the proposer 
of this amendment, so I will not be speaking from this point on in my remarks, my immediate 
remarks, as Chairman of Jurisprudence and Legislation. 

So, with your permission, Sovereign Grand Commander. I would like to make those remarks 
now. 

SGC: That’s fine. 

GSG: First of all, every opinion is deserving of respect and this has obviously stirred some 
emotions with respect to the brethren, and there will be people, no doubt, on either side of this 
particular issue. 

I would like to encourage the brethren to take a larger view of what we do and why we do it. I 
don’t want to sound preachy, but I am going to be referring to words - words from the Ritual - 
and ask you to consider whether or not they have any meaning and if they still continue to 
inform us in terms of what we need to practice outside of the Lodge and not simply discuss 
within. 

Now, by way of response to III. Bro. Piercey, he started with a concern that there were members 
of the Valley of Fredericton, I believe, that could only make a meeting once a year and that they 
chose Maundy Thursday for that particular meeting they might make. 

I would ask us to consider whether or not we are failing brethren who find it difficult to attend 
meetings if we are not acting as Brothers and assisting them in providing transportation, in 
assisting them not only to attend that one meeting a year, but obviously assisting them with their 
problems in day-to-day life in transportation. 

So the real situation is not necessarily the condition of any one individual or group of individuals, 
are we treating challenges as opportunities to practice what we honestly profess? 

This is not, I would submit, a situation of a Christian majority as it exists presently on this 
Supreme Council and within our membership imposing its religious will on any other individual 
adhering to another faith. It’s a situation whether or not our forefathers in their wisdom, whether 
it was added in 1900 or not, choosing Christ as the Exemplar. Not as the Saviour, an example 
of the Light which every man may accept as a guide and inspiration and pattern for his own. It 
is not a Christian majority imposing its will on anyone. 

It is a situation, I would respectfully submit, that if we’re going to adopt a figure from any religion 
in the world, we should respect the events as they occurred in that life. 

The 17 th Degree provides a philosophical background to the 18 th Degree - a philosophical 
background. The 18 th Degree teaches the lesson of forgetting God, ignoring His law, the 
consequences being an impact on wisdom, strength and beauty. 

What we do on Maundy Thursday is an invitation to somberly reflect on that loss and on that 
consequence. I would respectfully submit what we do on Maundy Thursday requires a 
meaningful reflection, not a momentary reflection between that and switching the Light on 
relighting the Lights. We need to know what we gain by renewal, by obtaining a new temple, a 
new law and a new word. 

You don’t appreciate the renewal that the Ritual teaches if you don’t reflect on what we lost and 
why we lost it. That’s not religion, that’s a moral lesson in virtue and how we should be 
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conducting ourselves, and if we can, the Statutes and Regulations require that we do that on 
Easter Sunday, and I would hope as early in the day as possible. 

The Chapter of Rose Croix teaches a universal ethic using one exemplar’s life to illustrate the 
point. It’s a universal ethic that is basically held in common with all religions - at least all major 
ones. 

Just because we see Christ referred to in a Ritual does not mean that there is a boogeyman or 
something our unthinking and perhaps biased forefathers have put into the Ritual that needs to 
be expunged. 

I think it was a considered judgement to deal with it at that time and I laud Chesley Piercey’s 
pointing out that we’re talking about an example, we’re not talking about old language that might 
have been confused with preaching Christianity. 

Simply put, we know that we only require a belief in a Supreme Being. We know that we don’t 
adopt any of the religions of the world as the only true one, and we don’t declare any to be false. 
We know that. That’s fundamental to what we know in this room and, quite frankly, what we 
should be espousing outside this room if given the opportunity. 

The proposed amendment is a clarification that if you are going to use the life of anyone as an 
example to illustrate your Ritual, respect that life and its events and the order in which things 
occur. 

We adopt the observance of the Easter Sunday observance as a duty imposed on the Most 
Wise Sovereign and imposed by the Statutes and Regulations on us all. We sometimes forget 
that Article 26 is a list of dispensations that may be granted in appropriate circumstances. That 
list is a departure from how Supreme Council indicated things should be done, is a recognition 
by Supreme Council that the draconian implementation and imposition of rules can sometimes 
create hardship. 

But it should not be assumed that because the possibility of a dispensation exists, it confers an 
entitlement. And it should not be assumed that because there has been a practice in some 
areas of immediately going from the invitation to somber reflection to a celebration of renewal 
that was permitted or intended by the dispensation itself. If we are going to worship God in spirit 
and in truth, we better not be parsing sentences in the dispensation. We better start looking at 
what does that mean and what was the intent of the dispensation in the first place. 

The proposed amendment simply seeks to clarify that there is a valuable lesson to be learned 
and inculcated in what we do on Maundy Thursday, and there is an equally valuable lesson in 
preserving the relighting ceremony to Easter Sunday. 

Supreme Council has recognized the need to accommodate religious worship. It allows friends 
and families’ dispensation to attend that ceremony, and it allows for those Valleys that may have 
difficult circumstances in gathering on Easter Sunday to hold it at a time following Easter 
Sunday. It’s a belief, not just on my part, that that is an expression of respect to the Exemplar 
that we have incorporated into our ritual. 

If there is a difficulty in attending the relighting ceremony at any time, there is nothing in the 
Stats and Regs that says you cannot have multiple ceremonies in multiple areas of your 
Valleys. That’s respecting the opinions of all men. That’s what we are supposed to do. 
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I ask you to reflect: How much is the desire to do one immediately after the other driven by 
convenience? How do we really try to enact and practice what we preach in the Ritual? 

I’ve heard it said that we should practice outside of the Lodge those excellent precepts which 
are inculcated within it, and I’ve heard it said that there is no right without a parallel duty. That 
there is no liberty without the supremacy of the law. That there is no high destiny without 
earnest perseverance and there is no real greatness without self-denial. 

We’ve all heard those words. The question is, do we listen? 

And forgive me if I sound preachy, but I just want to remind us that we are driven by ritual. This 
fraternal organization is not a service club, we stand for something else. And if we lose sight of 
that and how we conduct ourselves, even on the minor or what looks like a minor proposal to 
clarify what we should be doing, in my submission, based on principle and respect, then we’ve 
lost the battle before we’ve engaged it. 

These and other admonitions from the ritual apply as much to our duties as leaders as to our 
duties as individuals. 

I have heard that Freemasonry has been a steady, unvarying friend of man, and you know the 
language of an eloquent brother; it’s gone forth from age to age, the constant messenger of 
peace and love, never weary. But we’re contemplating, and it has been suggested, that if this 
proposed amendment goes through, it’s taking away a right to flip a switch after the 
extinguishing. Just that fast. 

Rest assured, we reflect back on what has gone before. Illustrious Brother Godfrey has drawn 
our attention to the fact that we take a look back in our history. And we will be judged by 
posterity, by whether or not our decisions were based on principle and out of respect and out of 
tolerance, or whether or not they appear to have been born out of simple convenience. 

And that is intending no disrespect to those Valleys or those people who think there is a 
legitimate area for observing the relighting on Maundy Thursday, despite the present wording. 
But again, your ability to parse and mince words is not consistent with an ability to recognize the 
spirit and intent of a provision. 

Freemasonry in all its Bodies has been bleeding numbers, has been bleeding numbers for 
decades, and we sat and we stewed in terms of what can we do to stem the tide. 

This is no indictment on Masonic leadership in any Valley, in any body, it’s a simple statement 
of fact that we hold up an Exemplar as a guide and inspiration and pattern and we have not 
inspired new members. We still have a minority, a core minority that does the work of keeping 
us on life support as we slowly bleed, but we do not inspire the majority of people we attract to 
our ranks. They lose interest. They sit at home and they’re hardly inspired. 

Now, over the last few years we’ve surveyed people to death, not with the idea of killing them, 
but with the idea of actually mining the data to see what we should be doing as an organization 
and as a Supreme Council to change things. You want data, you’ve got data. We’ve got 
initiatives that are going to require more than the small core we have now to get the job done. 
They include leadership, membership and communication. More importantly, is recognizing that 
in the national membership survey the desire for education and enlightenment is the number 
one concern. 
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We can’t be worried, brethren, about whether or not people are getting out or only able to get 
out to one meeting a year. We need to be concerned with how are we going to get the human 
resources inspired enough to help us provide these programs to new members so that we can 
retain them, so they are not on the couch, they are in the Lodge room, they are within our ranks 
and they are working to accomplish great things. 

Sometimes I sit back and say, ‘this will look after itself, the demits, the suspensions, and the 
deaths. There will be a balance between who comes in and who goes out’. 

But if all we’re doing is going through the motions and turning the lights on and off, that balance 
may be at a Valley membership of 25, and that’s certainly not enough to provide a meaningful 
experience to the brethren, and we have not done our job as leaders in the Craft or the 
Fraternity. 

Rest assured, history is going to judge our efforts. These things take effort and we ask for effort 
from our members, and as members of Supreme Council it is going to take principal leadership, 
as well. 

This path to a brighter future is not supposed to be easy. We are admonished to engage in 
earnest perseverance. We are taught in Degrees that indolence will beckon on one hand, ease 
will beckon on the other. That’s not what we’re taught in the Ritual, we’re certainly not taught to 
embrace it. 

This, I thought, would be a fairly minor amendment. I think it’s a litmus test on whether or not 
we’re committed not only to respecting this Exemplar, but doing the other things that require 
much effort to right the ship. 

So the real question is not just whether or not faith, hope and charity are mere words without 
any meaning, but did I hear in the Ritual nothing but rumour? Are those words meaningless? I 
think the treatment of any issue, not just this, is a measure of our commitment to practicing what 
we teach in our Ritual. 

There is much more here at stake by defeating this amendment than just the amendment itself. 

I think we really have to take a look at what we dedicated ourselves to and what we’re prepared 
to do in the future. 

I think it’s the right thing to do. You don’t have to agree with me, but I thought we should 
basically try and do the right thing not to earn the esteem or the applause of the brethren, but 
because it’s the right thing to do. Help your brethren that need help to get out to meetings. 

Form more, if you have to do that, in a Valley where distance is a problem, but at least respect 
the ceremony and the order of events by supporting the amendment. 

Now, this seemingly inconsequential amendment is not inconsequential at all, but there’s more 
here at stake than just our reaction to whether or not people desire to hold a Relighting on either 
Maundy Thursday - and I’m not about to suggest that that was ever appropriate - but also, 

Good Friday or Saturday. Let’s get back to basics, to coin a phrase, and let’s take a look at who 
we use as exemplars, whether it’s going to be Moses, whether it’s going to be a Hindu religious 
figure or a Christian figure, as an example, and let’s respect it. 

I think if we don’t, I worry about what our children’s children are going to think of us. 

Thank you, Sovereign Grand Commander. 
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SGC: Thank you, Brian. Rob? 


III. Bro. Whitmore: Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and brethren, my name is Rob 
Whitmore and I wish to speak in favour of this amendment. 

I have listened very carefully to what was said yesterday, what has been said this morning. I 
certainly am glad that Brian was not the Crown Attorney in my jurisdiction, but having said that I 
agree with Brian that this is a very serious matter and I suggest that we have to look at what our 
purpose is and what we do. 

I would say what our purpose is, is that we teach lessons and virtues and principles, brotherly 
love, relief, truth, honesty, industry, the list goes on, and if ever there was a need in this world 
for those principles and those lessons to be taught, to be learned and to be taken out into the 
world, now is the time. 

That’s what we’re all about, and the way in which we communicate those virtues, the way in 
which we teach those principles, is through our Degree work and our Degree work is based on 
stories, historical, perhaps some fictional, but nevertheless we look at our Degrees and from 
those stories, from that drama, we take away the principles that are so important to all of us and 
are crucial to the state of the world today. 

What we’re talking about today, the Maundy Thursday and Easter Sunday, happens to be 
based on the story of the resurrection, a very, very important and amazing story in Christianity, 
but it also, of course, refers to Passover on Maundy Thursday, another very important story, but 
in no way, I suggest, are we necessarily preaching a Christian or a Jewish doctrine simply by 
referring to a story or by basing our lessons and that Degree on that particular story, but rather 
we are using the drama, we are using the ceremonies to communicate the important lessons: 
brotherhood, optimism, honesty and so on. 

An important aspect of the story as is given in the Christian faith is, in fact, the three day period 
between the crucifixion and the resurrection. Now, that has certainly got significance in the 
Christian faith, but I would submit that it also has significance and relevance to the principles we 
are trying to communicate, because that three day period requires contemplation, thought and a 
feeling of optimism that although the lights have been extinguished, they will be relit. 

In my jurisdiction we hold the Easter Sunday service on Easter Sunday, and when I leave our 
Scottish Rite on Maundy Thursday, in darkness, I leave certainly with a feeling of brotherhood, 
of companionship, because I’ve shared a very, very moving Degree with my brethren. But 
leaving in darkness, I also leave with a sense of optimism that the Lights will be coming back 
on. I have that feeling for those three days and I know that when we return on Easter Sunday, 
after that period of time, it’s going to be to a ceremony that’s filled with joy, filled with friendship 
and brotherhood. 

I don’t think we would have that if the Lights went out and then shortly thereafter came back on 
the same night. And I don’t think we would have it if they came back on Friday or Saturday, 
because I look at it as being based on a story, just as the Passover, just as all the other stories 
in our Degrees, and I think there is great merit in honoring the story as much as we can and 
paying respect to the three day period, knowing how important it is to the overall lessons, how 
important it is in hat we learn and in what we carry forward out into the world. 
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So, brethren, I speak in favour of the Amendment. I think it is completely consistent with our 
method of communicating the virtues, the principles of Masonry, the rules by which we are to 
live, and I urge all of us to honour the story and I am supporting the amendment. 

Thank you. 

SGC: Thank you, Rob. Allard. 

III. Bro. Loopstra: Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and brethren, my name is Allard 
Loopstra, from Hamilton. Since I made the motion yesterday I feel a responsibility to respond, 
but very briefly. I have listened to both positions, both for and against this motion, but I’m even 
more convinced this morning that this motion should move forward. 

Yesterday I was maybe somewhat challenged to consider withdrawing the motion or even 
tabling the motion and I cannot do that. I also support this motion and I believe that everything 
has been said that needs to be said, and I would ask you to call the question. 

SGC: Very good. Then I will call the question. I’ll call for the vote of the Sovereign Grand 
Inspectors-General with regards to the motion to the amendment, and this vote will require a 
three-quarter vote. 

So, all in favour of the amendment, please signify by raising your hands. 

Will you take the count? 

GSG: I have 23 people who have supported the amendment, and I believe 27 are required for it 
to pass. 

SGC: That’s right. So the amendment is defeated. 

Now, brethren, when this was brought to my attention then I noticed that there were about eight 
or nine Valleys that were relighting on Maundy Thursday, and at that time I gave a ruling to the 
Deputies to go back to those Valleys and inform them that they could do that ceremony for 
2016, and in 2017 and beyond I would not approve any dispensations for the relighting of the 
Lights on Maundy Thursday. And that ruling still applies. 

As we move forward, I told you we were talking about the ad hoc committees and I would give 
you a little update as we go through. 

There is an ad hoc Committee on the Statutes and Regulations. I have asked Illustrious Brother 
Gilkinson and his Committee to take a look at the entire Stats and Regulations for its equability 
and value to the Scottish Rite at this point in history. So he has his Committee underway to look 
into all the Stats and Regulations and they will come forward with amendments at our Session 
in Montreal, 2017. 

All the Actives will have advance notice of those amendments as they produce the package, 
and I thank them for the work they are doing on that ad hoc committee. 

Now we’ll get back to the Committee Reports and I will call on Loren Kline for the Committee 
Report on Ritual. 

The Report on the Ritual Committee was presented by III. Bro. Loren W. Kline, 33°.

THE GENERAL STATE OF THE RITE 

To the Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of 
Canada. 

Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

Introduction 

In compliance with Article 40(c) of the Statutes and Regulations of Supreme Council, your 
committee is pleased to submit this annual report which contains matters pertaining to the State 
of the Rite throughout this jurisdiction. 

This Committee is composed of the Lieutenant Grand Commander as Chairman and the 
members of this committee are all ten Provincial Deputies across Canada. 

Focus for 2015 

A major focus this year has been to review in detail the responses coming to us from the 
National Membership Opinion Survey conducted in 2015; to analyze this data and then to set 
the framework to enable us to meet our members’ needs and wishes and to move forward with 
measurable improvements in all areas of concern as identified in the survey results. 

Recognizing the initiatives established by our Sovereign Grand Commander and his 
predecessors, which are Leadership, Communication, Membership, and Education, the results 
from the survey have been reviewed by the Deputies and by their respective Valleys with a view 
to establishing priorities, identifying areas for improvement, and focusing on those areas by 
establishing a process and means to achieve the improvement and subsequently to measure 
and evaluate the progress made. 

Our Deputies have worked very hard firstly in summarizing, reviewing, and analyzing the data 
with each of their Valleys and then assisting each Valley by meeting with the leadership teams 
in each Valley, identifying priorities, and then setting specific goals for achievement and the 
means to accomplish these goals. On future visits by the Deputy these goals will be revisited 
and the progress and achieved success will be measured and reported. It is felt that through 
this structured and analytical approach, with all of us being accountable, Scottish Rite in 
Canada cannot help but to become even better. 

Deputies’ Reports 

Much appreciation and congratulations are extended to the Deputies across Canada, all of 
whom have provided us with informative and comprehensive reports regarding the Valleys 
under their care. A thorough reading of these reports will provide the reader with a good sense 
as to the ongoing activities in each Valley, the challenges faced by many, and the dedication 
and commitment coming from so many of our members. 

All of the Deputies met in Hamilton for a Deputies’ Workshop in November 2015 and also 
meetings were convened by conference call in January 2016 and in June 2016. Each of these 
meetings was found to be very useful with a full exchange of information, suggestions, 
encouragement and ongoing education. We urge that these be continued. 

Membership 

Declining membership is a constant concern and a common challenge faced by most Valleys. 
Although final numbers for 2015 are not available as of the time of writing this report, an 
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analysis of membership statistics shows that during 2014 our overall membership in Lodges of 
Perfection declined from 15,288 at the beginning of 2014 to 14,719 at year end. This is despite 
the fact that the number of initiates increased from 210 in 2013 to 340 in 2014. With all but 
three Valleys having reported thus far, in 2015 there have been 337 initiates. Based on 
information available as of 2014, only 19.4% of members of our Provincial Grand Lodge 
members held membership in a Lodge of Perfection. Certainly there is no shortage of potential 
initiates. 

As is recounted in the Deputies’ Reports, many Valleys hold Master Mason Nights and other 
information sessions. This year also saw the release of the new membership video. This is a 
tool being used by some Valleys and it is hoped that this use will increase and spread 
throughout the Valleys as we seek to educate and inform potential, interested masons. 

Leadership 

The leadership initiative is an ongoing process. In the survey many Valleys recognized the 
dedication of its leadership but also we often see more and more responsibilities and roles 
falling on the shoulders of fewer and fewer members. Identifying this fact and the ongoing need 
to recruit, train, and nurture leaders in all Valleys is an area of priority. 

Under the leadership of III. Bro. Brian Gilkinson, 33° a thorough review of our Statutes and 
Regulations is in process and this will result in proposed amendments so as to update our 
Statutes and Regulations. Another leadership initiative is the formalization of a process to deal 
with requests for dispensations. This includes accessibility for all Deputies as to dispensations 
that have been granted and also requests that have been denied. This will assist our Deputies 
in dealing with such requests and being able to process them in a fair and consistent manner 
but always recognizing that all such matters must be considered in light of our Statutes and 
Regulations. 

Communication 

As referred to above, this year saw the release of the new membership video. Much effort went 
into this fine production and its use by all Valleys is strongly recommended. It will provide a 
potential initiate, and indeed anyone who watches it, a favourable and impressive overview of 
what we are all about. Each year our Website ( www.scottishritecanada.ca) is enhanced and 
becomes more relevant, user friendly, and useful. This too is an important tool in our 
communications and we urge all members to visit it regularly. 

This year also saw the publication of Volume Two of the history of our Scottish Rite Charitable 
Foundation covering the years 1985 - 2014. Much credit goes to III. Bro. D. Garry Dowling, 33° 
and his entire team for producing this informative and interesting book. It will provide readers 
for years to come with insight into the good works of our Foundation and, in its own way, further 
communicate the message of Scottish Rite to the public. 

As our Sovereign Grand Commander travels throughout Canada and beyond, he is an 
important component in our ongoing communication strategy. He makes a point of explaining 
the activities and initiatives of our Supreme Council and the messages that he delivers and the 
feedback he brings to us all are essential to our goals of effective communication and ongoing 
improvement. 

Once again we urge a thorough review of the Deputies’ Reports where you will read of the many 
Valley events through which we communicate with our members and our communities. We look 
forward with anticipation to the upcoming Scottish Rite Week in Canada to be held November 
19-26, 2016. Every Valley is encouraged to hold some event or program to heighten the 
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visibility of Scottish Rite and to help make us known and demonstrate our own pride in Scottish 
Rite. 

Education 

Education was consistently recognized as a prime area for focus and development. Our 
members want it and they are willing to participate in it. Many Valleys have identified education 
as the first priority to develop and pursue. Several Valleys already have presented programs, 
established committees, formed study groups, etc. These are detailed in the Deputies’ Reports 
and bode well for our future. In response to this high interest and enthusiasm for education, our 
Sovereign Grand Commander established the Supreme Council Education and Enlightenment 
Committee. This hard working committee under direction of III. Bro. R. D. Brethour, 33° will be 
reporting separately but suffice it to say that its initiative will be well received and of benefit to us 
all. 

Recognition 

Your committee is grateful to all who have provided information in the preparation of this report 
and: 

to the Active, Past Active and Honorary Members of the Supreme Council for their continued 
support of the Scottish Rite through their attendance at numerous Valley and concordant body 
events and their active participation in degree work. Their skill, guidance, experience, and 
generosity are much appreciated; 

to the Valleys for their efforts in honouring and recognizing longstanding members in their 
Valleys and members who have made outstanding contributions and also for their ongoing co¬ 
operation with this Supreme Council and their very helpful co-operation and participation with 
the analysis of the survey data and the implementation of the initiatives coming out of it; 

and to the Sovereign Grand Commander, the Grand Secretary-General, the Chief Operating 
Officer and the staff at the Supreme Council Office for their ongoing assistance to the members 
of this committee.

Report of the Sovereign Grand Commander’s Initiatives 

LEADERSHIP 

To the Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of 
Canada. 

Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers, and Brethren: 

Alice: “Would you tell me, please, which way I ought to go from here?” 

Cheshire Cat: “That depends a good deal on where you want to get to.” 

Alice: “I don’t much care where.” 

Cheshire Cat: “Then it doesn’t matter which way you go.” 

With this dialogue between Alice, during her afternoon in Wonderland, and the ever grinning 
Cheshire Cat, Rev Charles Lutwidge Dodgson, better known by his pseudonym Lewis Carroll, 
points out to all of us the importance of leadership, goals, and a purpose. As it was with Alice, 
lost in the crazy world of Wonderland, so it is for us in Scottish Rite as we search for the right 
direction, strive to move forward, and ever to improve our wonderful Scottish Rite masonic 
world. 

Our Sovereign Grand Commander has continued the initiative on leadership which was 
established a couple of years ago and I am pleased to report on the activities of this initiative 
during this past year. In this regard, we have benefitted greatly by the dedication and 
enthusiasm brought to the task by all of our Deputies. After receiving the results from the 
National Membership Opinion Survey, each Deputy was provided with the data from each of his 
various valleys. Each Deputy was requested to summarize the open ended comments received 
on a Valley by Valley basis and I, as chairman, then summarized the overall responses from the 
Deputies. This data then provided a fairly detailed synopsis of concerns, both good and bad, 
relating to leadership in each Valley. 

After this stage of the review was completed, each Deputy was requested to meet with the 
leadership of each Valley and share the results with them. In particular, it was suggested that 
consideration be given to the following questions: 

1. Do those aspects of leadership previously identified as working well continue to work 
well? 

2. What aspects of leadership identified previously in the Survey as needing improvement 
actually have been addressed by at least identifying some positive steps needed and to 
be taken so as to achieve improvement? 
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3. Have any positive steps already been taken and if so what are they and what has been 
their outcome? 

4. What further action is planned to improve leadership in the Valley and what is the 
anticipated time frame? 

5. Are there any other comments or recommendations? 

Recognizing that, in some small Valleys, the response rate to the survey was quite low, it can 
be said generally that most of these Valley meetings conducted by the Deputies went well and 
were well received by the participating members. Following each meeting, the Deputy was 
requested to provide a report on his meeting and specifically to answer the above questions and 
to identify any specific area of focus on which the Valley wanted to concentrate. 

Without any doubt, a major area of focus throughout most Valleys was the desire and 
enthusiasm for education. The Supreme Council Education and Enlightenment Committee is 
recognizing and responding to this interest as expressed by our members, but throughout our 
Valleys and as a result of these small Valley leadership meetings with the Deputies, many 
Valleys have established their own initiatives to provide education to their members. Other 
Valleys identified membership and also leadership as areas for concentrated effort and 
improvement. 

Examples of some Valley initiatives include things such as: the establishment of mentors for 
officers and for those who aspire to becoming officers, establishing a system to coordinate the 
masonic activities among the various concordant bodies in a Valley, a focus on improving the 
manner in which ritual is conducted, the organization and presentation of events to encourage 
new members and to present the new membership video, the formation of degree teams, an 
organized program whereby each degree would be explained to candidates prior to taking part 
in a degree and then a debriefing after the degree, a more aggressive reaching out to craft 
lodges, higher use of email, and the establishment or enhancement of Valley websites. 

These are only some of the specific plans and goals established by individual Valleys. With 
these commitments and others in place, the plan now is for the Deputies to return in the 
upcoming year and to meet again with Valley leaders and determine the progress made and 
hopefully to measure and report on the resulting successes and improvements in each Valley. 

Thus we return to Alice, lost in Wonderland. Unlike her answer to the Cheshire Cat, we do care 
about which direction we are headed. Having specific directions and goals identified in most of 
our Valleys, we now know the road to follow and must now make the effort to travel towards our 
destination. While this quest for improvement is and ought to be never ending, each successful 
step along the way cannot help but to strengthen and improve our wonderful Scottish Rite. 

In closing, I extend my thanks to our Sovereign Grand Commander and to our Chief Operating 
Officer for their ongoing ideas, encouragement, and focus on this initiative. Above all, we must 
recognize the efforts and commitment by each of our Deputies in organizing and attending the 
individual Valley leadership meetings and then reporting back to us. Without their dedication 
and that of the Valley leaders who contributed so much to these various meetings, this initiative 
would not be possible. I look forward to their continued assistance and cooperation as we move 
forward into a further year of improvement and success.

Canada. 

Brethren: 

III. Bro. Richard Brown, 33° IPSGC in his final Allocution 2015 stated and I quote, 

“I firmly believe that Scottish Rite Freemasonry can assist Master Masons who wish to further 
explore Freemasonry to continue their personal journeys of exploration and contemplation on 
what it means to be a Freemason in today’s society. Scottish Rite Freemasonry can provide the 
highway on which the Master Mason may journey throughout his lifetime. It is incumbent on 
each of us to continue to strive to promote the value of becoming a member of our Rite. ” 

To this end I am of the firm belief that Supreme Council, being a governing body must be seen 
as providing resources and support to our Valleys by creating a national profile to support the 
Valleys in their efforts in membership recruitment, communication, leadership and Scottish Rite 
education and enlightenment. 

As a result, over the last couple of years, listening to the feedback received from the Valley-wide 
Membership Survey, a shopping cart full of membership tools has been made available to all 
the Valleys. The SR Membership Jewel, the launch of the membership video-The Masonic 
Journey Continues, new Membership Brochures, a 50 th Anniversary SRCF video, Volume Two 
of the History of our Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation 1985-2014, Membership Survey 
Improvement Planning, and a SGC welcome letter to new SR members on receiving their 14 th 
degree.

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Report of the Special Committee on 

COMMUNICATIONS 

The members of the Communications Committee have been engaged in a renewed 
consideration of its particular mission in a Rite that has a variety of means and lines of 
communications within it. These include communication between the Supreme Council Office 
and the Grand Secretaries/Registrars in the Valleys and communication between Supreme 
Council and the Valleys on policy and administrative issues through the Deputies. 

Also important are the communication initiatives that take place through the production and 
distribution of Valley newsletters and our national publications, the Communique as well as the 
Clarion, the joint publication of Supreme Council and the Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation. 
Evidence of the impact of the Valley liaisons to this committee can be found in the articles 
regarding Valley events produced for these publications. All Scottish Rite brethren are 
requested to keep their Valley liaisons involved in plans regarding Valley events so they can be 
suitably recorded for the benefit of the Valley membership and a wider audience beyond the 
Valley. 

The Sovereign Grand Commander has appointed III. Bro. Alan Arbuckle, 33° to the position of 
co-chairman of the committee. Alan brings a wealth of experience in communications to this 
position. We are both working with the Sovereign Grand Commander in considering new 
initiatives and guidelines for committee activity now that work to support the 50 th anniversary of 
the Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation is complete and a communications structure in each 
Valley has been established. III. Bro. Gareth Taylor, 33° remains a valued member of the 
committee and, in particular, continues his role as editor of the Communique while also 
performing his duties as Deputy and as President of the Charitable Foundation. 

The Supreme Council Office now distributes Valley notices to all Deputies and members of the 
Communications Committee and liaisons as a means to broaden the distribution of material of 
potential significance to the improvement of activities within the Valleys. Newsletters received by 
the office are placed on the scottishritecanada.ca website in the Members Section under 
“information”. They are a useful resource in learning of activities in Valleys that may be 
advantageous if introduced elsewhere. 

The committee requests that opportunities to share good news be identified as we seek to 
introduce best practices and thereby strengthen the Rite, commencing with a well functioning 
communications structure all members can exploit.

Report of the Standing Committee On 

AUDIT AND FINANCE 

To the Supreme Council of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of Canada. 
Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren. 

The duties of the Audit and Finance Committee are outlined in the Statutes and Regulations in 
Article 40 (a) (i) through (vii). 

Constituent Bodies - By-law Amendments 

During this past year, as Chairman of this Committee, I have reviewed the requests for by-law 
amendments and provided comments to the Grand Secretary-General and to the Chairman of 
Jurisprudence and Legislation. 

Reports of the Grand Secretary General, Grand Treasurer General, the Board of Trustees 
and Auditors 

The Committee has examined the Annual Reports of the Grand Secretary General, the Grand 
Treasurer General, the Board of Trustees and Auditors as printed in the Preliminary Reports on 
pages 2 through 25. These reports were found to be informative and complete. The Committee 
recommends their adoption. 
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Audited Financial Statements 

The committee reviewed the audited financial statements for the year ended May 31,2016 in 
detail. The auditor, Grant Thornton, provided a clean audit opinion. 

For the year ended May 31,2016 Supreme Council incurred an operating deficit, or excess of 
expenses over revenue (before investment and unrealized gain or loss) in the amount of 
$91,899.00 compared to a deficit of $113,462.00 in 2015. 

Realized investment income of $69,849.00 reduced the deficit to $22,050.00 compared with a 
deficit of $20,600.00 in 2015. After recognizing unrealized losses on the portfolio of $43,849.00 
in 2016, there was a net loss of $65,899.00. In 2015 there was a net loss of $63,845.00 after 
unrealized losses of $43,245.00. Supreme Council’s investment portfolio is stated at market 
and the changes in value are flowed through the statement of operations. 

The Audit and Finance Committee recommends that the audited financial statement for the year 
ended May 31,2016 be accepted as submitted by their Grand Treasurer-General. We wish to 
thank our auditors, Grant Thornton, for their assistance throughout this fiscal year. 

Budget 2016-2017 

The committee has reviewed the budget prepared by the Grand Treasurer-General for the 
financial year 2016 - 2107. The cost of Annual Sessions and declining attendance are 
concerns expressed by the Grand Treasurer-General, and the Audit & Finance Committee 
share his concerns. Last year’s Session in Windsor experienced an excess of revenue over 
expenses of $1419.00, before travel allowance, and Session costs were reduced by $8589.00 
compared to 2015. We are hopeful that this year’s Session in St. John’s will be successful. 

The Committee believes the budget to be reasonable for the current fiscal year and, therefore, 
recommends the adoption of the budget as presented by our Grand Treasurer-General. 

The Committee also finds it important to comment on the fact that we have witnessed an 
average annual decline in membership of 5% over the past 20 years. 

While we acknowledge and appreciate the fact that new programs have and are being 
introduced to address our membership decline, we continue to operate in a climate of minimal 
return on our investments which result in an excess of expenses over revenue on an annual 
basis. Clearly this is a situation which has a limited life span, and we therefore support an 
increase in annual dues as warranted and necessary. 

We would also like to note, as was noted last year, that Sessions have been committed for 
Montreal in 2017 and London for 2018. The Committee strongly recommends that plans for 
future Sessions beyond 2018 be carefully considered by the Advisory Council. 

The fourth point of the Mission Statement of Supreme Council reads that the Scottish 
Rite is a financially sound organization which leads by example. 

We have already made observations with regards to Supreme Council’s finances in the previous 
sections and I will now address the Committee’s review of the Valleys financial returns. 

Financial Statements of Constituent Bodies: 

At time of writing, there are nine Valleys who have either not filed their annual returns or 
submitted their financial statements. Of these nine Valleys, one Valley has filed only once in the 
past four years. 
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This appears to be an improvement over previous years; however, this continues to be of 
concern to the Committee since the financial statements and auditors reports are supposed to 
be presented to the members at the AGM of the constituent body or the Valley. 

In some cases, there appears to be a reluctance to fully divulge the financial status of a Valley, 
which is not only problematic from an operational point of view, but in violation of our Statutes 
and Regulations. 

In many cases however; the Valley Treasurers appear to struggle with the duties of their office 
and may be reluctant to reach out for help. 

Some Valleys submit statements of a professional quality; however, some Treasurers clearly 
lack the skill set or background to execute their task. 

Some examples: 

• Audited financial statements have been sent in that upon review don’t balance; which 
begs the question - how thorough is the audit, and are the auditors qualified to perform 
this task or merely rubber stamping what is submitted? 

• Some Valleys submitted AF Forms but did not send accompanying financials, which 
makes the AF Forms somewhat redundant. 

We also found areas of concern with the five-year forecast submitted by some Valleys: 

• Five year forecasts were submitted without any plan for an increase in operational 
expenses or membership. 

• We also received five year forecasts with a plan of one new candidate per year 

Clearly there is a lack of understanding of the basic accounting principles, and I’m not high 
lighting this to embarrass the parties in question, but to acknowledge that assistance is required, 
and to emphasize the fact that there is a joint responsibility within the Valley to assist the 
Treasurer and ensure that he is able to complete his tasks to at least a fundamental level of 
accounting principles. 

If they have the financial where with all, there is no reason that a Valley could not arrange for 
the services of a professional book keeper to assist in getting and keeping their financial 
situation on track. This is much cheaper than engaging an Accounting firm and could be a 
realistic avenue to resolve their issues. 

It’s also important for a Valley to understand that a five year plan is not the responsibility of one 
individual, but rather a joint exercise which should be conducted by an Executive Committee of 
Trustees or Officers to ensure that the Valley has a plan to continue their existence. It’s really 
that simple - a body of members sit down to discuss how they are going to continue their 
operations. The questions to consider are as follows: 

• What is the current financial state of the Valley? 

. Flow much does it cost to conduct a reunion? 

• What are the projected operating expenses over the next five years? Rent, utilities, 
taxes will increase each year and past financials or at least cheques written will provide 
a guideline for comparison. 

• Are membership fees adequate to cover expenses? 

• Flow many new members are required for each reunion to break even? 
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These fundamental points set the tone for the Valley in terms of engagement with its members 
and hopefully promote use of the programs that Supreme Council has in place to assist with 
education and membership. 

We will continue to follow up with the Deputies, and the Valleys in question to try and assist with 
getting them on track. 

There was an observation that perhaps in some Valleys the Treasurer momentarily left the room 
and was elected in absentia, or simply drew the short straw. In any event; our purpose is not to 
judge, but to assist and direct the Valley to ensure that they are compliant with their obligations. 

Part of our review includes receipt of the year end statements from the investments associated 
with Life Member Trust Funds. 

As many of you enjoyed the benefit of my predecessor; III. Bro Duncan Skinner’s report from 
last year, I will refrain from repeating his concerns, however tempting that may be. The issues 
recorded last year comparing commuted dues and annual dues continue to be a concern and it 
might be advisable to return to that report for his excellent commentary. 

I am concerned that there appears to be investments made with little understanding of the 
inherent risk involved. We are in challenging financial times. 

In reviewing the Statements from the Investments for one particular Valley, the following 
observation was made: 

“Your portfolio distribution corresponds to an Aggressive Investor profile. Changes should be 
made, please contact your agent. 

The generally accepted definition of an Aggressive Investor is as follows: 

“An Aggressive Investor values maximizing returns and is willing to accept substantial risk. The 
investor believes maximizing returns is more important than protecting principal. An Aggressive 
investor may endure excessive volatility and significant losses. Liquidity is generally not a 
concern to an Aggressive investor.” 

Trust funds by their very definition are designed to provide financial security. 

One would think that a review of their investor statement might induce someone to question the 
investment strategy of the Valley. Or is it even disclosed? 

If audited financial statements are not presented to the membership, and members are not 
aware of the relevant financial risk, what is the potential outcome of a market downfall to the 
point where rates of return fall into the negative, or substantially negative area? 

At some point in time, a question of responsibility and potential liability may rear its ugly head. 

Valleys are required to act in accordance with the Statutes and Regulations of their governing 
body - The Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite Freemasonry of 
Canada. 

If Valleys fail to properly disclose their financial information; if the Deputy conducts an Official 
Visit and provides a satisfactory report; and then the Audit and Finance Committee assembled 
to review this information on behalf of Supreme Council is unable to report on the financial and 
organizational strength of a Valley due to a lack of proper disclosure, who is responsible for 
liability in the event of a substantial or catastrophic loss? 
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I am of the opinion that we have a responsibility as Members of Supreme Council to be 
proactive to ensure that every Valley submits their report as required and that we in turn provide 
whatever guidance or assistance we can to get them or ensure that they remain on the right 
track. It’s not a matter of being demanding or high handed. We are living in very challenging 
times. We acknowledge an annual reduction averaging 5% in our membership; the financial 
markets are entering areas of negative returns with no indication in sight for any improvement in 
investment rates of return. 

Masonry has always been traditionally slow to accept change; however, change we must if we 
are to continue to effectively operate in the future of challenging times. 

It is my intention to utilize the experience of the extremely talented members of this committee 
to introduce some newsletters or guidelines which may be of benefit to some Valleys in meeting 
the challenge of our financial responsibilities and we will be meeting in the fall of this year to 
further examine and execute this plan. 

Volunteers Requested 

This will be the final year for one of our committee members, III. Bro. Donald D. Thornton, 33° 
who is taking on the challenge of establishing a new Learning Centre in the Valley of Hamilton. 
We are grateful for Don’s service and wish him every success in his new challenge. 

That being said, we are in need of a few new reviewers to join our committee. 

Conclusion 

In conclusion, as Chairman, I would like to express my gratitude to our Sovereign Grand 
Commander, III. Bro. Terry McLean 33°; the Grand Secretary General, III. Bro. Brian Gilkinson, 
33°; Grand Treasurer-General, III. Bro. Thomas E. Lewis, 33°; Chief Operating Officer, III. Bro 
Steven Warren, 33°; and Leslie Drake at our Supreme Council Office for their assistance and 
guidance to the Audit and Finance Committee. 

During this past year we lost one of our committee members, III Bro. Joseph Chamberlain 33°, 
to cancer. I had the honour and privilege of serving with Joe when we were elected District 
Deputy Grand Masters in the same year. Joe was a good man, a dedicated Masonic servant 
and he is and will be missed. 

I am very grateful to the members of this committee for their time, their patience, and guidance 
as I worked through my first year in this role as Chairman. 

We look forward to continuing to serve.

John V Lawer, 33°, Past Sovereign Grand Commander, had been the 
Chairman of this Committee for many years. III. Bro. Lawer, always provided a very detailed 
report on happenings throughout the world Supreme Councils, and other affairs. We will miss 
his in depth knowledge and passion for keeping abreast of the importance of Fraternal 
Relations. 

Having taken over the Chairmanship, after III. Bro. Lawer’s passing, this year’s report will be 
much briefer, and we offer apologies to Supreme Councils in world jurisdictions who may have 
expected to be mentioned in the report when they receive a copy later in the year. We will 
certainly endeavor to make note of all important events and changes which may have an effect 
on our Supreme Council. 

We are pleased to report as follows: 

Conference of Grand Masters and Grand Secretaries of North America 

The Annual Conference was held this year in Madison, Wisconsin, February 22-23, 2016. The 
Supreme Council of Canada was represented by III. Bro. Steven Warren, 33° COO of our 
Supreme Council office. A very detailed report has been provided by Bro. Warren, and he 
stated in his report there were 456 brethren and 194 spouses in attendance. You will recall last 
years’ conference was held in Vancouver. R.W. Bro. David Cameron, of the Grand Lodge of 
Canada in the Province of Ontario, gave a keynote address which highlighted the 21 st Century 
take on early Masonry. He stated there has been an ebb and flow of members over the period 
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and provided encouragement to Lodges to make it more interesting for all members in order to 
retain membership. 

All Canada Conference of Grand and District Grand Lodges 

The 34 th Annual Conference of Grand and District Grand Lodges was held in Winnipeg, April 
22-23 d , 2016. The representative from Supreme Council this year was, III. Bro. Brian Gilkinson, 
33°, Grand Secretary-General. III. Bro. Richard A. Brown, 33°, Past Sovereign Grand 
Commander, attended in his capacity as Grand Secretary of the Grand Lodge of Saskatchewan.

This report is a summary of the successes, opportunities, and areas that need review for future 
editions of the Clarion magazine. 

Mission Statement 

The Clarion is a joint publication of Supreme Council (SC) and the Scottish Rite Charitable 
Foundation (SRCF) that provides news of “Scottish Rite Freemasonry in Action” in Canada, to 
inform, to educate, to provide awareness in our communities and to share our experiences and 
achievements. 

Our ongoing objectives are to provide a 1 st Class Quality Publication, to ensure every Scottish 
Rite member receives a copy and to obtain revenue-generating opportunities so the Clarion 
becomes self-sustaining. The Clarion is a key component of our Communication initiative. 

Brief Highlights on the 8 th Edition of the Clarion Winter 2016 

The Winter 2016 issue circulated to over 13,000 members across Canada as well as to all 
Supreme Councils with who we are in amity. 14,000 copies were printed for distribution. 

The cover this year was entitled and primarily devoted to Charity and Duty. Charity - was 
represented by the successful results of the 50 th YEAR ANNIVERSARY $1 Million Campaign. 
Duty - was represented by the New Scottish Rite Membership Jewel. 

Major articles included a Summary Report of the $1 Million Capital Fundraising Campaign, a 
report on the Scottish Rite Membership Jewel and an interview with our Sovereign Grand 
Commander. 

Other articles included Valley News, the Book Review, Windsor 2015 Memories, articles with 
regards to the SRCF and reports on Deputy Scholarships and Awards. All articles proved to be 
very popular for the readers. 

It is important to note that the publication increased from 12 pages to 16 pages. The number of 
submissions increased dramatically, however, due to budget constraints the Editorial Board 
Members felt that the increase in size of this publication had to be limited. The result was that 
several articles that were submitted could not be included in the 2016 publication, 12 articles to 
be exact. Flowever, those articles not included in the 2016 Clarion were sent to Scottish Rite 
Masons via the Fall-Winter 2015 Communique. 

We continue to seek big-name advertisers to reduce the postage costs. Per edition - full page 
(back or inside cover) $2,000, half page $1,000, quarter page $500. We thank Ecclesiastical 
Insurance and RBC Dominion Securities for their continued support. This was the first year for 
Canadian Masonic Supply out of High River, Alberta and we hope that it will not be the last. 

Once again we inserted the SRCF Blue envelop into the magazine. We would recommend this 
process be continued in all upcoming issues and our heartfelt thanks to the many donors. 
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In spite of rising costs, in year 8 we would have stayed within budget, however with the increase 
in the number of quality articles submitted, the Editorial Board felt it was necessary to increase 
the number of pages in the 2016 Edition which resulted in a slightly higher cost. 

There was a slight delay this year in delivery to our membership due to the very tough decisions 
that had to be made as to which articles should be included. A great problem to have.

The HIGs are talking about 
the cost and so, as a result, I put an ad hoc committee together to deliver a report in Montreal in 
2017, with all the necessary amendments. 

As you can appreciate, there has been a lot of thought that has to go into this committee, but 
the concept that they are working with, I have asked them to work with, is that in even years we 
would have a full Session at a location, and in the odd years we would have an Executive 
Session only, starting in 2019. 

We are booked up. Right now we have Montreal next year, we have London in 2018, we have 
nothing for 2019 yet, so this committee will work, and they have already started and have 
something prepared for this Supreme Council in Montreal 2017. 

Report from the Deputies Meeting. The Deputies met yesterday morning and I call on Gareth 
Taylor for that report. 

III. Bro. Taylor: Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and brethren, I was the one Deputy who 
didn’t stand back when they asked somebody to chair the Deputies meeting yesterday morning. 
My name is Gareth Taylor. 

However, I am pleased to report on the Deputies Meeting which took place Wednesday, 
September 14, 2016. The first 30 minutes were an in camera session and the 4 topics that 
were discussed were as follows: 

1. A Short Opening for the 14° - can Valleys do it and is it available, a number of Valleys do 
it as common practice, the Ritual Committee could review and an official Short Opening 
could be considered. 

2 . A standardization of the excerpts of degrees that could and should be presented at a 
Master Mason Night or Event. 

3. How to handle invitations from Craft Lodges for Presentations about Scottish Rite in 
particular the request for a portion of a degree to be portrayed which is standard at these 
events. 
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4. Deputies to have a template letter to be sent to the Valleys prior to an Official Visit. The 
tone and the material being requested in the letter were discussed. 

These topics were discussed for further consideration with the Sovereign Grand Commander, 
Lieutenant Grand Commander and the Grand Secretary-General after the in camera Session, 
when they were invited to join. III. Bro. Evan Woodhead, 33° was asked to lead the Deputies in 
a collaborative working session to consider approaches to be taken on 3 issues that are of 
interest to Scottish Rite Valleys. Those issues were predetermined prior to the session and 
consisted of the following: 

1. How do Valleys handle the number of demits and suspensions 

2 . Best practices to strengthen a Valleys’ Programmes 

3. What can be done to assist smaller Valleys. 

I hope I have represented for the Deputies our discussions yesterday in camera and with the 
Sovereign Grand Commander, 

ON MOTION duly moved and seconded by III. Bros. Gareth Taylor, 33°and Dave Bennett, 33° 
for the acceptance of the Report on the Deputies Meeting. 

SGC: Thank you, Gareth. You have heard the motion properly moved and seconded. Any 
questions of Gareth? Hearing none, all in favour? Opposed, if any? CARRIED. 

Thank you, Gareth, for stepping forward and volunteering to chair this. That was a very 
productive session and Evan Woodhead did an outstanding job with us, putting us through the 
ropes. 

That brings up the fifth ad hoc committee that I put together under the leadership of Vic Lepp, 
Gordon Greasley, Stephen Godfrey and using Marvin Munro as a consultant. 

In the past, when a new Deputy came on board you would give him a Manual and say, ‘Good 
luck’, and away they went. We needed to do something better. Number one, we revised the 
Manual, but we give the Manual to the new Deputy with a mentor and some orientation and a 
contact for that Deputy to contact as he takes on his first year. 

So that Manual has been revised, it has been distributed to the Deputies and I hope it bodes 
well for their development. 

I call for a motion to authorize the renewal of a contract. 

ON MOTION duly moved and seconded by III. Bros. Brian Gilkinson, 33°and Rob Whitmore, 
33° to authorize the renewal of the contract for the Chief Operating Officer and Executive 
Secretary, Steven Warren, for the period from September 17, 2016 to September 16, 2017. 

SGC: You have heard the motion properly moved and seconded. Any questions? Hearing 
none: All in favour? Opposed, if any? CARRIED. 

Yes, Steven Warren is doing an outstanding job for the office and, I think, serving the Valleys 
and the membership across Canada. 

Grand Secretary-General, are there any announcements? 

GSG: There are, Sovereign Grand Commander. 
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I just remind the brethren that luncheon for Active, Past Active Members and guests of Supreme 
Council will be held from 11:00am to 12:00pm at HarbourView F and G. That’s where we were 
last night. 

The Sovereign Grand Commanders’ ladies’ luncheon will be held in Victoria One, in the 
Convention Centre, this building, hosted by Bonnie McLean and Judy Whitmore, from 11:00am 
to 12:00pm. 

The Vesper Service is scheduled to take place from 1:00pm to 2:15pm. The dress for Honorary 
Inspectors-General is tuxedo, no jewels; Actives and Past Actives, morning suits, no jewels, 
with the exception of the Sovereign Grand Commander. All members and ladies should wear 
their name tags to the Vesper Service. 

George Street United Church is visible from just about any window in the Delta. Hopefully no 
one will get lost crossing the street. I would suggest it might be easier to take the stairs down 
from the lobby instead of going through the sliding doors and going around the building. 
Essentially that exit is directly across the street from the church and the local host committee 
has arranged for the Constabulary to stop traffic to allow us to basically cross on masse. 

So I would suggest eat with alacrity, as if it was supper on Maundy Thursday, and get down 
there no later than twenty to one. 

There is a side door along what I believe is the north side of the building if my directions are 
correct. We would be asking that the Actives, Past Actives and guests enter through that side 
door to marshal before they would proceed in to the Sanctuary. 

Bob Brethour will be making an announcement in terms of how we get in to the Sanctuary. We 
are essentially going to enter the front of the church, as opposed to the back. It’s easier in that 
respect and it’s important for people with mobility issues to realize that while we proceed out the 
back of the church, those with mobility issues should just stand back and, when the way is clear, 
come back out through the same side door you entered to assemble. It’s much easier to avoid 
the steps and do it in that respect. 

It’s across New Gower Street. If you want to tell your ladies, they can cross the street to go 
back to the hotel afterwards. 

Everybody participating in the Degree would be well advised to simply don’t cross the street to 
the hotel, just turn and continue on down to the Convention Centre and try and be here on time. 

We will try and make an announcement on behalf of our guests in terms of assembling with us 
at the luncheon. We need to make sure our guests realize that they are assembling with us 
through that side door before we march in. We had a bit of a problem with that last year. 

The Formal Opening for the 33 rd Degree commences at 3:00pm. We need to wear our name 
tags. 

That’s at Bowring One, but for everybody that needs to get into Bowring One to see the Degree, 
we’re actually asking you to enter through the doors that are labelled Bowring Three and Four. 

There is a reason for that, trust me. 
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Actives participating in the Degree will please attend the coat room between the escalators - 
that’s at the main entrance of the Convention Centre - to get your microphone and mic check 
and, as Steven has indicated, get everything else on before you get the mic on. 

Please do that as soon as possible from the Vesper Service while Illustrious Brother Davis is 
taking a picture of the class. 

Now again, Bob Brethour will marshal us in the hallway, much as he did last evening, and as 
Steve said earlier, you’re just reminded you can leave your regalia there, in Bowring One, if 
you’ve got it with you to do that. 

The banquet this evening is the Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation Banquet. The reminder for 
this for Honorary Inspectors-General, tuxedo is the dress; Sovereign Grands, white tie and tails. 

The table numbers are on your name tags and you should see a diagram of simply the tables 
and the numbers outside the main entrance doors to the Avalon Ballroom. 

The reception takes place in that corridor, just past where you’ve been registering the last 
couple of days. That reception lasts from 6:00 to 7:00pm. The bar closes promptly at 6:45pm 
and we ask that you move in with alacrity at that time, to be seated so that all is in place for the 
piper to bring in the special guests. 

I believe that is it for announcements. Our special guests and some other people will be 
accommodated in a reception in Harbourview G at 6:00pm, as well. 

SGC: Thank you, Grand Secretary-General. We all look forward to the Foundation Banquet 
this evening. 

Well, brethren, this concludes the Executive Session for this morning. I thank the Honorary 
Inspectors-General for their attendance and I will adjourn the Executive Meeting. We will 
reconvene at nine o’clock - not eight-thirty, nine o’clock on Friday morning, and that will be in 
the Bowring One in the Convention Centre. 

We look forward to the Vesper Service this afternoon and, of course, the conferral and the 
banquet this evening.

George Street United Church - St. John’s, Newfoundland and Labrador 

1 Samuel 17: 38-51 
Psalm 133 
Mark 4: 35-41 

We have just heard, read in 1 Samuel how David, the shepherd boy, killed the Philistine champion, the 
giant Goliath. The Philistine army was drawn up against the army of Israel on opposing mountains. 
Everyday Goliath would come to the valley between the mountains and challenge the Israelites to send out 
their champion to fight - winner take all! Now, Goliath was a giant of a man. He stood six feet nine inches 
tall (which would have been at least one and one half feet taller than most). He wore a bronze helmet, a 
coat of mail, and bronze leg coverings. He was armed with a sword and a Javelin or spear, to match his 
size. Very imposing indeed. King Saul and his army were afraid. As it happens David’s father, Jesse, 
called David in from tending the sheep and sent him to visit his brothers in the army of Israel, with some 
“home cooking” for them, and to find out how they were. When David got to the front lines, he could not 
believe Goliath was defying the Army of the Living God. David goes to King Saul and volunteers to be 
Israel’s champion to fight Goliath. David said to King Saul, after Saul stopped laughing, that he had a lot 
of experience defending the sheep from lions and wolves and this giant didn’t seem any fiercer. King Saul 
put his own armor on David, but it was too heavy and David could not move in it. David took his staff, his 
sling and five smooth stones (more aerodynamic) and went to challenge Goliath, who cursed David for 
coming out against him with only a staff and a sling. David said that he would kill Goliath, so that the 
whole world would know that the Living God of Israel would prevail against the Philistines and that the 
whole world would know that the Lord does not save by the sword and the spear, for it is the Lord’s battle 
and not Israel’s or David’s. David slung a stone and hit Goliath between the eyes and Goliath fell to the 
ground. David took Goliath’s sword and cut off Goliath’s head. When the Philistine Army saw what had 
happened they fled, giving the victory to Israel. 

What are the ‘giants’ today that we may have to battle? May I suggest fear is one: - fear of dying; fear of 
living too long and becoming a burden to your family or to yourself; fear of illness as we get older; fear of 
not meeting the expectations of others (which are mostly unrealistic). You may have an addiction which 
should be addressed. You may be dealing with grief. All too often we make more of these ‘giants’ than 
they deserve. We see them like Goliath, clad in all their armor and they appear unstoppable. Very often 
we start to deal with these ‘giants’ but do not carry through to the end as David did, and they return to 
haunt us again. 

I would like you to remember who David was. He had been anointed to be King of Israel by the prophet 
Samuel, and he did become one the most famous Kings. He is the writer of many of the Psalms, which 
we use in public worship still today. David taught us to be ourselves, to travel light, and to finish the job of 
dealing with the ‘giants’. In doing these things, David created a paradigm shift. He had been expected to 
fight Goliath wearing a suit of armor, to stand up to Goliath and slug it out until one of them was killed. By 
shifting the paradigm David ceases to be the underdog, because a sling is a long-distance weapon (at 
least one hundred yards) rather than standing toe to toe with Goliath. The other advantage that David had 
was that the Living God of Israel was with him. This was God’s battle, not David’s. God cares for his 
People of Faith and for his Nations of Faith. The One True God is the God of all creation and therefore of 
all, of all creation. 

Do not underestimate the ‘giant’ with which you must deal. We are People of Faith. Meet your ‘giant’ 
head on as David did. Do not leave the job until it is finished. Amen!

SGC: Good morning, brethren. We had a busy day, but from all the feedback I’m getting it was 
a very enjoyable day. 

At this time I would call for a motion to approve all reports, Grand Secretary-General. 

ON MOTION duly made and seconded by III. Bros. Brian Gilkinson, 33° and Rob Whitmore, 33° 
for the approval of all reports published in the Preliminary Reports. 

SGC: You’ve heard the motion properly moved and seconded. Any questions? I’ll call for the 
vote: All in favour? Opposed, if any? CARRIED. 

We’re going to see something a little special today. We’re going to bring in the Grand Master of 
the Grand Lodge of Ancient Free & Accepted Masons of Newfoundland and Labrador, and 
we’re also going to bring in the District Grand Master of the District Grand Lodge of 
Newfoundland and Labrador, from the Grand Lodge of Scotland. 

What was given to me as information was, when the Grand Lodge of Newfoundland and 
Labrador was formed in 1997, the Concordant 1905, modified to 1964, between the United 
Grand Lodge of England, the Grand Lodge of Ireland and the Grand Lodge of Scotland was 
invoked. The Grand Lodge of Newfoundland and Labrador became the Sovereign Body, 
provided the Rites of the Scottish Lodges were fully safeguarded. 

So it’s going to be kind of different for us. We usually just bring in a Grand Master of the 
Province. 

Illustrious Brother Grand Master of Ceremonies, perform your duties. 

Grand Marshal: Sovereign Grand Commander, it is my pleasure to introduce to you and the 
Brethren present, the Most Worshipful the Grand Master, Most Worshipful Brother Larry B. 
Grandy, 32°, Grand Lodge of Newfoundland and Labrador. 

SGC: Most Worshipful Brother Grandy, welcome to the Supreme Council. I know we have 
travelled many times and we have enjoyed each other’s company. It’s very nice to see that with 
your busy schedule you could come out to pay a visit to some events with us. I hear your term is 
coming to an end soon, but you’re busy travelling around doing Installations. Would you like to 
say a few words? 

GM Grandy: Thank you very much. Illustrious Brother McLean, Sovereign Grand Commander, 
and special guests and Brethren, first of all I would like to thank you very much for the invitation 
for Beverley and I to be here with you and to join in this Convention. 

I bring you the greetings of the Grand Lodge of Newfoundland and Labrador. Now, I want you to 
know that the Western District altered their Installations in order for me to be in attendance this 
week. As a matter of fact, on Wednesday Beverley and I drove all the way from Port au 
Basque, which is 895 kilometres, in order to be here for Wednesday at 4:30. We arrived at 
4:30, so it was quite the ride across the Island. 
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When I was installed as the Grand Master in 2014, I chose three areas of concentration that in 
my opinion would be certainly beneficial to our Craft, and I want to take just a couple of minutes 
to talk about it. 

First and foremost is education. Education is the centre of Masonry, and in 2009 I served as the 
co-chair at the All Canada Conference, and during that Conference I presented a paper based 
on the Minutes of the very first ever Conference, held in 1947. These Minutes were given to me 
by a Brother, Right Worshipful Brother William Scott, a very, very good friend of mine, and it 
was a fascinating exercise to take those Minutes and to examine all the issues that were 
brought forward at that first ever Conference. 

Of course, the idea was to see how closely it was related to what we talk about today. But by 
far the most important of all, what spanned a total of 21 long typewritten pages, was the topic of 
Masonic education. 

A Brother, Right Worshipful Brother George Wood, who was then the Grand Senior Warden of 
Prince Edward Island, introduced the subject with the following words. He said: 

“Mason education is all embracing, never ending. There is no horizon that places a limit 
on our endeavours, and until we lay down our working tools of Light, more Light should 
be our goal. And as we ourselves search for and discover additional Light, so should we 
be ever ready to impart our knowledge to those who seek our guidance.” 

And this, my brethren, must be one of our aims. At every opportunity we must make it our 
business to spread more Light through Masonic education. After all, Masonic education is not 
only interesting and exciting in its own, it is also an important role in making Freemasonry more 
relevant to its members. It is also a tool to help convince society as a whole of our relevance in 
this day and age. In Masonry we are told to seek the Light and Light in Masonry, brethren, is 
knowledge, and from knowledge comes information and understanding. 

The second thing that I zeroed in on was membership. This has been a concern for many 
years, not only just in Freemasonry, but many other organizations, as well. 

Now, how do we attract new members, new Masons, particularly the younger generation? Can 
we improve membership by making it easier for the young men to join? Should we loosen the 
rules on proficiency as they progress through the Degrees? Should we lower the dues, be less 
rigorous in examination of new candidates? 

Well, I feel that the answer to these suggestions was clearly stated by a young three-year 
Mason. His name is Timothy Bonney, and he spoke from his website, Freemasonry Resources, 
and I want to give you his quote: 

“There is one basic problem with all that I have been told by long-experienced Masons 
about what younger men want: None of them seem to have ever asked any younger 
Mason if easier Freemasonry is what we really want, and in fact I have come to believe 
that easier Freemasonry is not what younger men want who join our Fraternity. This is 
not what they want.” 

He concludes with the following where he said: 

“We want Freemasonry of our grandfathers and our fathers. We want to be challenged, 
stretched, educated and trained. We want the opportunity to take our rough ashlars and 
begin to smooth them. We want to be Freemasons in the fullest sense of the word.”

And I sincerely believe that the first concentration of Masonic education will automatically and 
positively affect membership. The well-informed Mason will attract others. 

And the third thing that I concentrated on was community involvement. Visibility within the 
community, of course, is most important, but just to be visible, however, should not be our main 
goal. Supporting activities and being involved for the betterment of our community is where our 
efforts should be directed. I know that many of our Lodges are active within the community, and 
it’s wonderful to know that. 

Now, three or four years ago - he’s the Past Grand Master right now - Most Worshipful Brother 
Max Choirs, who used as his theme reaching out, and this, Brethren is good advice. I was sitting 
down having a coffee at Tim Hortons in Bolton, Ontario, where my daughter and family live, one 
morning and I looked up and there was a phrase that flashed across the television screen. I 
said to myself, ‘this is a phrase that I can use’. 

Here it is: Always remember that the best part of being in your community is to be involved. I'll 
repeat it one more time: Always remember that the best part of being in your community is to 
be involved in it. 

Thank you, Illustrious Brother, for that opportunity to say these few words. 

SGC: And would you join me? 

GM Grandy: Thank you very much. 

SGC: Illustrious Brother Grand Master of Ceremonies, perform your duty. 

Grand Marshal: Sovereign Grand Commander, it is my pleasure to introduce to you and the 
Brethren present, the Right Worshipful District Grand Master, Brother W. Scott Bartlett, District 
Grand Lodge of Newfoundland and Labrador, Grand Lodge of Scotland. 

SGC: Right Worshipful Brother Scott, welcome to our Supreme Council. It’s a pleasure to meet 
you and thank you for taking time out of your busy schedule to be with us. 

DGM Bartlett: Thank you for having me. 

SGC: Would you like to say a few words? 

DGM Bartlett: Sovereign Grand Commander, Illustrious Brother Terry McLean, Illustrious 
Brethren and special guests, first of all let me extend to you fraternal greetings of the District 
Grand Lodge of Newfoundland and Labrador, of the Grand Lodge of Scotland, to the Supreme 
Council 33° of the Ancient & Accepted Scottish Rite of Canada. It is a pleasure to have so 
many visitors here in our Province, and I trust that these Sessions have been productive and 
successful for you. 

I am currently the 18 th District Grand Master, serving the first year of a five year term, which is 
unusual for the District Grand Lodge. In 2018, we will celebrate our 150 th anniversary and I 
would like to extend a cordial invitation to all of you to those celebrations in two years time.

ON MOTION duly made and seconded by III. Bros. Brian Gilkinson, 33° and Rob Whitmore, 33° 
that the Supreme Council offering taken in General Session be forwarded to the Almoner of the 
Valley of St. John’s. 
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SGC: You have heard the motion properly moved and seconded. Any questions? All in 
favour? Opposed, if any. CARRIED.

Manning, Jr., 33°, would you please join me on the level and to the Altar. 

Grand Marshal: Sovereign Grand Commander, it is my pleasure to introduce to you and the 
Brethren present Illustrious William P. Brunk, 33°, Grand Minister of State and Sovereign Grand 
Inspector-General in North Carolina, Southern Jurisdiction, United States of America; Illustrious 
Charles B. Sederstrom, 33°, Grand Treasurer General and Sovereign Grand Inspector-General 
in Nebraska, Southern Jurisdiction, United States of America; Illustrious Joe R. Manning, Jr., 
33°, Grand Prior and Sovereign Grand Inspector-General in Oklahoma, Grand Representative 
of this Supreme Council near the United States, Southern Jurisdiction. 

SGC: Illustrious Brother Bill, welcome to our Supreme Council. Illustrious Brother Charles and 
Illustrious Brother Joe, welcome. We have North Carolina, Nebraska and Oklahoma. Boy, well 
travelled. It is always good to have the delegation from the Southern Jurisdiction with us and 
we’re delighted that you are here. 

Bill, you’re going to say a few words? 

GM of State Brunk: Sure. 

SGC: Wonderful. 

GM of State Brunk: Grand Commander, Brethren, thank you so very, very, very much. We’re 
just delighted to be with you. We thank you for your gracious and generous hospitality. It’s a joy 
to bring you the greetings of our Grand Commander Ronald A. Seale and of our Supreme 
Council. 

I love coming to Canada. The people here are just so enjoyable. They love life. It’s just great 
to be here, and besides, I don’t like hot weather. It’s, like, 90 degrees back home. It was so 
nice to get here and it’s kind of cool. 

It’s a long way. I have a friend that has been here before, he said, ‘Oh, you’re going to love it. 
It’s just beautiful up there’. And he said, ‘By the way, from North Carolina, by the time you get 
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there, you’re halfway to England’. Whoa, it is a long way. You know, three legs: I flew to La 
Guardia Airport in New York and then to Toronto and then here, all day long. 

Interestingly, while I was in the gate waiting for the flight from La Guardia to Toronto, a guy 
sitting there beside me, I think he was maybe in his forties, and we struck up a little 
conversation. Quickly it became apparent to me that he wasn’t from Texas. He was wearing a 
Texas shirt, and he told me he lived there. I said, ‘Where are you from? You weren’t born in 
Texas, were you?’ And he said, ‘No, no, I was born in Finland’. His family ran a business, they 
had been doing that for a long time, and by the time he was a teenager things had changed in 
Finland. Taxes had gone way up, over 80 percent on the business. That’s a lot of taxes. And 
other infringements on the way that they did business. 

So he told me that while he was still a teenager, he left Finland and he came to North America, 
here to Canada first, and then he made his way down into the United States and he was 
involved in finance and that sort of thing. But he said, ‘I left Finland because things had simply 
gotten out of balance and there was a little bit better balance here in North America. 

And I thought, ‘Isn’t that curious that he chose that term, balance, because in the Scottish Rite 
we speak about balance. Balance in life, equilibrium is one of our secrets to a happy existence 
and a peaceful existence. We live in a world that’s kind of out of balance. Right now in the 
United States - oh, well, do I need to talk about it? We have this election going on, that’s been 
going on for a long time. I wonder if they could both lose. 

One of them will win and my opinion is, whichever one does win, instead of our country being so 
divided as it has been for a long time, we need to come together, in balance, and support that 
one who will be our president and our leader, one of the leader of the Free World, and we will 
need to do that. Do you want to bet on whether that’s going to happen? I hope that it will. 

We need a little bit more influence from the Scottish Rite. We live in a world that’s out of 
balance. There are millions of people that are willing and intent on killing others in the name of 
religion, just because they want everyone else to believe exactly the same way that they do. 

But our Scottish Rite teaches otherwise, that we should be tolerant of others’ beliefs, politically 
and from a religious viewpoint, that men should be able to govern themselves, worship as they 
see fit and entertain whatever opinions they believe to be right and true. There is something 
solid and basic about those beliefs. 

So I might suggest to you that this evening, and every evening, after you have brushed your 
teeth and flossed - I’m an orthodontist, got to put a plug in for that - but as you put your head 
on your pillow and you have a conversation with the Great Architect of the Universe, in your 
nightly prayers you might want to say a word of thanks to Him that there is such a thing as 
Freemasonry and the Scottish Rite, and ask him to continue providing His blessing that our 
great work may continue and help to make the world truly a better place. 

Grand Commander, thank you very, very much. It’s a joy to be with you. Thank you, Brethren. 

I will look forward to being back, I hope, sometime in the future. Thank you very much. 

SGC: Thank you. 

GMC: Illustrious Brother Gail Kemp, 33°, Northern Masonic Jurisdiction, would you please join 
me on the level and to the Altar. 
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Grand Marshal: Sovereign Grand Commander, it is my pleasure to introduce to you and the 
Brethren present Illustrious Gail N. Kemp, 33°, Grand Lieutenant Commander and Deputy for 
Indiana, Northern Masonic Jurisdiction, United States of America. 

SGC: Illustrious Brother Gail, welcome to our Supreme Council. It’s a real pleasure having you 
with us today. 

GLC Kemp: Thank you, my Brother. It’s a pleasure being here. 

SGC: And it’s a Grand Loo-tenant Commander, as opposed to our Left- tenant Grand 
Commander. I don’t know what the difference is, but I’ll accept both of them. 

GLC Kemp: In the English language there are many things I don’t understand, either. 

SGC: Will you please say a few words. 

GLC Kemp: Sovereign Grand Commander and distinguished guests, and my Illustrious 
Brethren all, first of all, I do bring you fraternal greetings from John William McNaughton, our 
Sovereign Grand Commander. He really would like to be with you, but he’s been on the job 
now almost twelve years and he had other commitments this weekend and to be totally and 
brutally honest, he’s just getting a little bit tired. 

Many of you will know, however, that we have picked a designated successor, if I can use that 
word, in Illustrious Brother David Glattly from New Jersey. Many of you know him, probably 
through the DeMolay Association. He has been very active with that. 

So in August of next year we will have a little transfer of our Sovereign Grand Commander into 
a new Sovereign Grand Commander, so we look forward to a continuation of our current 
policies. 

I am not sure how to go about what I want to say to you. We come from slightly different 
concepts of what we should be doing. About 1960, a Past Grand Master from Indiana, Dwight 
L. Smith, wrote a book, Wither Are We Travelling, and he foresaw at that time, fifty-some years 
ago, that we might have some difficulty with membership and the attendance at the Lodges was 
going down and what are you going to do about it. But his answer was remarkably simple: Do 
Freemasonry. Just do Freemasonry. He didn’t say just talk about it or study it, he said, ‘Do it. 
Do Freemasonry’. 

And Northern Masonic Jurisdiction has really, really started out on an endeavour to do 
Freemasonry in our fifteen States, and that is through the use of our Almoners Fund, and 
perhaps you’ve heard of what we’ve done or have an idea. 

But the difference is this: It’s one thing to know our Ritual, but it’s another thing to know our 
Ritual. An example - and as I look around the room I do see a few of you who will probably 
relate to this story better than others - but about 70 years ago, I’m indicating my age a little bit, I 
was about four, five, six years old, somewhere in that area, our kitchen range in our home was a 
kerosene stove, and we had a little can of kerosene that my mom used to pump up and then 
she would light the match and we would have a fire and she would cook whatever it was she 
was cooking. 

I expect there’s still a few of those kerosene stoves around, perhaps in a fishing cabin or a 
hunting cabin somewhere, but I don’t think you’re going to find them very often. She had 
enough of that, so one day she went to the appliance store and she bought this really nice, big, 
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white Frigidaire electric range, the very first one we had. So an electrician came and he put in 
the socket so we could hook up the stove, and I remember well our first meal - or our first 
preparation for a meal would be more accurate. As I sat at the table, and I was very, very small, 
she turned it on. 

Now, it had coils on the top, it wasn’t one of the fancy stoves, just four electric coils. She turned 
it on and she looked at it a few moments and I’m positive that the person at the store had told 
her what would happen and how to work this, so my mother, she knew the stove was going to 
get hot. 

I don’t know what she was planning on cooking, let’s say it was breakfast and let’s just assume 
it was oatmeal, and she looked over at the stove and the coils were red. She said, ‘I wonder if 
it’s hot’. So she walked over to the stove and with her left hand - this is a true story - she 
slapped the coil. She jumped back in pain because it was red hot and she had burnt the 
impression of the coil on her hand. 

Now, 70 years ago, my Brethren, what did you put on a burn? Butter. Margarine hadn’t even 
been invented, I don’t think. So we smeared butter on that, or someone did, and she come over 
to me, and I’m sitting at the table - remember, I’m five, six years old - she said, ‘Look, Gale, 
what I did’, and she showed me her hand. And it was very pretty. It had that nice little circle, 
almost like you’d brand a cow, and I laughed at her. Her right hand was not hurt, and my 
backside equalled her left hand in handprints, but I didn’t get any butter. 

What’s the point to the story? My mama knew the stove was hot. After she touched it, she 
knew the stove was hot. I knew, she had told me, she didn’t like to be made fun of. I knew she 
didn’t like to be laughed at. What’s the point to that? 

Brethren, I hope you do have this experience, but in my position as Deputy for the State of 
Indiana, when someone in our Fraternity, whether he’s a Scottish Rite Mason or not, perhaps 
it’s the widow of a Freemason, when they call one of our members and say, ‘Hey, I need help, I 
need help’, the call comes to me. I do some very minimal asking of questions, I send it to our 
Grand Commander and within hours a cheque is on the way to that person, except I always 
dictate, ‘No, it doesn’t go to that person, it goes to you, my Brother’. And I want you to go to that 
Lodge Master and say, ‘Master of the Lodge, I want you to go with me to deliver this cheque’. 

I want you - I want you to understand here what that obligation that we all took in some form or 
another said, which was simply this: I furthermore promise and swear that I will help, aid and 
assist all poor, distressed Brother Master Masons, their widows and orphans. Is there a dollar 
amount on that? No. It is go do it, it is do Freemasonry. 

What I’ve got to tell you honestly is, this is having enormous success within our group. The 
word is spreading throughout all of our fifteen States what Freemasonry is, what Scottish Rite 
has done for that. I’m very proud of that. It makes you enormously proud when you walk into 
that home and help somebody, and I’m talking serious help where people are going to lose their 
home. They have no food on the table. All of those kind of things that you can imagine, it 
happens through Freemasonry, through the Scottish Rite Almoners Funds. 

With that, I close on what I would have to say, but I appreciate so very much all the hospitality. 
It’s been my good fortune to be here for two years. Next year I will hit that emeritus stage in 
August and I won’t see you again, but I wish you so very well in Canada and it’s a great way 
that you do things and your hospitality just absolutely overwhelms me every year. 

Thank you, Brethren. 
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SGC: Thank you. 

GMC: Most Worshipful Companion Larry Grandy, Most Illustrious Knight Companion Thomas 
Mortlock, Most Eminent Knight Gerald Riley, Right Worshipful Brother Gerald Budden, and 
Illustrious Sir Elmer Ryzuk, and Dad, Ernest Loiselle, would you please join me on the level and 
to the Altar. 

Grand Marshal: Sovereign Grand Commander, it is my pleasure to introduce to you and the 
Brethren present: 

Most Excellent the Grand High Priest, Most Excellent Companion Larry D. Grandy, 32°, 
Grand Chapter of Royal Arch Masons of Newfoundland and Labrador; 

Most Illustrious Knight Companion Thomas A. Mortlock, 33°, Grand Sovereign of the 
Masonic and Military Order of the Knights of the Red Cross of Constantine, Grand 
Imperial Conclave of Canada and a member of this Supreme Council; 

Most Eminent Knight Gerald A. Riley, 32°, Supreme Grand Master, Sovereign Great 
Priory of Canada Knights Templar; 

Right Worshipful Brother Gerald W. Budden, 33°, Provincial Grand Master for 
Newfoundland and Labrador, Royal Order of Scotland and a member of this Supreme

SGC: Welcome, my Grand Sovereign, welcome. Right Worshipful Gerald, glad you could be 
here. Most Worshipful Brother Grandy, you’ve done some double duty here. Illustrious Sir 
Elmer, I appreciate your coming. Dad Ernie, good to have you here. And Gerald, good to have 
you here. I attended your assembly last month and I had a very enjoyable time. 

This kind of looks like the family of Freemasonry when you take a look at it. 

Dad Ernie, I would like to, at this time, give you three cheques for whoever you would like to 
assign them to of the DeMolay, and that’s our contribution towards our leadership development. 
We appreciate it. 

Are you going to say a few words, Tom? 

GS Mortlock: Apparently so. 

SGC: Come on up, then. And the rest can follow. 

GS Mortlock: Good morning, Sovereign Princes, Sovereign Grand Commander, Illustrious 
Brother Terry McLean, 33°, Worshipful Master, Worshipful Master, distinguished visitors, 
Illustrious members of Supreme Council, what a delight it is for me to be among you not only as 
a member, but as a guest of this Supreme Council and to be able to bring you warm fraternal 
greetings and best wishes from the Grand Imperial Conclave of Canada, a Masonic body not 
unlike this Supreme Council in that our members are also invited from those who have proven 
themselves to be leaders in the Craft, leaders comprised of York Rite Masons. 
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It is also my great privilege to bring you warm fraternal greetings and best wishes from Most 
Excellent Companion Larry B. Grandy, Grand High Priest - double duty - of the Grand Chapter 
of Royal Arch Masons of Newfoundland and Labrador, Illustrious Sir Elmer A. Ryzuk, Potentate 
of Mazol Shriners; ‘Dad’ Ernest Loiselle, President of the DeMolay of Canada; Most Eminent 
Knight Gerald A. Riley, Supreme Grand Master of the Sovereign Great Priory of Canada and 
Right Worshipful Brother Gerald W. Budden, Provincial Grand Master of the Royal Order of 
Scotland, a very distinguished group of Masons, to say the least. 

My wife and I have come to this Session after spending a week on the road in this beautiful 
Province. We have witnessed many beautiful landscapes and vistas - and now I had written 
before I came - plenty of wildlife. Now, I dare say all the moose are hiding. My wife did say she 
saw one. I didn’t get a picture, my son is a photographer, he said: ‘No picture, no moose’. So I 
guess we didn’t see a darn thing. 

In fact, there was actually a man in Springdale who woke up one morning to find a bear on his 
roof. Not knowing what to do, he looked in the Yellow Pages and sure enough there was an ad 
in there called Springdale Bear Remover. He called the number and the man said he’d be over 
in about 30 minutes. 

The bear remover arrives, he gets out of his van, grabs the ladder, baseball bat, 12-gauge 
shotgun and out of the van also comes a heavily scarred old Pit Bull. The man asks “What are 
you going to do”. The bear remover said, ‘Well, I’m going to put the ladder up on the roof and 
I’m going to go over there and I’m going to knock the bear off the roof with this baseball bat. 
When the bear falls off the roof that Pit Bull is trained to go grab that bear and not let go. Then 
the bear will be subdued enough for me to drag him over into the cage in the back of the van 
and all will be good. 

Then he hands the homeowner a shotgun. ‘What’s the shotgun for?’ ‘If the bear knocks me off 
the roof, shoot the darn dog’. You don’t have to be too bright to figure that one out. 

My Brethren, as we pursue our sojourn in Masonry and practice our Craft, we do so when all 
man’s institutions are being tested and questioned. The youth of today and society in general 
are asking that Freemasonry, along with its religious and educational systems, justify its right to 
exist.

My brethren, we must continue to work together, the Craft Lodges, the York Rite, the Scottish 
Rite and all Concordant Bodies, to teach the beautiful lessons of Freemasonry, to portray the 
Degree so capably that these ideals will be impressed so vividly on the minds of our members 
and by doing so, we will continue to take good men and make them better. 

How well we do this will be a measure of our success and the contribution we make to 
Freemasonry, our country and humanity. Mark Twain once said, “There is no substitution for 
brains, but man may retain a reputation for quite a long time so long as he keeps his mouth 
shut.” 
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And on that note, Sovereign Grand Commander, may I, on behalf of our special guests here 
assembled, extend to you and to this Supreme Council our sincere appreciation for the many 
courtesies and hospitalities extended to each of us and our wives in your presence. May your 
Session here in St. John’s be successful and may your term of office be a most rewarding and 
profitable experience. 

GMC: Sovereign Grand Commander, I have heard it on the sidelines that I’m falling apart and 
with all the decorum I can muster I will try and put myself back together. 

SGC: Thank you. 

GMC: Illustrious Brother Owen Devereaux, 33°; Illustrious Brother Warren Dinham, 32°; 
Illustrious Brother Clayton Handrigan, 33°, would you please join me on the level and to the 
Altar. 

Grand Marshal: Sovereign Grand Commander, it is my pleasure to introduce to you and the 
Brethren present: 

Illustrious Brother Owen T. Devereaux, 33°, Thrice Puissant Grand Master, Centennial 
Lodge of Perfection, Valley of St. John’s; 

Illustrious Brother Warren Dinham, 32°, Most Wise Sovereign, MacGillivary Chapter of 
Rose Croix, Valley of St. John’s; 

Illustrious Brother Clayton T. Handrigan, 33°, Commander-in-Chief, Newfoundland and 
Labrador Consistory, Valley of St. John’s.

Grand Marshal: Sovereign Grand Commander, it is my pleasure to introduce to you and 
through you to the Brethren present, Mr. Bernard Davis, Member of the House of Assembly, 
Virginia Waters, Pleasantville. I believe Mr. Ellsworth is outside, still.

SGC: Mr. Ron Ellsworth, welcome into our Supreme Council. We are really enjoying this city, 

I’ll tell you. There’s a lot to see. And I really appreciate you taking time out from your busy 
schedule to come with us. I have been looking over your bio. Do you still have that pet called 
Milo?

Report of the Special Committee on 

EDUCATION AND ENLIGHTENMENT 

To the Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of 
Canada. 

Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

At the 2015 Annual Session of Supreme Council held in Windsor, Ontario, the Sovereign Grand 
Commander announced the formation of a new Supreme Council Special Committee - 
Education and Enlightenment. This committee has been created to complement the existing 
Supreme Council Initiatives of Communication, Leadership, and Membership. Increased 
education was clearly identified as a priority for many of our members in the National Survey 
conducted in 2015. 

This special committee has been tasked with providing increased education to Scottish Rite 
members across Canada. The mission statement for the Education and Enlightenment Special 
Committee of the Ancient & Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of Canada is “To provide a 
comprehensive and cohesive collection of Masonic educational tools to be published on 
our website and to be utilized in AASR Valley meetings and instructional workshops 
throughout Canada. The standardization of the valuable lessons, history and principles 
of our Rite will strengthen our communication and increase its availability to all members 
of our jurisdiction." 

The team, with committee members from Victoria to St. John’s, has identified several short-term 
goals as well as ideas for longer term projects. The new Education Section on the Supreme 
Council website (scottishritecanada.ca) is now in place with articles, papers and educational 
information organized in the categories of Governance, History, and Symbolism. In addition, a 
resource list of books and various links has been included on the website for those interested in 
additional research. Additional articles and papers will be added on a continuing basis and we 
would invite contributions from our membership in general. 

The committee’s other short term goal is to deliver to each Valley in Canada brief introductions 
and summaries of each degree. These pre and post degree explanations will provide additional 
historical information about the degrees and their symbolism. Valleys will be encouraged to 
utilize this material as an educational tool at their assemblies. 

The Education and Enlightenment Special Committee has also identified several longer term 
goals which we will work towards implementing in the coming years. These will be publicized as 
the programs are finalized and rolled out. 
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Through the initiatives of Communication, Leadership, Membership, and now Education and 
Enlightenment, Supreme Council is working hard to enhance the Scottish Rite experience for its 
members. The committee would invite and welcome input and feedback on the education we 
provide and certainly on specific topics our members would like information about. Our goal is 
to publish a broad range of material to appeal to those seeking further enlightenment.

26 ° - Prince of Mercy 


Introduction 


The 26 1 '' degree, as the title of the Prince would indicate, is based on 
one of the noblest of virtues - Mercy. The opening apartment quickly 
explains the way mercy as practiced by man is an attempt to reflect 
the great examples of mercy shown by the Supreme Being, and then 
conveys the symbols, apron, collar, jewel and words of the degree. 
While this part of the ritual is shorter than many other degrees the 
portrayal goes into great detail using the Biblical parable of Joseph 
and the coat of many colours to demonstrate a fine example of true 
Mercy. 

Much symbolism can be found in the jewel of the 26 th degree, which 
is an equilateral triangle of gold in which the centre bears a flaming 
gold heart engraved with the initials I.H.S. On the outer triangle are 
the initials W, F and H. There are various ways to translate I.H.S. Its 
Christian interpretation could be taken as lesus Hominum Salvator or 
Jesus Man's Saviour but the letters can also refer to the Latin 
Imperium, Harmonia, Sapientia or Power, Harmony and Wisdom - 
the same meaning of the words on the outer triangle. 

The apron bears the symbol of the degree jewel. The colour green of 
the outer triangle can be taken as a reference to the wisdom of the_ 
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great Deity, the colour red of the inner triangle refers to his unlimited 
power, and white because it is composed of all colours combined, 
shows harmony. The blue flap of the apron can refer to the original 
Blue Lodge of a Mason's beginnings, and should recall the three 
challenges faced by Hiram during his assassination. Ignorance, 
Tyranny and Intolerance form the some of the most important vices 
to overcome with the practice of Mercy. 

Summary 

The story of Joseph is one of a tragic series of events brought on by 
the all too common vices of ignorance, jealousy, and perceived 
injustice. If Joseph's brothers had understood that toleration could 
have led to harmony and prosperity for everyone, the injustices 
performed against him would have been unnecessary. The ultimate 
Mercy shown by Joseph against his transgressors showed the 
wisdom of the action itself, for harmony and peace were the result 
and the benefit to all. 

Thus through mercy we are taught the lessons of forgiveness and 
toleration. These acts are closely related for people primarily offend 
against others through intolerance. A Mason can deduce from the 
lessons of Scottish Rite that most of the trespasses against which he 
must forgive are the result of intolerance in one form or another. If 
that Mason learns that he has an obligation therefore not to offend 
others in the same way he has taken an important step on the path 
towards being a better individual.

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103, but it was always sort of comical and entertaining and educational to compare notes on 
how our mothers were doing. 

An Honorary Inspector-General whose name appears there, from London, his name is Ron 
Brew, and he, too, was a gentle man. Ron was very active in the London Consistory Club 
endeavour of providing medical equipment to the community. He was there working all the 
time, as much as he could, and just a very nice Mason to know. 

It’s difficult to say good-bye to people that we love and will see no longer, because their death 
will leave an emptiness in our lives that only God and time are able to fill and heal. But our joy 
is that God does fill and heal that emptiness. 

Let us pray. 

Almighty God, Father of mercies, giver of comfort, graciously we pray with those who 
mourn, that casting all their cares on You they may know the consolation of Your love. 
Amen. 

Lord, teach us to count our days so that we may live wisely in our life, which is our true home in 
life and death. Help us to let go of the things that are keeping us from living truthfully and 
gracefully in Your mercy and love. Guide us to treasure our days and supply our hearts to Your 
wisdom. Amen.

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Allocution of Sovereign Grand Commander 
142 nd Annual Session ~ St. John’s, Newfoundland and Labrador 

Grand Master, District Grand Master, Distinguished Guests, Peers and Brethren: 

In accordance with the provisions of Article 22(s) of the Statutes and Regulations of the 
Supreme Council, I am presenting my first Allocution “enumerating all rulings made, 
permissions and dispensations granted, and important official acts done during the year and 
recommending the legislation I (he) may deem necessary or expedient for the continued welfare 
of the Rite.” 

May I first offer you a very warm and fraternal welcome to the 142 nd Annual Session of our 
Supreme Council, held this year in St. John’s, Newfoundland and Labrador and hosted by the 
Valley of St John’s under the chairmanship of III. Bro. Owen Devereaux, 33°. 

St. John’s is the oldest city and Water Street is the oldest street in North America. John Cabot 
was the first explorer to sail into St. John’s harbour on June 24, 1497. The Province’s language 
and dialect is so diverse, different communities spread throughout the island often have their 
own, unique accent, “How do you know where you are going if you don’t know where you 
are at!” Well we are in the friendly, colourful and picturesque city of St. John’s and with all the 
thorough advanced forward planning by the local committee and Supreme Council we know 
where we are going with this Annual Session. 

To our candidates and their spouses, I extend our congratulations and best wishes on their 
election to our Supreme Council. 

It is also a pleasure to be in the company of our distinguished guests from within Scottish Rite 
Masonry and from our larger family of Freemasonry. I am particularly pleased that the Grand 
Master of the Grand Lodge of Newfoundland and Labrador, M. W. Bro. Larry B. Grandy is with 
us and also the District Grand Master of the District Grand Lodge of Newfoundland and 
Labrador, Grand Lodge of Scotland, Bro. W. Scott Bartlett. 

Scottish Rite Freemasonry in Newfoundland and Labrador had an interesting beginning. It 
started as a Scottish Rite Club. In the fall of 1966 a reunion was held which added 56 new 
members of the Victoria Lodge of Perfection and members of the Newfoundland and Labrador 
Scottish Rite Club. A decision was made to petition for dispensation to open a Lodge of 
Perfection to be located in St. John’s and to be called the Centennial Lodge of Perfection. The 
name was chosen because of the year commemorating the 100 th Anniversary of Canada and 
the 100 th Anniversary of Scottish Rite in Canada. It was significant that the first TPGM, III. Bro. 
J.R. Smallwood, was the Premier of the Province of Newfoundland and Labrador, who had 
been the leader in the development of the Rite in this Province. This dispensation was 
processed prior to the 1967 meeting of Supreme Council. This proved to be a strong, active 
addition to Supreme Council. 

That was then, this is now. The Valley of St. John’s is a very vibrant and active Valley and its 
good works are noticed in the community. 

This is the second time our Annual Session has been held in St. John’s Newfoundland and 
Labrador. (1990 (655 in attendance) and now 2016 (420 in attendance). 

Necrology 

It is customary and fitting each year, at our Annual Session of Supreme Council, for us to 
celebrate the lives of our friends and brothers who were called to be with the Great Architect of 
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the Universe. All will be missed and we give thanks to God our Father for their lives and the 
love they shared with us. We mourn their passing and join together in the celebration of their 
lives on earth. 

Since we last met one Past Sovereign Grand Commander and one Past Active Member of our 
Supreme Council have died. Each brought his special talents and gifts to Freemasonry and 
especially Scottish Rite Freemasonry. Each of them lived lives well respected and each of them 
died regretted. 

Past Sovereign Grand Commander 

III. Bro. John V. Lawer, Q.C. 33° (1929-2016) 

III. Bro. Lawer served as Sovereign Grand Commander (1991 - 1994). Fie began his Masonic 
journey in Toronto, Ontario in 1957 and joined Scottish Rite in 1958. Fie served his Scottish Rite 
Valley as a presiding officer and as Secretary for many years. Fie was the Grand Secretary- 
General of this Supreme Council. III. Bro. Lawer was a Director of the S.R.C.F. and served as 
Secretary from 1977-1991 and was elected President of the S.R.C.F in 1998 and served in that 
capacity until 2008. III. Bro. Lawer was very active and held many high offices in several 
branches of the Masonic Order. Fie was coroneted an Honorary Inspector-General in 1970 and 
was crowned a Sovereign Grand Inspector-General in 1975. Always an enthusiastic traveller 
and long-time Chairman of our Fraternal Relations Committee and Historian of this Supreme 
Council. III. Bro. Lawer was always there when needed for friendly advice and counsel. He 
passed on March 29, 2016. 

Past Sovereign Grand Inspector-General 
III. Bro. John Carl Fairthorne, 33° (1936-2016) 

III. Bro. Fairthorne was received into Masonry in 1961. In 1984 he was coroneted an Honorary 
Inspector-General, crowned a Sovereign Grand Inspector-General in 2001 and served as 
Deputy for Ontario. Carl was Secretary of the Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation for several 
years and was a founding member and Chairman of the Board of Directors of the Windsor 
Learning Centre. We all have enjoyed the company of Carl and his wife Madeleine at our 
Annual Sessions. He will be greatly missed and we give thanks for the privilege afforded us in 
knowing and remembering this active and distinguished Mason. He passed on July 3, 2016.

John Ross Matheson Award 

Every year our Committee on Special Awards has a challenging but rewarding task of selecting 
the finalists for this prestigious award. This award is named after a beloved Scottish Rite Mason 
who exemplified a commitment of distinguished service to the Fraternity, his community, his 
country and mankind. 

Nominees must be members of Scottish Rite and cannot be Active or Past Active members of 
the Supreme Council. Effective in 2016, award presentations now are in the Valley of the 
recipient in the year after the recipient has been approved by the Supreme Council. The 
Sovereign Grand Commander will consult with the recipient’s Valley to choose a suitable time to 
award the John Ross Matheson Award before the family and friends of the recipient. 

Supreme Council Initiatives 

When I was installed as your Sovereign Grand Commander a year ago in Windsor, I indicated 
to you that I would continue to focus on the three areas in which IPSGC Richard Brown 
believed our attention should be directed to; Leadership, Communication and Membership. To 
these I added a fourth area; Education and Enlightenment. To that end, I asked our Lt. Grand 
Commander to review our Leadership Initiatives and our Grand Secretary-General to develop a 
Communication strategy. I would focus my attention on Membership and III. Bro. Robert 
Brethour, Active Member to develop an Education and Enlightenment program accessible to all 
Valleys. I will comment briefly on each area, realizing that more extensive reports have been 
discussed earlier at these Sessions. 

Like my predecessor, I too believe that with good Leadership and an effective Communication 
strategy, in an environment of further masonic learning, membership recruitment and retention 
initiatives will be successful. These areas are closely related and as such, we have approached 
these topics as a team. 

Leadership Development Initiatives continue to include the holding of conference calls with 
our Deputies, the development of a template to guide the Deputies’ Annual Reports, creation of 
Talking Points for Deputies while on official visits, the reformatting of the State of the Rite 
Report to reflect our initiatives, a Valley Officer Training Manual and the conduct of a Deputy’s 
Leadership Conference. The Deputies have also been asked to take a greater role in organizing 
the Deputy’s Workshop at our Annual Session and discuss key issues facing our Scottish Rite. 
This will be the second year an HIG Orientation Seminar has been organized. All our recently 
coroneted Honorary Inspectors-General will be attending this seminar this afternoon to become 
better acquainted with their new responsibilities and the resources available to them to support 
their local Valleys. 

Communication has been improved by the establishment of a Communications Advisory 
Committee with Valley liaisons under the co-chairmanship of III. Bros. Brian Gilkinson and Alan 
Arbuckle. Our website, scottishritecanada.ca continues to be a valuable tool as more 
information is made available in the Members Only area. Valley Grand Secretaries are 
reminded that copies of the Degree Rituals are now available to them on the website. Our 
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annual publication of The Clarion, which is sent to every Scottish Rite member in Canada, has 
proved to be an effective tool to share best practices and encourage donations to our Scottish 
Rite Foundation and our eight Learning Centres. The Communique has also proven to be an 
effective method to distribute timely information about Valley activities and Supreme Council 
Members, via email. New this year all Actives, Past Actives and the Valley Communication 
representative are on the distribution list to receive all Valley summons. 

Membership Initiatives 

National Valley Membership Survey Results & Improvement Planning 

With a 22% Overall Survey Return rate, The Deputies have worked extremely hard with their 
Valley Leadership Teams in communicating the results of the membership survey and more 
importantly identifying areas of improvement that the Valley members can engage in for the 
betterment of their Scottish Rite experience. This survey has laid the foundation for 
engagement and improvement. 

Membership Video - “The Masonic Journey Continues” 

This year saw the launch and usage of the new membership video at Master Mason Nights and 
Open Houses. A series of testimonials sharing experiences from Scottish Rite members across 
Canada of who we are and what we do and what Scottish Rite means. 

New Membership Jewel 

The Grand Lodge of Canada in the Province of Ontario now allows the wearing of a Scottish 
Rite Membership Jewel. I am pleased to report that The Grand Lodges of Quebec and 
Saskatchewan have also approved the wearing of this Membership Jewel. To date 
approximately 1,700 jewels have been purchased by members. This jewel may be worn at 
Grand Lodge sanctioned events and Scottish Rite activities where regalia is required or is 
optional. It is hoped that Scottish Rite members will proudly wear this beautiful, unique jewel 
and will encourage Master Masons in their respective lodges to consider membership in 
Scottish Rite. 

SGC Welcome Letter to New Members 

When a candidate receives his 14 th degree a welcome letter from the Sovereign Grand 
Commander is now included with his certificate. 

As you can see we are now building a shopping cart full or membership tools to aid the Valleys 
in membership recruitment and retention. 

Education and Enlightenment Initiative 

Daily advancement and personal development, along with an understanding and 
comprehension of our Ritual are some of the major reasons for seeking membership in Scottish 
Rite according to the recent membership survey. There is a desire to have a uniform 
explanation of the lessons and virtues portrayed in our beautiful degrees. To this end III. Bro. 
Robert Brethour and his committee have shared at this Annual Session some of their objectives 
and outcomes for the benefit of the membership. I am very excited about this initiative as it lays 
a foundation for continuous learning for the betterment of the Rite and its members. 

Ad Hoc Committees 

I have assigned various members of this Supreme Council to review, study and prepare a 
proposal to this Supreme Council on the following topics; a more extensive Deputy Training 
program (V. Lepp, G. Greasley, S. Godfrey) , an Overall review of the current Statutes and 
Regulations for accuracy and relevancy (B. Gilkinson and committee), a “How To” guideline on 
how Scottish Rite can support Craft Lodges (G. Dowling), a Deputy realignment study on 
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Valleys in Ontario (V. Lepp, G. Taylor, D. Bennett), and a recommendation to this Supreme 
Council on the frequency and location of future Annual Session 2019 and beyond. (R. Whitmore 
and committee). 

Order of Demolay 

This year I was very pleased that we were able to award three more DeMolay Leadership 
Scholarships to better promote leadership development in Canadian DeMolay chapters. Once 
again three scholarships will be awarded to DeMolays from Western Canada, Ontario and the 
Atlantic provinces. I am also pleased to hear that the Valley of Barrie is exploring how it may 
better support DeMolay at the local level. 

Fraternal Relations 

III. Bro Steven Warren COO (Executive Secretary) and Ardyce attended the Conference of 
Grand Masters of North America in Madison, Wisconsin and The Grand Secretary-General 
attended the All Canada Conference of Grand Masters, Deputy Grand Masters and Grand 
Secretaries of Canada. I believe that direct contact with the Canadian Grand Lodge Officers is 
beneficial in promoting Scottish Rite Freemasonry and ensuring that excellent fraternal relations 
are maintained between our Supreme Council and the Grand Lodges of Canada. 

Scottish Rite Masons must be active in their respective lodges and Grand Lodge jurisdictions to 
ensure that Scottish Rite is perceived as a concordant body that enhances a Master Mason’s 
Masonic journey and that membership in Scottish Rite is an asset not only to the individual 
Mason but also provides support to the Craft lodge. 

Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation 

I attended the meetings of the Board of Directors of the Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation 
held this past year and will continue my support of our Foundation and our eight Learning 
Centres. During my tenure in office, I had the opportunity to visit some of our Centres and meet 
with their respective Directors. The Foundation can be justly proud of their accomplishments in 
that regard: a very informative video, an updating of the history of the Charitable Foundation 
and the completion of an outstanding capital fundraising campaign. ($1,610,177). 

Scottish Rite Week In Canada 

A real opportunity to celebrate our pride in being Scottish Rite Masons and at the same time 
increase the profile of the Scottish Rite among our Master Masons. To this end, the week of 
November 19 to 26, 2016 is designated as Scottish Rite Week in Canada. A time to celebrate 
and enjoy some increased fellowship. I encourage every Valley to plan activities for that week. 
Please share your activities with Supreme Council and be sure to seek dispensation when 
necessary. 

Conclusion 

It has been a tremendous honour to serve you these past 12 months. Lieutenant Grand 
Commander, III. Bro. Rob Whitmore, 33°, the Grand Secretary-General, III. Bro. Brian Gilkinson, 
33° and the COO (Executive Secretary) III. Bro. Steven Warren, 33° have spent several hours 
working together to determine how we could best serve the needs of Scottish Rite in Canada. I 
regret having to say goodbye to our Grand Secretary-General, III. Bro. Brian Gilkinson, 33° as 
he takes on another key service opportunity in our Supreme Council. His dedication, sage 
advice and wise counsel has made a marked difference in the governance and administration of 
his office and Supreme Council. The Advisory Council and the Charitable Foundation Board of 
Directors have provided wise counsel and the Deputies and Active members have taken up the 
challenge/opportunities of the outcomes from the membership survey and championing our 
Leadership, Communication, Membership, and Education and Enlightenment initiatives. In my 
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travels I hear that the Supreme Council Office continues to be recognized as efficient and 
effective, customer focused and easy and pleasant in its dealings with members.

It is my utmost honour and delight to be granted the opportunity to speak on behalf of the new 
class. I would like to thank all the brethren that toiled so zealously to make this annual session 
take place.

SGC: Good morning, brethren. It’s good to see everybody is bright-eyed and bushy-tailed.

Brethren, I would like to introduce to you now the new Actives that were just crowned this 
morning: Illustrious Brother John Teleske, please stand, from the Valley of Vancouver, and 
Illustrious Brother Tom Wills, from the Valley of Hamilton. Congratulations, brethren. 

And now I’ll call for the Addendum to the Report of the Committee on Jurisprudence and 
Legislation, Illustrious Brother Brian Gilkinson. 

III. Bro. Brian Gilkinson, 33° presented Part II of the Report from the Jurisprudence and 
Legislation Committee on the Sovereign Grand Commander’s Allocution. 
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Jurisprudence and Legislation Report ~ Part II 


As directed by motion yesterday and pursuant to Article 22 (s) of the Statutes and Regulations, 
your committee has reviewed the Allocution of the Sovereign Grand Commander presented to 
this 142 nd Annual Session of Supreme Council and reports on its contents covering the first year 
of his triennial term. 

Your committee finds the Allocution to be comprehensive and informative, of great assistance to 
anyone seeking a greater understanding of the priorities of the Scottish Rite in general and of 
our Sovereign Grand Commander in particular. 

He demonstrated a firm grasp of the remarkable history of the City of St. John’s. His use of the 
phrase, “How do you know where you are going if you don’t know where you are at!” reflects his 
dedication to the effective use of surveys and a meaningful response to their results. His 
sincere words of welcome to our brethren and guests as well as his words of congratulations to 
our newest members of Supreme Council and their spouses were well received. Further, his 
pleasure expressed at the attendance of M.W. Bro. Larry B. Grandy, Grand Master of the Grand 
Lodge of Newfoundland and Labrador, is an appropriate recognition of the deference to be 
shown to the Grand Lodge of the jurisdiction in which we find ourselves. 

Seldom does a Sovereign Grand Commander have the opportunity to also acknowledge the 
presence of the District Grand Master of the District Grand Lodge of Newfoundland and 
Labrador, Grand Lodge of Scotland, Bro. W. Scott Bartlett. The presence of the leaders of both 
the Grand Lodge and the District Grand Lodge is a unique feature of Craft Masonry in this 
province. The ability of both to engage in warm fraternal relations sets a worthy example to be 
emulated by other Masonic bodies and certainly in the way our Scottish Rite, led by our 
Sovereign Grand Commander, relates to the various Grand Lodges within its national 
jurisdiction. His mention of the establishment of the Centennial Lodge of Perfection to coincide 
with the Centennial year of this great country and that of the Scottish Rite, with the Lodge of 
Perfection to be under the direction of a living Father Of Confederation, III. Bro. J.R. Smallwood, 
points out the intimate bonds that also existed between leaders of society and leaders of the 
craft. 

His treatment of the passing of distinguished leaders of this Supreme Council, both at the 
national level and within their Valleys, was couched in terms of celebration, fitting for both III. 

Bro. John V. Lawer, 33°and III. Bro. Carl Fairthorne, 33°and no doubt applicable to all 
members of Supreme Council listed. All have made a positive contribution to the betterment of 
society, the Scottish Rite and to the character of those with whom they interacted during their 
lifetimes of service. As the Grand Prior observed in the Memorial service, each of us can look 
to one or more of those brethren who have passed and know that we are better for having 
known them. It is the strength of our Rite that the Sovereign Grand Commander can state with 
confidence that all brethren of the Rite who have passed in the last year had a similar impact. 

It was appropriate that he refer to III. Bro. Victor Lepp, 33° Deputy for Ontario and III. Bro. 
Michael Ward, 33° as moving to Past Active rank at this session due to the attainment of the 
age of 75 years. He noted that both have served the Scottish Rite faithfully and well, in various 
capacities during their years of formal Active service. They are wished every success as they 
transition in rank, knowing the Rite will benefit from their continuing commitment to the welfare 
of the Rite. 

Our Sovereign Grand Commander has provided a useful service to the brethren in the extensive 
table setting out his position on dispensations and his rulings during the first year of his 
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triennium. The reader can readily ascertain the request, the ruling and the reasons for it. This 
provides an excellent record for the guidance of those seeking similar consideration and is just 
one aspect of the ability to educate and communicate that is central to the initiatives undertaken 
during the terms of the Sovereign Grand Commander and his predecessor, III. Bro. Richard A.H. 
Brown, 33°. 

His treatment of his special appointments made last year, by including them in the Allocution as 
ancillary acts pursuant to Article 22 (t) and making them the subject of a motion to approve them 
pursuant to Article 22 (u), represents another act taken to increase transparency in the 
performance of his duties and to afford this Supreme Council the opportunity to specifically 
consider ancillary acts and to approve them, as required by the Statutes and Regulations. 

He has been exhaustive in listing his various official visits and attendances throughout the past 
year in office. Of note is the number of Craft Lodge functions that our Sovereign Grand 
Commander has visited and thereby seized the opportunity to cultivate and maintain excellent 
relations with the brethren, many of whom will represent the future of our Scottish Rite. 

We join the Sovereign Grand Commander in congratulating those chosen to receive the John 
Ross Matheson Award. His reiteration of the work of the selection committee and the manner of 
the award presentation provides useful guidance to those seeking to have great lives of service 
recognized. Congratulations are extended to those selected most recently for this honour. May 
we ever be mindful of the qualities of John Ross Matheson as we act to do his memory honour, 
as men and as Masons. 

The Sovereign Grand Commander’s continuing focus on the initiatives formulated during the 
term of his predecessor and their expansion to include Education and Enlightenment reflect a 
dedication to the manner in which we conduct our affairs and benefit the brethren under his 
leadership. It also informs his appointment of Ad Hoc committees to improve the training of 
Deputies, to examine critically the Statutes and Regulations, to improve our ability to connect 
meaningfully with Craft Lodges and their brethren and to examine the structure of the Annual 
Session and improve it where possible. 

The importance of cultivating men of character is recognized in his continuing support of the 
scholarships awarded to boys in DeMolay, an initiative that promises benefits not only to the 
Craft Lodges to which they petition in future years but also to our concordant body as they recall 
the early interest shown in them as individuals worthy of support. 

Finally, the Sovereign Grand Commander addresses the need for charity, to others through the 
great works of the Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation and to ourselves, by celebrating our 
achievements during the upcoming Scottish Rite Week. 

Congratulations Sovereign Grand Commander, for a year of stellar commitment to an inspired 
vision and a comprehensive strategy of service to this Scottish Rite which should, in turn, inspire 
all of us to see possibilities for its improvement and to work in harmony to achieve it.

1. Purpose of the organization 

The Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of Canada (the 
“organization”) is a not-for-profit organization which serves as the central administrative body for Scottish Rite 
Freemasonry across Canada. 


2. Summary of significant accounting policies 
Basis of presentation 

The organization has prepared these financial statements in accordance with Canadian accounting standards 
for not-for-profit organizations. 

Cash and cash equivalents 


Cash and cash equivalents include cash on hand and balances with banks and other institutions and term 
deposits with maturities of three months or less. 


Financial instruments 

Initial measurement 

The organization’s financial instruments are measured at fair value when issued or acquired. For financial 
instruments subsequently measured at cost or amortized cost, fair value is adjusted by the amount of the 
related financing fees and transaction costs. Transaction costs and financing fees relating to financial 
instruments that are measured subsequently at fair value are recognized in operations in the year in which 
they are incurred. 

Subsequent measurement 

At each reporting date, the organization measures its financial assets and liabilities at cost or amortized cost 
(less impairment in the case of financial assets), except for equities quoted in an active market, which must 
be measured at fair value. The organization has also irrevocably elected to measure its investments in bonds 
at fair value. All changes in fair value of the organization’s investments in equities quoted in an active market 
and in bonds are recorded in the statement of operations. The financial instruments measured at amortized 
cost are cash and cash equivalents, accounts receivable and accounts payables. 

For financial assets measured at cost or amortized cost, the organization regularly assesses whether there 
are any indications of impairment. If there is an indication of impairment, and the organization determines that 
there is a significant adverse change in the expected timing or amount of future cash flows from the financial 
asset, it recognizes an impairment loss in the statement of operations. Any reversals of previously recognized 
impairment losses are recognized in operations in the year the reversal occurs.

2. Summary of significant accounting policies (continued) 

Capital assets 

Capital asset purchases which are significant are recorded at cost and amortized on a straight-line basis over 
the assets' estimated useful lives. 

Revenue recognition 

The organization follows the deferral method of accounting for contributions. 

Restricted contributions are recognized as revenue of the Internally Restricted - Special Candidates Fund in 
the year in which the related expenses are incurred. Unrestricted contributions are recognized as revenue of 
the unrestricted fund when received or receivable if the amount to be received can be reasonably estimated 
and collection is reasonably assured. 

Dues and fees revenue is recognized as earned and collection is reasonably assured. Amounts received in 
advance are recorded as deferred revenue. 

Fundraising events revenue is recognized when the event takes place and collection is reasonably assured. 
Net investment income is recognized as it is earned in the statement of operations. 

Use of estimates 

Management reviews the carrying amounts of items in the financial statements at each statement of 
financial position date to assess the need for revision or any possibility of impairment. Many items in the 
preparation of these financial statements require management’s best estimate. Management determines 
these estimates based on assumptions that reflect the most probable set of economic conditions and 
planned courses of action. 

These estimates are reviewed periodically and adjustments are made to net income as appropriate in the 
year they become known. 

Items subject to significant management estimates include allowance for doubtful accounts.

8. Financial instruments (continued) 

Interest rate risk 

Interest rate risk is the risk that the fair value or future cash flows of a financial instrument will fluctuate because 
of changes in market interest rates. The organization is exposed to interest rate risk with respect to investments 
in bonds. 

Liquidity risk 

Liquidity risk is the risk that the organization could encounter difficulty in meeting obligations associated with 
its financial liabilities. Liquidity risk also includes the risk of not being able to liquidate assets in a timely manner 
at a reasonable price. The organization is, therefore, exposed to liquidity risk with respect to its accounts 
payable. Management manages liquidity risk and monitors the cash and funding needs on a daily basis. 


9. Related party transactions 

During the year, the organization paid and charged back costs for The Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation. 
These transactions are in the normal course of business and measured at the exchange amount, which are 
the actual amounts paid. The Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation is a not-for-profit organization whose board 
of directors are members of the organization.

BOARD OF TRUSTEES 

To the Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of 
Freemasonry of Canada. 

Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

The duties and responsibilities of the Board of Trustees of this Supreme Council can be found in 
Article 35 of the Statutes and Regulations of the Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient and 
Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of Canada. 

Accordingly, we submit the following report in connection therewith. 

Your Board of Trustees reports that as at May 31,2016, the net assets under its charge totaled 
$ 1,585,109 compared to $ 1,651,008 as at May 31,2015. The decrease in the net assets in 
the amount of $ 65,899 is represented by an operating excess of expenses over revenue of $ 
22,050 plus a year end adjustment for unrealized loss on investments in the amount of $ 43,849 
for a net excess of expenses over revenue in the amount of $ 65,899. 

During the last fiscal year, securities matured or were sold with the result that Supreme Council 
realized a net capital gain of $ 17,486 as compared to a net capital gain of 
$ 26,732 in 2015 together with investment income of $ 52,363 (2015 - $ 66,130). The total of 
investment income and net capital gains in the amount of $ 69,849 
(2015 - $ 92,862) was $ 20,151 under the budgeted amount of $ 90,000. 

The Supreme Council investment portfolios aggregated $ 1,598,678 at market value as at May 
31,2016. Note, additional cash is included in the cash and cash equivalents, which represents 
residual cash in the broker’s accounts of the General Investments and the Special Candidates’ 
Fund in the amounts of $ 35,079 and $ 59 respectively for a total of $ 35,138. Thus bringing the 
total investment portfolios to $ 1,633,816 as at May 31,2016 as compared to $ 1,714,017 as at 
May 31,2015. The cash on hand as at May 31,2016 was the result of net cash from maturities 
and purchases of investments together with investment income accumulated in the cash 
accounts of the two portfolios and with a transfer at the year-end of $ 35,000 from the general 
bank account.

Your Trustees and our investment advisor R.B.C. Dominion Securities continue to work within 
the guidelines of the Supreme Council Investment Policy, whereby we manage the portfolios 
generally within a maximum 50 % / 50 % split of fixed income to equity securities. Information 
provided by R.B.C. Dominion Securities indicates that for fiscal 2016, the General Investment 
Portfolio experienced an annual overall rate of return of 2.13 % and the Special Candidates’ 
Fund experienced an annual overall rate of return of -1.68 %. 

We would also advise that all securities were held in accordance with the requirements of Art. 

35 (b) of the Statutes and Regulations and income from there is paid to the Supreme Council on 
request except for investment income earned on the Special Candidates’ Fund, which is 
internally restricted until such time as the fund balance and the investment income from there 
become more meaningful. 

In some years, it is unnecessary to transfer any funds to Supreme Council, however during 
fiscal 2016 cash requirements were such that it necessitated the transfer of 
$ 115,000 (net) from the General Investment Portfolio to the Supreme Council bank account to 
fund operating costs, including the cost of the inventory of the Scottish Rite Membership Jewels. 

Comments 

The volatility of the markets over the past year continue to be a challenge, especially with the 
continued low interest rates and likewise low oil prices, which is exacerbated by lower demand 
for oil and geopolitical concerns throughout the world. As they say “as goes the price of oil, so 
goes to TSX and the Canadian dollar.” 

Nevertheless, the Supreme Council investment portfolios continue to provide well needed 
investment income to fund operations, albeit reduced from previous years. 

Once again, we continue to be pleased with the services of R.B.C. Dominion Securities and 
their representatives. In particular, we would like to express our thanks to Mr. Richard te 
Boekhorst of R.B.C. Dominion Securities for their assistance, interest and availability throughout 
the year. Accordingly, we would recommend the continuing engagement of this firm to 
administer the Supreme Council Investment portfolios and provide for our investment needs.

ALBERTA & THE NORTHWEST TERRITORIES 

To the Supreme Council 33°of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of 
Canada. 

Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers, and Brethren. 

The following is a report on the state of the Rite in Alberta and NWT. 

Communication 

All 5 Valleys use a combination of standard printed notices and e-summons to inform members 
of meetings and special events. E-summons are becoming more prevalent as more members 
are becoming computer friendly. 

Leadership 

The Valleys of Calgary, Edmonton, and Lethbridge have functioning Executive Committees. 

The 2 smaller Valleys, Central Alberta and Medicine Flat, do not need such committees; 
however, the members do discuss the state of their Valleys on a regular basis. The only Past 
Active in the province able to assist their Valley is in Calgary (Past Deputy Stan Clayton). Since 
PSGC III. Bro. Orlan Weber 33°, moved to British Columbia, there are no Past Active members 
in the Valley of Edmonton. All 5 Valleys are actively involved in succession planning, have HIG 
nominating committees and have a program of degrees. Officers in Edmonton serve 2-year 
terms; all of the others use 1-year terms. Central Alberta is “recycling” many officers due to low 
membership. It should be noted that the Valley of Edmonton again assisted the Valley of 
Central Alberta with the ceremony of installation of officers. 

Membership 

Since Supreme Council receives membership statistics, provided by each Valley on an annual 
basis, it can be simply stated that the membership in each Valley is declining. This is due 
mostly to deaths and to a lesser extent demits. Both Calgary and Edmonton hold Master Mason 
Nights. 

The Valley of Central Alberta recently had 5 new members complete their 14° which is a 
significant addition to their membership. The Valley of Medicine Flat has a new member 
progressing through the degrees. 

Fellowship 

In Edmonton, the Deputy attended the Christmas social. In addition, at the 14° and 32° 
Reunions, the Deputy attended the dinners and music night. The Deputy attended Central 
Alberta’s “Free BBQ” in June. All of the Valleys have a Christmas social. Calgary also has a 
Palm Sunday Tea. The Deputy attends any social functions following Reunions in the other 
Valleys when making his official visit. 

Unique 

Edmonton continues to provide acting and director classes to assist our casts and directors. 
These are given by professional actors/directors. These classes are now open to members of 
the Craft Lodges and Demolay to assist them in presenting their rituals. Edmonton continues to 
annually sponsor scholarships to young musicians at the Alberta College Conservatory of 
Music. Edmonton has a well-developed system of charitable donations to a number of worthy 
groups. Calgary, Lethbridge, and Medicine Flat work together, and members of Lethbridge and 
Medicine Flat are often officers in bodies located only in Calgary or Lethbridge. 



Supporting Craft Lodges 

The Deputy knows of no on-going activities that fall under this category; however, the Deputy 
has made it known that he will, at the invitation from the Worshipful Master of any Lodge, speak 
about the A&ASR. 

Financial Health 

Supreme Council receives annual financial forms from the Valleys. The smaller Valleys may be 
bordering on long term financial problems; however, with declining membership, all Valleys 
could face difficulties in the future. 

Overall General Statements 

Edmonton and Calgary, while having declining memberships, are strong and active. Edmonton 
still confers most of all of the degrees in its Reunions. Lethbridge, Central Alberta, and 
Medicine Hat are having membership problems; however, the members are sincere and 
dedicated.

BRITISH COLUMBIA & YUKON TERRITORY 

To the Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of 
Canada 

Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

I am pleased to submit this report on Scottish Rite Freemasonry in British Columbia and Yukon 
Territory. As requested the reports are formatted under each of the nine subtitles with, and 
where possible, a report of plans which have been formulated following the Survey from 
Supreme Council in Spring 2015. 

Valiev of Prince George 

Cariboo Lodge of Perfection (65) 

New Caledonia Chapter of Rose Croix (60) 

Membership 

The indicators show that the Cariboo membership is stable. Membership is now approximately 
65. The same core of members are the workers of the Valley, and who also support other 
concordant bodies in the city. 

The Valley has only two Craft lodges from which to seek members locally. It has another seven 
lodges within the region from which to draw membership but distance is an issue. Lodges are 
between one hour and four hours away from the City. 

Reunion 

A recent reunion in April gave the Valley the opportunity to seek brethren from all lodges and 
install them as Scottish Rite 14° masons. The success of the weekend was very evident and 
discussion has commenced in considering future reunions, and especially working closer with 
Skeena Valley - 575 km away. 
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Thanks to brethren who attended the reunion to support the two valleys: III. Bro. Karl Springer 
33°and his wife, who traveled by car 685 km to attend, III. Bros. M. Calli 33° and D. Parker 33° 
from Skeena for their support and encouragement, III. Bros. P. Durrell 33°, III. Bro. M. Norbury 
33° and their wives, and III. Bro. P. Eales 33°, all from Vancouver and who flew in for the event, 
III. Bro. R. Strelaeff 32°, of Victoria who flew in, and III. Bro. Jon Broadberry 32°from Thompson 
Valley by car (over 500km). Five of ten valleys of the jurisdiction were represented at the 
Reunion. 

Communication 

All notices are sent by emails, with a small number sent through regular mail. 

Leadership 

A small core of members are regular attenders and supporters of the conferring of the degrees 
and the running of the lodge program. The HIGs of the Valley are fully supporting the work of 
the officers. They encourage and inspire the membership and are readily participating in the 
conferring of degrees. The tight knitted group does not require an executive council. There is a 
high level of trust, and delegation of tasks to members is completed efficiently. 

At the Reunion, new 14° members from last year’s class participated in the conferring of the 
degrees, showing strong interest and enthusiasm in working for the Valley. Many will take 
leadership positions in the Valley. Following the reunion, discussions began to consider more 
support for Skeena Valley in the future year(s). 

Valley Fellowship 

Because of the small membership the fellowship is resilient. Several social activates are shared 
and combined with the Royal Arch Masons and Shrine since many Scottish Rite Masons belong 
to all three bodies. The fellowship fits well with the culture of the city of Prince George and the 
masonic life seen there. An Easter Breakfast with family following the relighting of lights has 
been a regular event. Because of the closeness of the Scottish Rite members to other masonic 
bodies, sufficient social events are scheduled without the Scottish Rite forming one of its own. 

Connecting/Supporting of Craft Freemasonry 

Many members of the Valley are strong members of their craft lodges as well as supporters of 
other fraternal groups. 

Financial Health 

Financially the Valley is healthy. 

Valley of Nanaimo 

Colville Lodge of Perfection (113) 

The Valley of Nanaimo continues to build a strong interest in Scottish Rite in the area of Central 
Vancouver Island. An Official Visit to the Valley took place in January. 

Membership 

The Valley has a strong core of dedicated Masons who have been members for many years. 
Meetings are well attended with their counterparts in Strathcona Lodge of Perfection attending 
from Campbell River. The Valley shares some of the conferrals of degrees. A Class of new 
candidates each year has increased participation and enthusiasm for the Rite. 

Communication 

All communications are with email, with the exception of brethren without Internet connection. 
The new Grand Secretary has taken on the work of the Valley with enthusiasm. 
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Leadership 

The Valley has had a strong Leadership over several years. Many of the TPGMs have been 
Masters of the Craft Lodges. Thus a transfer of skills from one body to another is evident. Both 
Past TPGMs and HIGs play an active role in the conferring of degrees as well as in the planning 
of events. Like other Valleys in BC, the members in general are strong active members of their 
Craft Lodges and thus combine several social events regularly with other bodies of 
Freemasonry. 

Valley Fellowship 

The Valley holds a joint installation with Strathcona Valley each February. The attendance at the 
annual event has increased over time. A majority of officers, of each Valley, attend and social 
capital received is excellent. I was privileged to be the installing officer of the annual event. 

Valley Events 

In June the Valley joins with the Shriners and Craft Masons of Nanaimo to hold a joint barbecue. 
The event again offers an opportunity for Master Masons to be in the company of dedicated 
Scottish Rite Masons and from this event invariably there will come proposals for membership 
to the Valley. The Valley regularly holds small fundraisers for donations to the BC Learning 
Centre. I was privileged to present to III. Bro. Dale Friesen 32° the Order of Merit for his 
dedicated service to the Valley. Bro. Friesen has been the Tyler for the Valley for many years, 
always welcoming everyone with a strong hand shake and a warm smile. His willingness to 
offer help in any other capacity in the Valley has been an example of the commitment that is 
typical of Scottish Rite Masons. 

This year the Valley sponsored a golf tournament in memory of III. Bro. Art Berry 32° who 
passed away in May 2015. The charity that his widow wished to have sponsored was the BC 
Transplant. Over 60 Masons and wives attended for the golf and the banquet. Mary Ellen Berry 
attended both the golf and dinner. 

Connecting/Supporting of Craft Freemasonry 

See note above (Valley Event). Apart from this event, the Scottish Rite Masons are a strong 
core of their Craft Lodges, continually showing leadership. Like many small town Valleys, their 
support of many fraternal bodies is typical. Presentations to Craft masons in the lodges about 
Scottish Rite has been a regular event. 

Financial Health 

Recent increase in the dues of the Valley has maintained a balanced budget covering general 
running costs of the Valley. 

The Valley has requested a consideration for opening a new Chapter of Rose Croix to be 
situated in Parksville. Space for the meetings as well as storage facilities for regalia and other 
materials has been found. Discussions with the Victoria Chapter of Rose Croix membership 
have commenced. Discussions will continue in the Fall 2016. 

From the Survey 

Education was raised as an area that is lacking in the work of the Lodge. The Valley has three 
meetings a year when no degrees are conferred and will be considering using these meetings to 
present education. The Valley has requested from the Deputy some material available. The new 
Website Education and Enlightenment section when constructed, could help initially in finding 
material to develop an educational program. 
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Valiev of Fraser Valiev 

Fraser Valley Lodge of Perfection (121) 

Fraser Valley Chapter of Rose Croix (107) 

Membership 

Membership of the Valley is stable. Nine candidates were received in the year with only the loss 
of one brother. Another brother has been reinstated. This Valley has the opportunity to seek 
membership from many lodges both within the area of the city of Langley as well as others in 
the Vancouver area. Brethren visit lodges in a wide range of the metropolitan and outlying area 
of Vancouver. I was pleased to present two Orders of Merit - to III. Bro. Doug Potter 32°and III. 
Bro. Plerbert Chow 32°, both hard workers in the Valley and both always attending meetings and 
offering their service to the Lodge and Chapter. 

Communication 

Regular summons are sent via email. Some are still posted through Canada Post. This year - a 
continuation from last year where several contemplations written by the TPGM and sent to all 
email addresses. A total of 27 contemplations have been sent. At the official visit of the Deputy 
the evening was purely education. Five of the class were invited to present their thoughts 
following the degrees up to the 12 th degree. A report of the meeting was submitted and 
published in the Clarion Winter 2016. Updates were sent with the meeting notices, including 
how the Valley was progressing, upcoming events, and keeping the house in order which was 
the theme for the year. 

Leadership 

The leadership team gave input to the program and development of the Valley, requesting 
opinion of changes, development and support for the Valley. Notices were sent to the officers of 
the Leadership team - preparing the team for the upcoming meetings. Forty-six “no surprise 
messages” were sent - communications giving further details of items for their interest. Lodge 
Officers booklets were created and all leadership team members were involved through their 
input in their creation. Successive planning has been discussed with an advisory group resulting 
in future plans of strong leaders in the top three chairs of the Valley. 

Valley Fellowship 

The Grand Master of Ceremonies sent to each candidate a summary and lesson points for each 
degree conferred or communicated. It has been a regular practice for the class to receive a 
copy of the lecture of the degree conferred of an evening. 

Valley Events 

A 58-page booklet for candidates entitled “Introduction to Valley of the Fraser Valley Lodge of 
Perfection A. & A. S. R. of Canada” has been printed. Each candidate has two mentors, a 32° 
and 33° Mason. The class presented twice their thoughts of the degrees during the year. This 
year is the second year of a cooperative degree program with Vancouver Valley. The main 
purpose, that between the two valleys, all the degrees 4 - 14 would be portrayed. 

Connecting/Supporting of Craft Freemasonry 

An educational program has been completed and presented to three Craft Lodges 

Financial Health 

Dues were increased as well as fees for the degrees. The Valley is more financially stable. 
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Valiev of Castleqar/Nelson 

Kootenay-Boundary Lodge of Perfection (40) 

Kokanee Chapter of Rose Croix (31) 

Membership 

Membership in the Valley remains small and has declined slightly from last year. One 
application is in the hands of the Grand Secretary for next year and one affiliation for the 
Chapter. Approximately 10-15 will attend regular meetings. Geographically it will draw 
membership from one lodge in the same city with eight other lodges within 150 km. One brother 
lives 4 hours away - (350 km). Geography and weather play a major role in the work of the 
Valley - for both attendance and social events. 

Communication 

All Notices are sent via email. Notices give details of dinners before meetings as well as the 
regular details of officers, agenda, and list of meetings. The notice is used to advertise not only 
meetings for the months ahead, but topics from Supreme Council; it acts as a newsletter. The 
TPGM has continued to meet as many of the brethren informally rather than phone calls. 

Leadership 

Succession planning is started from the JGW position, and the practice of the Valley is to have 
two TPGM serve for a two-year period, with both SGW and JGW taking their position for the 
same time. Importantly there is mentoring and support by the HIGs for the officers. 

Valley Fellowship 

Because of the distance brethren travel to attend meetings, there is usually a Festive Board 
before each meeting at a local restaurant. Many Scottish Rite Brethren are strong supporters of 
Craft Masonry and meet informally at these events during the year. There is little opportunity for 
the Valley to join another Valley to share the degree work. The closest Valley is Okanagan - 
350km. Most social events are therefore with the Craft Lodges. 

Valley Events 

The dinners, before the meeting, serve as a social time together. At these meeting each brother 
donates to the SRCF, the total each year is submitted to Supreme Council. 

Connecting/Supporting of Craft Freemasonry 

Being a small Valley and separated from other Valleys most of the connections is through Craft 
Lodge meetings. This area of the Province has nine lodges from which to seek interest in 
Scottish Rite (between 150 km to the west and 370 km to the east). Brethren living closer to 
Trail complete the majority of the work. The Valley did give two presentations in Craft Lodges 
about the Scottish Rite. 

Financial Health. 

The Valley is in good financial health. General funds and some small investments are both 
sound. The rent is reasonable and expenses are controlled with combined accounts to cut down 
on paperwork and bookkeeping. 

Informal discussions have taken place on the plans for the future work of the Valley. 

Membership increase is one area that will be looked at carefully as well as building some Social 
activities specifically with Valley members. The Valley will also be looking forward to presenting 
about Scottish Rite Masonry in more Craft Lodges in the future. Next year there is opportunity to 
make a presentation about Scottish Rite at a Masonic Day. The TPGM is interested in 
organizing acting classes for the membership to enhance portrayals of the degrees. 
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Valiev of Vernon 

Okanagan Lodge of Perfection (131) 

Moray Chapter of Rose Croix (124) 

Morning Star Consistory (111) 

Membership 

Membership is generally declining in all three bodies. - comparison of number from last year to 
this. All three bodies have had candidates for degrees. The forecast for the future sees the 
Valley increase membership steadily. The Consistory has twenty-three candidates this year 
(jointly from Okanagan and Thompson Valleys). Few members travel from Penticton for Valley 
meetings, since Penticton resigned its Warrant several years ago. Talks have included a review 
of the Scottish Rite membership from Penticton to see if there is a possibility to create a Scottish 
Rite Club with members of that area. The Valley hopes for more degrees conferred rather than 
communicated, requiring new members to be approached and seek in conferrals. 

Communication 

All communications are emailed. Several without Internet, receive all correspondence by 
Canada Post. 

Leadership 

Leadership is respected and trusted. The three bodies work well together with each having a 
strong team of officers. Communication between each body is identified as significantly 
important for the year’s plan of meetings. The Valley recognizes that a clear plan helps with 
personal planning of support for the Valley meetings. Officers of Consistory hold office for two 
years, while Perfection and Rose Croix are for one year. An Advisory Committee meeting will 
occur in June, with all officers, incoming officers attending. Schedule of degrees will be 
discussed. 

Valley Fellowship 

(Keeping Connected) Monthly lunches at a local restaurant are organized by the Valley for 
members and invited guests. Attendance is good, especially with working members sometimes 
able to attend. 

Valley Events 

The Order of Merit was presented to III. Bro. Paul Eberman, 32°, a brother who has been a 
regular and prompt attender at all meetings, and it has to be stressed at all meetings, and who 
has therefore served the Valley with distinction. Vernon has a masonic Social Committee of all 
bodies of the fraternity who organize three events during each year, and not necessarily the 
same events each year. This Valley has an Education Officer appointed by the membership, 
one of two Valleys in the jurisdiction with such an Officer. 

Connecting/Supporting of Craft Freemasonry 

A joint committee schedules three events each year and includes all fraternal groups, Scottish 
Rite, Craft, Royal Arch, and Shrine. Members of the committee come from each of the fraternal 
groups. 

Financial Health 

The cash and investments of the Valley are strong. Recent dues increase has helped in 
covering annual budgets. The Financial Health of the Valley is good. 
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From the Survey 

An Advisory Meeting was held and the survey results discussed. 

. Social events outside of the meetings was seen as a need. The main issue is the events 
encompass as many of the membership as possible. The thought - “I don’t get the 
brotherhood fellowship outside lodge meetings” - was expressed. 

. All meetings are conferring of obligatory degrees. Plans will be made to confer more 
degrees in Perfection rather than communicate as presently done. Copies of each 
Lecture of all degrees (conferred and communicated) will be passed out to class and 
members after. 

. Members want more Education. Education will be presented more at the festive board 
than formally in the tyled lodge. What is presently arranged, will be enhanced and will 
hopefully encourage more. A lack of resources available to assist in education is a 
concern. A variety of programs will be used, educational papers, discussion forums, 
feedback sessions, and open discussion of the Valley progress. 

. The issue with both more degrees conferred and further education plans for meetings is 
time - time within the meeting as well as time at the festive board. Lateness of evenings 
is a concern. The Valley proposes to explore details of events locally, provincially, and 
nationally, to have at hand ideas worth duplicating (best practices), which might help 
with their plans. 

. Communication within the Valley is satisfactory. The deliberate connection with the new 
SR Masons could be better - an opportunity to be intentionally inviting to encourage 
their participation in degree work, gauging the memory work according to time available 
by the members. Making everyone feel welcome at every meeting will be a major plan 
for the future. 

. The Valley is considering creating a Valley Calendar to include local Valley schedules 
and local social events, and not just Valley meetings. 

Valley of Prince Rupert 

Skeena Lodge of Perfection (24) 

Membership 

As reported last year the Valley has been experiencing difficulty in holding regular meeting as 
per the by-laws. This is mainly due to travelling in this part of the province, and with members 
having to seek work out of the town of Terrace. As a result, several brethren had started their 
masonic journey but have not been able to complete the degrees of Perfection. 

A Reunion was held in Prince George (6 hours away by car - no air transport available) for the 
end of April and eleven members from Skeena completed their journey in Lodge of Perfection. 
With renewed energy and excitement, the LOP plans to confer degrees on several applicants 
who were not able to attend. Plans are in place to hold an election and installation, the latter to 
be held in September. 

The Valley has come a long way since the last visit of the Deputy, and with renewed interest, it 
is hoped the Valley will become more active over this coming year. 

Communication 

All communications are electronically sent. A new Grand Secretary is keen to have all 
communications sent on time. With the help of HIGs, the Grand Secretary has become well 
versed in the work of his office. 
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Leadership 

The three Executive Officers of the valley are keen to work together to rebuild the Valley. They 
foresee new 14° masons taking part in the team for LOP. 

Valley Fellowship 

From discussion with the members, the core of Masons is attending from one Craft Lodge and 
this is creating a group of young and enthusiastic Masons for not only their Craft Lodge but for 
the Valley as well. 

Connecting/Supporting of Craft Freemasonry 

The connection with a Craft Lodge in Terrace and the Valley mentioned above are paying 
dividends for the interest in Scottish Rite. This will precipitate through the large geographical 
area as the Lodge members visit other Craft Lodges. Like other Valleys, this Valley has only 
one lodge in town while the other 5 are a distance from Terrace. The geography and weather 
sometimes control the attendance at their meetings. They meet on a Saturday which offers a 
chance for members to attend. The obverse of that is of time away from family. 

Financial Health 

Although the financial records show small amounts in the bank statements, the Valley is in a 
healthy position. 

Valiev of Campbell River 

Strathcona Lodge of Perfection (70) 

Membership 

The membership is small in the Valley. It has several Lodges from which to draw membership 
but only one locally. The closest Lodge is over one hour away by car. The Valley has a class of 
four this year. The Valley sponsors a Master Masons breakfast in September in conjunction with 
the Royal Arch Masons and Shrine. Members sense an increase in interest in Scottish Rite over 
other fraternal groups. Membership remains the same. Average age continues to rise. A core of 
members is the foundation through which the Lodge maintains its activities. Many are active 
members of Royal Arch Masonry and Shrine. This is the life of Freemasonry in a small town. I 
was pleased to present to III. Bro. Dr. John Bradley 32° the Order of Merit for his service not 
only as the Grand Secretary but also for his long service as the Director and Master of the 12 th 
degree team. The Valley lost a well-respected Mason, III. Bro. Earl J. Parker, 33° who was 
instrumental in the formation of Strathcona Lodge back in 1985, a tireless worker for 
Freemasonry through many bodies in our Fraternity. 

Communication 

All notices arrive in a timely fashion. Those not on Internet receive all notices through Canada 
Post. The Valley is not considering a Website at this time. Additional material to an electronic 
notice would be an easy addition to consider. What could help the Valley are reminders for both 
practices and meetings. Discussion of Scottish Rite Masonry tends to be conducted while 
travelling to and from meetings. This Valley and Colville LOP in Nanaimo work together in 
conferring the degrees of Perfection. The relationship is strong and assists each in fellowship, 
attendance, and interest. 

Leadership 

There is no Executive Council for the Valley. Much work in planning the Valley program is with 
the senior officers of the Valley, and with the assistance of the HIGs. The cooperation works. 
Brethren regularly meet informally through their work in Craft Masonry and Royal Arch and 
travelling. 
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Valley Fellowship 

As mentioned the breakfast held each September is the main social event, and planned by the 
Valley. Much of social events are with the Craft Lodge in Campbell River to which many of the 
membership of Strathcona belong. A positive environment therefore is found between the LOP 
and Craft Masonry. Many of the Valley members are also members of the Northern Lights 
Degree Team. This team travels extensively to confer degrees not only in BC but also into the 
USA and has even travelled to Scotland. Several HIGs are members of this degree team as well 
as officers of LOP. 

Valley Events 

The Valley has sponsored a charitable event, which annually donates the balance to the BC 
Learning Centre. The LOP holds regular dinners at meetings in which fund raising is part of the 
event. Several members offer to work as barmen to other fraternal events, part of which funds 
raised go to the Learning Centre. The Valley made a donation to the SRCF on the Deputy’s 
Official Visit. 

Connecting/Supporting of Craft Freemasonry 

Campbell River is a close-knit community and Mason support many groups in the area fraternal 
and others. The Northern Lights Degree Team is a strong advocate of Freemasonry and hence 
Scottish Rite. In June a barbecue is held - purely social with family joining in the event. The 
Valley holds a Christmas Dinner; widows are invited to attend. 

Financial Health 

The financial health of the Valley is stable. Dues remain low. With a small membership 
consideration to raise dues is approached cautiously. Dinners tend to be an additional cost 
rather than use operational fund to pay for these events. 

From the Survey 

In further discussion with officers about the results of the survey, their opinion was that 
Education was certainly lacking in the Valley and that plans would be put into place to during the 
next year to increase presentations. There is little Scottish Rite material available in the Valley. 
Therefore, members will be searching for books on Internet to begin to build a masonic library of 
Scottish Rite books for the lodge building. Information about the upcoming additions to the 
Scottish Rite Website (Education and enlightenment) will further support resources available. In 
order to create Education evenings for the Valley the plan for next year is to rework past years’ 
schedules to make available two business meetings where Education would be the focus. There 
is also interest in a focus on health issues in men to be part of the education. 

Valiev of Kamloops 

Thompson Lodge of Perfection (70) 

Thompson Chapter of Rose Croix (69) 

Membership 

For the last four years the Valley has been stable. This year has seen no applications to join 
Scottish Rite in the valley. The membership is eager to find more candidates. The Valley has 
five Craft Lodges from which to seek members, two are in the city. Average attendance of the 
Valley is about 30%. The Valley hosted a Bring a Brother campaign for the Deputy’s Official 
Visit and there are plans for a Master Mason event in September. In March the Valley lost a 
most admired member, III. Bro. Francis McKee 33°. Over 60 years a Mason and 50 years as a 
Scottish Rite Mason, he was a tireless worker for the Valley. 
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Communication 

Communication through notices is received by email. Some members still receive notice by 
Canada Post. Most of the correspondence from Supreme Council, the SRCF, and newsletters 
from other jurisdictions are all forwarded to the membership. The Valley has a core of active 
Masons who will meet informally to discuss Masonry in general and Scottish Rite in particular. 
Their new library has a selection of Scottish Rite material - the aim is to increase the resource. 

Leadership 

As a result of some Town Hall meetings over the last several years, the Valley Officers’ have 
addressed the need for stronger Leadership by establishing a Succession Planning for the 
Valley’s Officers. A Nomination Committee has been selected and successfully approached 
specific Brothers to begin and advance in the Line of Offices for both Bodies. These same 
Officers have taken it upon themselves to institute an Executive Council that is tasked with 
identifying issues, agreeing to an action plan and implementing it so as to assist the Valley 
Officers. The Executive Council consists of the Principal Officers of both Perfection and Rose 
Croix, Grand Secretary/Registrar, Grand Treasurer/Treasurer, IPTPGM, IPMWS, and all HIGs 
and the Past Active. 

Valley Fellowship 

The Valley shares many social events with other bodies of Freemasonry. The addition of 
Scottish Rite social events is being addressed by the Executive Council which will establish a 
priority list. 

Valley Events 

The Valley utilizes a two-year term for Officers to assist in the succession planning and to 
establish continuity and stability in the Valley. Recently the caterers of suppers - the Order of 
the Eastern Star - for both Scottish Rite and Craft Masonry decided to conclude their support of 
the long tradition of catering to the dining needs of the Masonic Family. This Valley held a 
special meeting of Scottish Rite to acknowledge and show appreciation for all their work. The 
dinner was a gift to the OES members while other attending paid. Lifts were arranged for some 
OES members who needed a ride. Corsages and a small gift were given to each member. The 
dinner included entertainment. 40-50 were expected to attend - 70 attended. No one could 
remember a similar event in BC&Y. The event has prompted much discussion about Scottish 
Rite - maybe a possible increase in new members. 

Connecting/Supporting of Craft Freemasonry 

Planning for a Master Mason night in September has been recorded above. The Thompson 
Valley and Okanagan Valley have had a strong relationship over several years sharing the 
conferring of degrees. Regular visitations take place to Okanagan by Brethren of Thompson 
Valley especially on degree nights and on special Scottish Rite visits by dignitaries. The recent 
visit of our Sovereign Grand Commander in Okanagan Valley was attended by several carloads 
of brethren from Kamloops. 

Financial Health 

The Valley is in a strong financial situation and is on a sound financial base for several years to 
come. 

From the Survey 

At an Executive Council meeting attended by the Deputy the results of the survey were 
discussed. The Valley had the highest participation in the survey of Valleys in the jurisdiction. 

. Education was shown to be a need for the Valley. It was strongly expressed that the 
degrees are of paramount importance and thus no desire to rush candidates through the 
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obligatory degrees, but to take time to explore the meaning of them through further 
discussions. 

. Plans are now being made to consider a Scottish Rite degree team to assist in Craft 
Lodges when called upon. 

. Social events with other Concordant Bodies were also discussed. 

. The Valley will continue their planning process through an Executive Council. The 
overwhelming consensus was the belief in quality of meetings, degrees, education, 
fellowship, and programs, will make the difference in the planning of the Valley’s future. 

Valiev of Vancouver 

Vancouver Lodge of Perfection (200) 

Vancouver Chapter of Rose Croix (186) 

British Columbia Consistory (393) 

Membership 

The numbers identified against each of the bodies appear to be low compared to those given 
last year. Reconciliation of membership numbers between the Valley and Supreme Council has 
been a major undertaking by the new Assistant Grand Secretary, III. Bro. Abi Tur 32°. It was 
found that numbers given last year were not correct and possibly inflated due to missed records 
of brethren passing away or demitting from the Valley. The membership of the Valley is stable. 
The Valley was saddened with the news that III. Bro. William L. Shollert 33° passed away in 
April. III. Bro. Shollert was a most active member of the Valley taking many parts in the degrees. 

Communication 

All Communications are through e-mail with a small group still requiring mailing through Canada 
Post. There has been some talk of creating a website for the Scottish Rite Valley. There is a BC 
Learning Centre website in place and being used effectively by the membership both locally and 
throughout the province. 

Leadership 

The leadership of the Valley continues to be monitored carefully. Both the Senior Officer and 
HIGs meet to discuss successive planning for the future. 

Valley Fellowship 

The Valley plans for dinners before meetings when special events during the year occur - i.e., 
conferring of the 14 th Degree. Both Fraser Valley and Vancouver Valley continue to work 
together to support each other in conferring degrees. 

Valley Events 

The Valley held a Master Mason evening in September. III. Bro. P. Durrell 33°, acted as MC 
explaining Scottish Rite and III. Bro. John Teleske 33°, presented the work of the Learning 
Centre, inviting any to view the centre which was next to the lodge room used for the Maser 
Mason evening. A portion of the 16 th degree was also presented as an example of the colourful 
dramas that Scottish Rite offers. The Master Mason evening is an annual event for the Valley. 

The Valley conducts the Installation of the three bodies in January. A Festive Board follows the 
installation. The Installation program will be used in Victoria next year at its installation of the 
three bodies. 

Connecting/Supporting of Craft Freemasonry 

Many of the Craft lodges in the metropolitan have a Scottish Rite member who communicates at 
the Scottish Rite meetings. 
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Financial Health 

The Financial health of the Valley is sound. The Valley Foundation supports special events and 
dinners that are scheduled during the year. It has a Board of Trustees who offer support when 
they see the need. 

From the Survey 

Informal discussions at meetings and over festive boards have identified two particular areas 
that the Valley will focus on in the future, Education and Communication. For Education the 
Valley has elected a brother as an Education Officer. A program has already been established. 
To improve Communication, the Valley has appointed an Assistant Secretary to the Valley. 
Already communications have developed well with this appointment. 

Valiev of Victoria 

Victoria Lodge of Perfection (220) 

Victoria Chapter of Rose Croix (340) 

Vancouver Island Consistory (319) 

Membership 

The Valley has a number of well-qualified and active members who work tirelessly for the 
Lodge, Chapter and Consistory. Over the past several years an average of 10 new candidates 
have joined. More each year from the new class are put to work in the degrees. The Valley is 
rebuilding Degree teams accordingly. This year the Valley sponsored a Master Mason night and 
showed the new DVD - The Masonic Journey Continues. A short Power Point presentation was 
made with Scottish Rite Masons present offering their thoughts on their membership, why they 
joined, what they have learned, and why they stay. 

It is with sadness that I report the passing of three Honourary Grand Inspectors this past year - 
III. Bro. Donald Wakelyn 33°, III. Bro. James Bell 33°, and III. Bro. David Walker 33°. 

III. Bro. Wakelyn was a PTPGM and a charter member of the Vancouver Island Consistory and 
a PC-in-C. For many years he played Constans in the Allegory. Perhaps it was fortuitous that he 
enjoyed that role, as his characteristic in ROS was Constancy. He was Past Grand Master of 
the Grand Lodge of British Columbia and Yukon in 1986. Many greatly admired the work he did 
for Masonry in Victoria. 

III. Bro. James Bell was small in stature - he was a submariner during the war - but with a 
wonderful voice, his ritual work was impeccable. 

Ill Bro. David Walker was the PMWS and spent many years following his year as MWS 
conducting the table ceremony of the relighting of the lights at Easter. 

Communication 

All communications from the Grand Secretary are through email. A substantial number not on 
email, receive a hard copy of all communications. Payment of dues are now completed 
electronically. Notices always include a brief explanation of the degrees to be conferred. A small 
group meet regularly for lunch, which continues to build a strong team for the Valley. 

Leadership 

The Valley has a strong leadership both with the officers elected and appointed and the HIGs 
who note where support is required and are always ready to help. Over the years the TPGM 
has usually served as a Worshipful Master in his Craft Lodge, thereby bringing to the chair the 
experience and expectation of the smooth running of the lodge meetings. The Valley does not 
have an Executive Committee, which meets regularly. Discussion to consider a Committee to 
assist the planning of the year and thereby supporting the work of the Grand Secretary would be 
worth serious consideration. 
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Valley Fellowship 

Each meeting of the Valley sees a conferring of a degree, and a festive board to follow. The 
latter have been more of a casual event with no formal agenda. It is usually here where some 
education is presented and always from some aspect of the degree conferred. The Valley 
confers all degrees for 4 to14 on a two-year cycle and wishes to continue the plan. Scottish 
Rite Masons meet for lunch on a Thursday at a local restaurant, and invite brethren not in 
Scottish Rite to join them. From this luncheon, some candidates for Scottish Rite are found. 

Valley Events 

A group of Scottish Rite Masons regularly attend the annual “Breakfast to Remember” in 
Victoria. This year’s event was held in February. The event is sponsored by he Alzheimer 
Society of British Columbia and held in the Crystal Ballroom of the Fairmont Empress Hotel. 
This year over twelve members of the Victoria Valley attended the event. At the end of May, the 
Valley sponsored a Master Mason evening; the DVD from Supreme Council was shown and a 
PowerPoint presentation by the Deputy was used to introduce Master Masons to Scottish Rite. 

It was pleasure to present a Grant from the Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation to Dr. Leigh 
Swayne. Her work will be on the molecular structure of certain cells, which appear to create 
autism issues. The research will be to seek ways to eliminate the cells and reduce the ‘level’ of 
autism. The Class of Candidates were in attendance at this presentation in the lodge room, 
offering them the opportunity to see what the SRCF does and observe our donations given to 
research in Puzzles of the Mind. 

The Lodge was thrilled to receive the Sovereign Grand Commander, III. Bro. Terry McLean 33° 
on his official visit to the Valley. On the previous days, Our Sovereign Grand Commander 
presented 50 year Jewels and Certificates to four brethren from the Valley: III. Bro. Sandy 
Gordon 33° (91 yrs.). III. Bro. Leighton Lovitt 32° (95yrs.), III. Bro. Stanley Clarke 32° (94yrs.), III. 
Bro. Raymond Bexfield 32°(89yrs.). 

Connecting/Supporting of Craft Freemasonry 

So many of the brethren in Scottish Rite are also leaders in their respective Craft Lodges. With 
Craft special events in Victoria and on Vancouver Island, the idea of special Scottish Rite Social 
events only arise when something to celebrate in Scottish Rite is considered. The upcoming 
celebration of Scottish Rite Week will be looked at with interest to create such an event. 

Financial Health 

The Finances are on a sound footing. Careful budgeting of funds ensures that there is no 
overspending. Consideration has been given to a raise in dues in the future. 

From the Survey 

The Valley recognizes that there is a core that share the majority of the load of the work in 
Scottish Rite. Whether this be by the regular informal meetings each week over a lunch, or from 
better chance that a positive response for a request to help in a degree is guaranteed from the 
core than others, that is not determined. Maybe both. The questions asking if one could devote 
more time to Scottish Rite were all responded to as “the same amount” as is presently being 
offered. 

The Valley has a high expectation for new members to participate as quickly as they can be 
following their conferral in the 14 th degree. The Valley supports the notion that it would be best 
to consider Master Masons join the Scottish Rite after at least one year in Craft Masonry. It is 
felt strongly that the membership need to invite Master Masons to join if it is already noted there 
is a hunger for more information on Freemasonry which the Scottish Rite can offer. 
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Consideration to review all aspects of communication in the Valley, expectations of Officers, 
procedures, clarifying the work of the directors of the degrees, as well as keeping a current list 
of the ritual work known by members. A website for the Valley in Victoria has been discussed - 
the need to find a brother willing to create one, and keep material relevant appears to be the 
first hurdle to jump. 

Like other Valleys, Education was the weakest area from the survey results. Meetings in this 
Valley are always a conferring of a degree. Perfection holds seven meetings a year. Chapter 
holds four meetings a year. Consistory holds four meetings a year. Time and space in the lodge 
building both are an issue. This Valley does not have a separate Scottish Rite Lodge room. 
Education if at all is presented at the Festive Board. Serious consideration has been given to 
present Education to the class of candidates before their next conferral at that meeting. One 
commentator from the survey suggested that one or two meetings each year be for purely the 
education of Scottish Rite subjects might be worth pursuing. 

The above are the ‘big ideas’, as the team that I met with phrased it, which will be massaged 
into focused objectives in the coming year. 

Conclusion 

I express my thanks for all the support from the Supreme Council Office that I receive. I 
continue to ask questions and make requests. Immediate responses come from III. Bro. Brian 
Gilkinson 33°, Grand Secretary-General, III. Bro. Steven Warren 33°, COO, and Ms. Leslie 
Drake, Office Administrator. I thank our Sovereign Grand Commander for the support he has 
also shown both in his first of several visits to our jurisdiction and for the many emails about 
educational matters. I have appreciated the genuine desire to help, to make the work of Deputy 
very enjoyable. 

My thanks also to both III. Bro. Michael Ward 33°and III. Bro. Karl Springer 33°as Active 
members of our jurisdiction for their guidance as a team we have worked to keep the Rite alive 
and enthusiastic. Much of the work as Deputy is through discussion with the Active members. 
Their continued help and service to me has helped make the work of Deputy that much easier. 

This is the last year for III. Bro. Ward as an Active member, which began in 1998, and which 
from 2000 to 2007 he was our Deputy for BC, and from 2007 to 2016 has continued to be a 
thoughtful and unselfish member of the team in BC&Y. His work has continued to be focused on 
all aspects of the Rite both in his home Valley and the other nine around the province. He has 
continued to help with discussion by offering a historical perspective in several concerns that 
have arisen. To III. Bro. Marvin Munro 33° I express my thanks for the regular communications I 
send to him for his wisdom on many Scottish Rite issues that he imparts, and to III. Bro. Ray 
Bryant 33° who has continued to offer support when needed herein Victoria. 

The work of Deputy in BC&Y continues to give me personal pleasure in observing how engaged 
the brethren are with the Rite. The Survey results have focused on areas where many of the 
brethren may have, in the past, thought about only, but now are verbalizing what changes are 
required in their Valleys to continue to be a positive force for fraternal members to continue their 
masonic journey. I thank III. Bro. Terry McLean 33° for allowing me to serve as his Deputy so 
that I might continue my masonic journey and remain steadfast in new knowledge and 
understanding.

I respectfully submit this, my report as the Deputy for Manitoba and Nunavut Territory, on the 
Valley of Brandon and the Valley of Winnipeg for 2015-2016. 

For the jurisdiction as a whole, we continue to support the Grand Lodge of Manitoba’s efforts to 
ensure cooperation and harmony amongst the Masonic Family. Grand Lodge hosts bi-monthly 
meetings with all concordant bodies, and the Deputy or Active Member attends on behalf of 
Scottish Rite. These meetings have strengthened fraternal ties within the Manitoba Masonic 
community. 

As part of our support of the Masonic Family, I had the honor and pleasure to bring greetings on 
behalf of the Supreme Council at the following events: 

. Installation for the Daughters of the Nile 

. Grand Lodge of Manitoba Annual Communication 

. Grand Chapter of Manitoba Order of the Eastern Star Annual Session 

The Active Member, III. Bro. Al Hadley, 33°, attended a number of events in my absence, often 
performing double duty as a representative of Scottish Rite and other Masonic bodies. 

As in the past number of years the Masonic Family was invited to attend the Lieutenant 
Governor’s New Year Levee at the Manitoba Legislative Building on January 1,2016, with Her 
Honour the Honourable Janice Filmon, C.M., O.M., Manitoba’s new Lieutenant Governor. We 
were particularly pleased to see Her Honour continue her predecessor’s tradition. We were 
presented to the Lieutenant Governor, her spouse and the Premier of Manitoba. 

We were saddened by the loss of three Honorary Inspectors-General this year - III. Bro. Vern 
Duke, 33°, III. Bro. Brandon Little, 33°and III. Bro. Irv Jackson, 33°. Their lives and passing are 
commemorated elsewhere in these proceedings. These men made significant contributions to 
Scottish Rite Freemasonry in Manitoba and we mourn their loss. 

We also mourn the passing of Ruth Murray, wife of Past Active Member III. Bro. Don Murray, 
33°. Ruth was a lovely lady and will be sorely missed. We wish Don the best in his new home in 
British Columbia. 

Valley of Brandon 

It was my pleasure to visit the Valley of Brandon on three occasions - October 2015, and 
February and May 2016. 

The Valley had the second-highest response rate in Canada to the Membership Survey last 
year. 

Membership 

The Valley initiated 2 candidates into the Lodge of Perfection this year. The Valley has been 
successful in attracting candidates, although some are young military men who are transferred 
to other Valleys over time. 
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Communication 

The Valley issues a monthly summons, with information on upcoming meetings, degrees and 
events. The primary method of transmission is by e-mail, although some members still receive 
hard copies by post. The Valley Secretary is also diligent in providing regular e-mail alerts and 
updates for matters of interest, or when timing precludes waiting until the next summons. 

In last year’s membership survey, 100% of respondents reported receiving a communication 
and 95% reported receiving it in a timely manner. 

Leadership 

Valley officers serve one-year terms. Because of the small size of the Valley, it is not unusual 
for officers to repeat chairs as needed. However, the Valley does a good job of involving new 
members in leadership roles. 

The survey results from last year’s membership survey showed a great deal of confidence in the 
Valley leadership. Between 80% and 95% of survey respondents agreed or strongly agreed with 
the leadership questions in the survey. 

The Valley has had some challenges at the Secretary level in the past two years, with the 
sudden passing of its long-term Secretary, followed by the departure of his replacement to 
another province. The Valley responded by splitting the Secretary duties between two brethren, 
who accepted the responsibility. While communications with members have kept up, the two 
transition periods resulted in the Valley struggling to meet some filing deadlines. 

Fellowship 

The Valley holds a number of events, notably a Fish Fry in the Summer that includes families, 
and a post-Relighting of the Lights breakfast that includes the wives. The Valley had an informal 
potluck supper in May, in honour of the official visit of the Sovereign Grand Commander. 

Uniqueness 

The Valley supports a scholarship provided to students at the local community college. 

Support to the Craft 

Valley members have leadership roles in various Craft lodges in Western Manitoba, the Grand 
Lodge of Manitoba, and numerous concordant bodies. 

Finances 

The financial affairs of the Valley are managed responsibly and the financial position of the 
Valley is expected to be stable in the next 5 years. 

General 

The Valley of Brandon is a small but dedicated Valley, operating with a high degree of 
fellowship and fraternal cooperation. Its members maintain close ties to other Masonic bodies 
and the community. 

Over 90% of survey respondents responded that they were Satisfied or Very Satisfied to the 
statement “Are you a proud Valley member?” 

Valiev of Winnipeg 

I had the pleasure of attending the Valley of Winnipeg on a monthly basis. 

The Valley had one of the lowest response rates to the Membership Survey in the country. The 
respondents were not representative of the membership as a whole and no conclusions can be 
drawn from the results. 
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Membership 

In 2014-15, the Valley responded to a lack of candidates by holding a Reunion, instead of the 
monthly degree format usually used. The Valley had not held a Reunion since 1994. The 
Reunion was very successful, with the Valley conferring the Lodge of Perfection degrees on 29 
candidates in November 2014. 

While the Reunions were successful from a membership perspective, they were logistically 
challenging and relied heavily on a handful of members to play key roles in all degrees. The 
Valley Council has not made a decision on holding Reunions in the future. 

With the return to the traditional monthly format, the Valley conferred the Lodge of Perfection 
degrees on 2 candidates in the Fall of 2015. With the addition of candidates who could not 
attend the 15° to 32° Reunion in April 2015, the Chapter and Consistory degrees were 
performed on 5 candidates in the Winter and Spring of 2016. 

Valley membership continues to decline through deaths and voluntary departures. The Valley 
leadership has recognized that the existing membership trend will make it hard to sustain the 
existing organizational structure and expenditure base in the future. 

The Valley did not organize an Open House this year, as the effectiveness of this approach had 
declined significantly in recent years. The Valley is reviewing membership materials from 
Supreme Council with the intent of revising its membership program. 

Communication 

The Valley issues a bi-monthly summons, containing information on upcoming meetings, 
degrees and social events. The primary method of transmission is by e-mail, although many 
members still receive hard copies by post. There is also an e-mail distribution system for e-mail 
alerts and updates on matters of interest, or when timing precludes waiting until the next 
summons. 

Leadership 

Valley officers serve one-year terms. In the past it was relatively uncommon for past officers of 
one body to move through the chairs of the other two bodies, but it has become much more 
common in recent years. As a result, all three bodies have experienced officers serving in new 
roles. 

Incoming principal officers are responsible for identifying new officers for their respective bodies. 

The principal officers for 2016-17 have been given manuals with copies of the Statutes and 
Regulations, the dispensation process, the Valley by-laws and the official versions of their 
degrees. It is expected that Valley administration will improve now that officers have a common 
starting point. 

Fellowship 

The Valley holds a Spaghetti Dinner fund-raiser every January. The Valley also sponsors a 
Luncheon Group, which has been meeting on the second Wednesday of the month for more 
than 50 years. 

The Valley holds an open joint installation of officers in May, with family, friends and 
distinguished guests in attendance. In May 2016, the Sovereign Grand Commander attended 
the joint installation on his Official Visit. The Valley hosted a dinner in his honour prior to the 
installation. 
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Uniqueness 

Valley administrative affairs are executed through a Valley Council, composed of officers from 
all three bodies. This arrangement has been in place for years, successful in ensuring that the 
work of the Valley is planned and executed efficiently and harmoniously. 

Support to the Craft 

The Valley regularly visits Masonic Lodges, particularly if a Scottish Rite member occupies the 
Master’s Chair. 

Valley members have leadership roles in various Craft lodges in Winnipeg, the Grand Lodge of 
Manitoba and numerous concordant bodies. 

Finances 

While the Valley operates generally on a break-even basis, it experiences financial pressures 
due to an expenditure base that has not declined in proportion to the membership decline, and 
the Valley relies on fund-raising to balance its budget. 

The Valley Council has re-invigorated its Finance Committee and charged it with examining all 
expenditures to determine a sustainable level of expenditures. The Valley Council has 
requested a significant rent reduction from the board of the Manitoba Masonic Centre. Unlike 
tenant Masonic lodges, the Valley pays rent at a fixed rate. This rate was set when the Valley 
had four times the membership it currently has. As a result, the effective per capita rate paid by 
the Valley is more than 50% higher than the per capita rate charged to tenant lodges. 

The Valley has been consistently delinquent in filing its AF reports for several years. 
Responsibility for preparing the reports has been moved from the Executive Secretary to the 
Finance Committee. While it is hoped that this change will result in better compliance in the 
future, as of June 1,2016 the Valley still had not filed its 2015 reports. There is a significant 
concern that a proper calculation of the Commutation of Dues Trust Fund has not been done for 
a number of years. 

General 

The Valley recognizes that it faces systemic issues with membership and finances and has 
established reviews to address those issues. The Valley continues to perform the ritual with 
diligence and skill, while providing fellowship and growth opportunities for its members.

NEW BRUNSWICK 

To the Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of 
Canada. 

Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

The following is a report of the state of the Rite in New Brunswick. 

Communication 

The three valleys in New Brunswick use regular notices to inform their members of meetings 
and special events. Email is being increasingly employed as members become more receptive 
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to internet communication. As well, we use good old faithful oral communication, but certainly 
not enough! 

Leadership 

Each valley has an Advisory Committee which assists the Presiding Officers in planning and 
programming. Each Committee is comprised of the principal body officers and local HIGs. HIG 
nominating committees are in place and Degree teams are active. The Perfection and Rose 
Croix bodies rotate their reunions which produces more interactive involvement between the 
valleys. 

Membership 

The decline in membership is continuing. This is true of all masonic bodies in our Grand 
Jurisdiction. The recent video showing our Foundation’s efforts to combat the challenges of the 
mind has and will help tell our story. Plowever, locally we need to improve our meeting content 
to encourage our members to attend regularly and become more involved. Presently, some of 
our members are becoming disenchanted because of our problems recruiting officers and 
meeting our financial obligations. 

Fellowship 

There is always a period of fellowship before and after meetings. Moncton held a special 
evening honouring Robbie Burns complete with “the haggis” in January. Several local pipers 
and the Dunnett School of Highland Dancers entertained in Moncton in November. An evening 
of country music was also held. Saint John is planning a pot luck supper to foster more 
fellowship. 

Special Events 

A special evening honouring Robbie Burns complete with “the haggis” and an evening of 
country music were held in Moncton to raise funds for the Moncton Learning Centre. 

The Moncton bodies also supported the DeMolay boys both financially and with volunteers 
assisting with their fundraising at the Atlantic Nationals Car Show. The Moncton Scottish Rite 
widows were recognized at Christmas. Saint John held its annual Wine and Cheese Party in 
December which included a silent auction with proceeds going to the Moncton Learning Centre. 
Chocolates at Christmas and roses at Easter were delivered to the Saint John Scottish Rite 
widows. 

Craft Lodge Liaison 

Each valley has expressed a ready willingness to attend any Craft Lodge meeting and present a 
talk about Scottish Rite Freemasonry. Saint John has designated members in each Craft Lodge 
in its area to seek out and recruit new members and Moncton is renewing its Liaison 
Committee. Fredericton also uses face to face communication with Craft Lodge members in a 
recruitment effort. Scottish Rite Pamphlets are available at some Craft Lodges. 

Financial Health 

Fredericton addressed its financial position a few years ago by collecting outstanding dues and 
now is financially stable. Moncton is presently addressing outstanding dues and their financial 
picture is improving. Saint John is burdened with high rental costs which combined with 
declining membership has caused a withdrawal from investments to meet expenses. As a 
result, the financial health of Saint John is a major challenge. 

General Comments 

Throughout our valleys, the survival and success of each body is dependent on a relatively 
small group of dedicated members. The effect of age and health is having a noticeable 
negative impact. Personal contact, active Craft Lodge representatives, interesting energetic 
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meetings are all ingredients of revitalization. These, together with good financial management 
are the elements we are pursuing, but progress is slow.

Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

It is my pleasure to report on the condition and activities of Scottish Rite Freemasonry in the 
Valleys under my jurisdiction - Halifax and Sydney, NS, Summerside, PEI, St. John’s, NL. 

Valiev of Halifax 

Membership 

Their membership has declined by 22. Of this number, 3 members were suspended for non¬ 
payment of dues, 15 members were issued Demits and 21 (4 HIG’s) members passed to the 
Grand Lodge above. They had 13 new Members join their Valley plus 3 Reinstatements and 1 
Affiliation. 

Their current Membership numbers (as of March 31,2016) are: 

Victoria Lodge of Perfection (294) 

Keith Sovereign Chapter of Rose Croix (289) 

Nova Scotia Consistory (398) 

They made several presentations at a number of Craft Lodges to inform the Brethren of the 
Scottish Rite and encourage initiation. In addition, several of their Brethren are promoting 
Scottish Rite within their Lodges to foster interest. A Master Masons Evening was held in 
Halifax on May 14, 2016 with 12 prospective candidates in attendance, most of whom have 
filled out an application for initiation in October. They used the Scottish Rite video “The Masonic 
Journey Continues” as an introduction and Illustrious Brother Kent Clarke, 33° provided some 
narrative. It was well received by all in attendance. The attendance at meetings and the 
participation of new members is encouraging. 

Communication 

Regular Summons of meetings and events are communicated via postal service and e-mails. 
Minutes of the meetings are distributed via e-mail and hard copies are available at the meetings. 
The Valley of Halifax web site is also kept up-to-date informing visitors to the site of upcoming 
events. Also, any Rite activities or items of interest are regularly shared with the Membership. 

Leadership 

The nominating Committee has endeavored to ask the Brethren who would be interested in 
serving the Lodge in a succession of Offices. The terms of office are for one year with re- 
election for a second year. This long-range planning should provide stability and growth within 
their Lodge. In addition, each Lodge meeting has an educational component (presentation) to 
stimulate thought and discussion. 
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Valley Fellowship 

A Leadership Seminar was held for the Officers in September, outlining the responsibilities and 
duties of the Offices.

Following each of their meetings a time of Fellowship and refreshments is 
enjoyed. Each January they enjoy a “bean supper” and this year it was elevated to a “Bean 
Experience”. I did attend this supper and it was a clamorous social experience. 

Uniqueness 

The Valley supports the ‘Children’s Learning Centre’ and hosts graduation ceremonies to 
recognize the achievements of students and staff. An update on the ‘Learning Centre’ is 
reported at each of the Lodge meetings and presentations about the Learning Centre have been 
made in Craft Lodges. 

Support to Craft Lodges 

Presentations explaining the Scottish Rite are made to Craft Lodges and to concordant bodies. 

Financial Health 

Their current financial situation is in good health, but with declining membership and increasing 
costs an increase in Annual Dues was implemented in 2016. 

Valley of Sydney 

Membership 

The Cape Breton Lodge of Perfection (143) 

The Isle Royale Chapter of Rose Croix (121) 

They were pleased to have candidates in both bodies last year. This influx on new and younger 
Brothers is an asset to the bodies. Unfortunately, death was a frequent visitor last year and 
membership suffered a decline. 

Communications 

Their notices are sent out by e-mail or regular mail and they strive to make the notices 
informative and thoughtful. 

Leadership 

In this Valley officers usually serve a one-year term. They are selected by a nominating 
committee which seeks out Brothers who are willing to commit to serve the Valley. 

Fellowship 

Although they are currently based in North Sydney they do have meetings in other locations 
such as Glace Bay and Baddeck. This gives the Brothers in these areas an opportunity to 
attend the meetings. They are currently studying a larger facility in North Sydney as the current 
one has proved difficult for degree work. 

Uniqueness 

I have been advised that their only unique feature is themselves. 

Financial Health 

In reviewing their financial records, they appear to be in good financial shape. 
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Valiev of Summerside, PEI 
Membership 

The membership for the Valley of Summerside, PEI as of December 31,2015 was as follows: 

Albert Edward Lodge of Perfection (67) 

Gordon L. Bennett Chapter of Rose Croix (62) 

Membership is slowing dwindling due to members being called to the Higher Lodge. 

They had meetings in April, May, September and October. April and May saw the portrayal of 
the fourth, fifth and seventh degrees. The Chapter held its Eastertide ceremonies on time. 

They had a total of four meetings of The Lodge of Perfection and two of The Chapter of Rose 
Croix. The latter being at Eastertide. Generally, they have a reunion of Chapter in November 
but the aspirant had not completed his degrees in Lodge to further advance him to Chapter. 

This prompted a motion that they would no longer portray degrees with less than two aspirants. 

Leadership and Succession Planning 

The joint meeting of Chapter and Lodge met in October and saw the election of new officers for 
the ensuing two years (2016 - 2018). Elections are held biannually in October with the 
installation of Officers at the joint meeting in April. 

Fellowship and Unique Charitable Activities 

In June of 2015 they held a lobster supper at a well-known establishment in New Glasgow, with 
the object of raising money for the Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation. As per usual they 
topped the previous year’s donation by donating $2,400. In prior years they held a take-out 
supper but their dwindling numbers put too much strain on the aging membership. They 
decided to hold a supper with each person paying for their own and donating to the foundation. 
This has been very successful with the Valley enjoying the status of being in the top number of 
per capita donations. 

Financial Health 

Their financial health is very good due to the influx of an endowment of $35,000 and a previous 
one of $3,500. Their dues are not expected to rise and delinquents are in the 10% range. 

Valiev of St.John’s, NL 

Membership 

The membership of The Valley of St. John’s, as of December 31,2015 was as follows: 

Centennial Lodge of Perfection (88) 

MacGillivary Chapter of Rose Croix (74) 

Newfoundland and Labrador Consistory (69) 

During the course of 2015, 9 Brothers were initiated in the Lodge - 7 completed the 4 th to the 7 th 
degrees inclusive; 2 completed the 4 th and 5 th degrees. Two more Brothers joined the Chapter 
and were joined by an existing member as they completed the 18 th degree. Additionally, a 
Consistory Reunion, held in November saw 5 Brethren initiated into the Consistory and they 
were also joined by an existing member as they completed their 32 nd degree. The Valley also 
saw 4 former members rejoin. All of this meant that the Valley of St. John’s had an increase in 
membership. 

Communications 

During 2015, the Valley held 8 Executive Committee meetings, 7 meetings of the Centennial 
Lodge of Perfection, 6 meetings of the MacGillivary Chapter of Rose Croix and 4 meetings of 
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the Newfoundland and Labrador Consistory. Average attendance of each of the various bodies 
was as follows: Executive Committee - 9; Centennial Lodge of Perfection - 27: MacGillivary 
Chapter of Rose Croix - 27; and Newfoundland and Labrador Consistory - 20. As a note; 
average attendance is up substantially in both the Lodge and the Chapter (largely due to the 
new membership joining). With numbers at the Executive Committee and Consistory meetings 
remaining about the same as last year. E-mail continues to be the main vehicle for Valley 
Communications. The Executive continues to encourage Brethren to utilize Supreme Council’s 
website. Both the Grand Secretary/Registrar and I, view the recent addition of distributing other 
Valley notices a plus. 

Fellowship and Unique Charitable Activities 

This year Easter Services saw an increase in numbers. It was decided to move the relighting of 
the lights ceremony to the Saturday morning following the Easter weekend and it proved a great 
move as it resulted in a 25% increase in attendance. It was discovered that many of the 
Brethren and Widows were able to attend - they normally were out of town on the holiday 
weekend. It is most likely that this practice will continue. 

In October, another successful Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation Walk-a-thon was held. The 
proceeds of which were donated to the Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation. Once again, this 
year saw 5 more “Scottish Rite Charitable Fellows” honored. 

Financial Health 

The Valley of St. John’s continues to enjoy a healthy financial situation. Actively pursuing dues 
in arrears has resulted in several members bringing their membership up-to-date and 4 former 
members returned to the Valley - some of them after a lengthy absence. With membership 
numbers increasing, the Valley is looking forward to a continued healthy situation.

Canada. 

Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

I am pleased to report on the condition and activities of Scottish Rite Freemasonry in the Valleys 
under my jurisdiction - Chatham, Guelph, London, Niagara, Sarnia, Windsor and Woodstock. 

Along with the Official Visits to each Valley, I was privileged to make a number of fraternal visits, 
particularly when special functions or social events were happening. It is a pleasure to see the 
number of inter-valley visitations taking place - for reunions, formal events, special events and 
social functions. 

Valiev of Chatham - Established in 1950 

Membership 

This past year shows a decrease of 24 members in the Lodge of Perfection,13 passed to the 
Grand Lodge Above, 7 demits and 4 suspensions for a total of 162 members remaining. The 
Chapter of the Rose Croix has had a decline of 23, with 12 deaths, 6 demits and 3 suspensions 
resulting in a total of 143 remaining. Chatham holds an information session each September 
during their annual George Morris Night, which is an informal kick-off to the second half of the 
Masonic year. For this event invitations are extended not only to Master Masons but non- 
Masons as well. 

Communication 

Meeting notices are sent out via post to those members who are not signed up for the electronic 
version. There is an on-going effort to increase the numbers receiving their mailings 
electronically. Information is also sent out in newsletter style to keep the members informed. 
Notices regarding events (deaths, etc.) are sent out as necessary via email. 

Leadership 

There is a Valley Executive Committee in place that meets twice a year, in May and October, 
acting as an oversight committee when planning and scheduling larger events such as reunions. 
Officers have one-year terms, but for continuity purposes, the Executive Committee Chair is in 
for two years and the Executive Secretary is in for five years. Another important function of the 
Valley Executive Committee is to monitor the officer line to make certain it is functioning as 
intended. 

A nominating committee is in place for the position of Plonorary Inspectors-General. This 
committee is chaired by a Past Active member. The nominating committee consists of all 
present Plonorary Inspectors-General and usually meets once a year at the call of the chair. 

There is also a director responsible for each of the degrees and for setting up the practice 
sessions for the same. 

Education and Enlightenment 

After discussing the results of the Supreme Council all-member survey, the Valley chose 
education as one of the topics they would like to concentrate on. To this end, Chatham has 
started to put together a description of degrees that they are unable to present during the year 
and offer this description to the candidates along with the prologue and the lecture. 



Valley Fellowship 

In May an inter-valley dinner is held with Windsor and Chatham alternating as hosts and with 
members of Sarnia and London invited to attend. 

The George Morris Night is a most enjoyable way to end the summer hiatus and return the 
focus to the fall meetings. It consists of a casual steak fry and an educational night for invited 
men to be introduced to the Scottish Rite. The invited group consists of Master Masons as well 
as men who are interested in Masonry in general. 

Uniqueness of Valley 

Although there is much that makes the Chatham Valley unique, perhaps the most striking 
feature is the very special feeling and affinity that the Valleys of Chatham and Windsor have for 
each other. They install each other’s Rose Croix Officers every year and they share an inter¬ 
valley evening. The Honorary Inspectors-General of each Valley visit back and forth during the 
year and join in on an August steak barbeque in Windsor and a pre-Christmas dinner in 
Chatham. 

Valley’s Connections to and Support of Craft Lodges 

A member of the Scottish Rite has been identified to be a representative in every lodge in the 
area. These representatives are there to offer assistance and support to Scottish Rite members 
in these lodges, as well as to answer questions from non-Scottish Rite members in the lodges 
and assist those who are interested in joining the Rite. Currently, there is a plan to have an 
education program in all the lodges regarding the Scottish Rite and what it has to offer. 

Financial Health 

Through the exercising of financial restraint, the Valley is financially viable for the foreseeable 
future. 

General 

The Valley of Chatham is a warm and friendly place to visit. Though small in number, it is an 
extremely active Valley. Degree work is well-performed and carried out with sincerity. Each 
does his individual task with expertise and energy. 

I would like to express my sincere thanks and appreciation to all the members of the Valley and 
especially to III. Bro. Brian Case for his hard work in the office of Grand Secretary/Registrar and 
for his assistance in compiling this report. 

Valiev of Guelph - Established in 1900 

Membership 

Royal City Lodge of Perfection has a membership of 448 and the Guelph Chapter of Rose Croix 
consists of 423 members. The Valley gained 2 candidates in the Lodge of Perfection but lost 12 
due to death and 4 by withdrawal. In the Rose Croix this year they gained no initiations but lost 

II due to death and 4 by withdrawal. 

To assist with informing Craft Lodge members in becoming knowledgeable about Scottish Rite, 
Guelph invites members of the Craft Lodges to their Open Installation ceremonies as well as to 
their summer barbeque. They also do presentations on the Rite in Craft Lodges, as requested. 

Communication 

The Masonic Centre in Guelph has initiated a newsletter to which the Scottish Rite contributes. 
This helps to emphasize their presence in the masonic community. 

Efforts are being made to continually expand email communications (now approximately 30% of 
the membership), both for the receiving of notices as well as other forms of information. They 
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are also always willing to work with other Valleys to exchange complimentary candidates and 
share degree work whenever possible. 

Leadership 

The Valley Executive as well as the General meetings are held in August and January. This 
past year, through the unfortunate loss of III. Bro. Ken Rutherford, 33°, considerable 
restructuring of activities and responsibilities took place. Active III. Bro. Jeff Dickson, 33° and III. 
Bro. Doug West, 33°, Chair of the Guelph Administration and Valley Meetings have stepped in. 
Together, utilizing their leadership and direction skills they are working diligently, reorganizing a 
number of their operations to ensure that the Valley continues to operate as well as possible. 

Valley Fellowship 

The Annual Barbeque held in August is continuing to grow. To assist members who live a great 
distance from Guelph, it is usually held in one of the outlying centres. It is receiving greater 
promotion and invitations are being extended to family and friends. Part of the success is due to 
hosting it on a Saturday rather than on a week night. Guelph Valley continues to promote fund¬ 
raising events, often in co-ordination with other bodies. 

Education and Enlightenment 

At the present time, Guelph Valley is working hard at examining best practices of Valleys who 
are in the situation of attempting to deliver all the degrees when membership is so 
geographically separated by considerable distances, but I am certain will come back stronger 
than ever next year. 

Uniqueness of Valley 

The Valley of Guelph extends to and includes the shoreline of Lake Huron, the Bruce Peninsula, 
the shoreline of Georgian Bay, cottage country, timberland, a port city and cities noted for 
education and research. With this diversity in geography comes the challenge of great diversity 
amongst its members. One of the very positive strengths of the Valley is their ability to see this 
for the challenge that it is, envisioning it as an opportunity with great potential. 

Valley’s Connections to and Support of Craft Lodges 

The Valley is presently working at improving their communications with the Lodges. They 
respond to all requests for presentations. 

Financial Health 

Both the Valley and their Masonic Centre of which they are a member, are doing well. The 
Centre has reduced its fraternal assessment by almost 17%. They are being well served by their 
knowledgeable financial team. 

General 

It continues to be a struggle for the Valley to find participants and to improve their ritual in 
degree work. The Valley is working hard to increase participation in these areas. Working with 
other Valleys in sharing ritual resources is also very important for their future. 

My appreciation and thanks go to III. Bro. John Jeffery and others for their assistance in the 
preparation of this report. 

Valley of London - Established in 1868 

Membership 

London Lodge of Perfection consists of 1,103 members and London Sovereign Chapter of Rose 
Croix has 1,156 which indicates a loss of 76 members from the previous year. The majority of 
these losses are due to death. 
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Communication 

Valley communications are through the Lodge and Chapter notices issued in January, March, 
September and October. The London Valley Update, a newsletter, is published in January and 
July of each year. The Update is intended to keep the members informed of the subjects being 
discussed by the Lodge and Chapter Officers as well as the happenings in the London Learning 
Centre. The state of the London Consistory Club is reported to the membership through the Vox 
Pop newsletter which includes matters concerning the Masonic Hall Company, a company 
which looks after their masonic home. As space allows, other material intended to provoke 
reflection on masonic values is included. 

Leadership 

The Advisory Committee of London Valley consists of Active and Past Active members, 
presiding officers, secretary and treasurers, as well as chairs of committees. This committee 
provides oversight and direction to the bodies of the Valley. It also informs the membership of 
items of mutual concern that are discussed at their meetings. This is accomplished by 
publishing the results of its deliberations in the Update Newsletter. Standing Committees look 
after matters such as nominating possible members for receiving the Honourary Inspectors- 
General rank, to be recipients of the Kingsmill Meritorious Award and for organizing many of the 
activities in the Valley such as the Consistory Club. 

Education and Enlightenment 

As a result of the feedback of the all-member survey that was distributed by Supreme Council, 
the committee selected education as one of the topics to stress and develop in the coming year. 

Valley Fellowship 

Fellowship bonds are strengthened through shared experiences and London holds many such 
events. The Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation Golf Classic, the Consistory Club Stag 
Barbeque, the Family Christmas Gathering and Celebration where the Learning Centre 
Graduation is celebrated, including the recognition of accomplishments for tutors and children 
are just some of these events. As well as a Christmas Dinner and summer barbeque for its 
Supreme Council members further represents their fellowship activities. 

Uniqueness of Valley 

The London Consistory Club has a lending and distribution program for medical assistive 
devices to individuals and areas where it can be of use. The Valley also has an award entitled 
the Kingsmill Meritorious Service Award, named after a father and son who served many years 
as Almoners. It consists of a large gold lapel pin and framed certificate. The recipient’s name is 
engraved on the back of the pin. Qualifications to become a recipient echo those of the John 
Ross Matheson Award. The Learning Centre, while not unique to London, makes a significant 
contribution to a segment of the population in need. 

Valley’s Connections to and Support of Craft Lodges 

In January the Valley has a Family of Masonry Luncheon preceding the Open Installation of the 
Lodge of Perfection. This luncheon includes the wives, family members, non-Masonic guests 
and members from other Orders. As in so many other cases, individual members are very active 
both in their Valleys and their Craft Lodges and Districts. 

Financial Health 

Both bodies have knowledgeable people as treasurers and members of the finance committees. 
The annual financial statements show that both bodies are in good to excellent health and that 
monies are spent wisely. For example, in 2014 the Chapter of the Rose Croix was able to 
provide funding to the Masonic Hall Company (London) Limited to upgrade its HVAC Control 
system.

General 

The strength of the Valley lies in the development of its membership. This development 
happens through its many social activities and in its consistently presenting excellent degrees. 

Unfortunately, and due to the increasing age of its membership, London has experienced a very 
marked drop in its membership due to deaths over the past few years. 

My appreciation and thanks go to III. Bro. James Ford, 33°, Grand Secretary/Registrar of the 
Valley for his assistance in many matters during the course of the year as well as in preparing 
this report. 

Valley of Niagara - Established in 1923 

Membership 

As a result of 14 deaths, 2 withdrawals, 4 suspensions and 10 new members, Elgin Lodge of 
Perfection presently has 413 members. Niagara Chapter of Rose Croix has 364 members due 
to 13 deaths, 2 withdrawals, 4 suspensions and 6 new members. 

Communication 

Three very informative summonses are sent out annually, including an attractive booklet for 
both the Lodge of Perfection Reunion and the Chapter of the Rose Croix Easter Ceremonies. 
Each member also receives a permanent card at the beginning of the year listing the dates of all 
the activities (including degrees) that the Valley has planned. This card fits nicely into a wallet 
and allows each member to have all the pertinent dates constantly with him. A substantial 
number of members are presently able to receive their notices electronically. 

Leadership 

One of the leading forces in Niagara Valley is the Valley Executive. The Executive Committee 
consists of the three principal officers of both bodies, the secretary, treasurer, almoner, degree 
directors, auditors and any 32° and 33° wishing to attend. It meets three times a year and its 
function is to make recommendations to be acted upon by both bodies. These functions include 
Officer progression, financial motions, and other business that impacts on the Valley. The spring 
meeting is preceded by a dinner. It is at this meeting where the following year’s calendar for 
degree work is established and in general, it is the forum where problems are ironed out and 
plans are made for the future. Presently, the Executive is encouraging the membership to 
support the initiative of establishing a Learning Centre in Plamilton. 

Education and Enlightenment 

After reviewing the results of the Supreme Council every-member survey of their Valley, 

Niagara decided that they would select education as their focus. To this end, they have started 
to produce and use introductions for their degrees. These introductions allow candidates to 
focus in on a degree just before its presentation and also assists them to get a better 
understanding as they see it performed. 

Valley Fellowship 

Niagara has an annual, formal Ladies Night in October at a special location (i.e.Skylon Tower) 
and a pork or steak barbeque in August. Both of these activities include invitations to family and 
friends. 

The Reunions of both bodies are preceded by a formal dinner for the members and candidates, 
usually includes a guest speaker and allows candidates, members, and guests to meet and 
greet prior to the formal meeting. 
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Uniqueness of Valley 

Some of the unique features of the Valley include the fact that Niagara performs all the degrees 
from the fourth to the eighteenth in sequential order. They provide instruction that assists the 
candidates in connecting the learnings from one degree to the next. 

The Officers of Elgin Lodge of Perfection hold office for one year while the Officers of the 
Chapter of Rose Croix are in for two. 

The Valley has established the “Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite, Niagara Valley Scholarship 
Fund” in the Humanities Department at Brock University and it continues to make annual 
contributions of $5,000 to enhance this important fund. Niagara Valley has also expanded their 
Bursary activities to include Niagara College. It also makes substantial donations to the three 
local Shrine Clubs which they, in turn, use for the Shrine hospitals. 

Valley’s Connections to and Support of Craft Lodges 

As in many cases, the members of Niagara Valley are very active in their Craft Lodges. 
Presently they are involved in setting up a program to use the Membership Video as a 
presentation in every Lodge to inform the members there of the advantages of membership in 
the Scottish Rite. 

Financial Health 

The financial statements and the investment portfolios indicate that the financial health in the 
Niagara Valley is strong and in the hands of good stewards. 

General 

Among its many strengths, Niagara Valley is known for its friendship to all who enter through its 
doors, its financial management, its generosity in benevolence and its participation - whether in 
the members turn-out for degree presentation, education sessions or social events. 

In closing, I would like to express my appreciation to III. Bro. Ronald Muha, 32°, Grand 
Secretary/ Registrar for his assistance with the preparation of this report. 

Valley of Sarnia - Established in 1966 

Membership 

Sarnia Lodge of Perfection has 200 members. This past year Sarnia lost 6 members through 
death, gained 6 members through initiation and lost 12 members through suspension. The 6 
members gained were as a result of a Master Mason’s night held the previous spring. 

Communication 

A very detailed and informative notice is sent to the membership electronically and through the 
mail on a monthly basis. Although this is their major method of communication, emails are used 
when particular messages are required. 

Leadership 

The Thrice Puissant Grand Master looks after the degrees and the general management of the 
Lodge. The Sarnia Scottish Rite Club looks after raising funds for the operation of the Lodge 
and the benevolence that is practiced. The new Honourary Inspectors-General are elected by a 
committee of all the present Honorary Inspectors-General. 

The Lodge has a strong, vibrant core of Officers and about 30 members are in attendance at all 
regular meetings. 

Individual activities are spear-headed by small groups of individuals who expend much energy 
in bringing these to fruition. 
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Education and Enlightenment. 

After a review of the Supreme Council Survey of all members, and after careful consideration by 
the committee present, Sarnia Valley decided to concentrate special effort on giving education a 
focus in the Valley next year. 

Valley Fellowship 

In December the Sarnia Scottish Rite Club holds an Annual Christmas Dinner with the ladies. 
This dinner serves as a fund-raising event for their food drives. In January, the Sarnia Valley 
celebrated Robbie Burns Night. This was held in Wyoming under the leadership of Michael J. 
and Michael T. Adams, and was assisted by others with or without Scottish roots. It turned out 
to be a very successful event even though it was just the second annual. The Sovereign Grand 
Commander and his wife totally enjoyed the evening. 

The Valley also has a Curling Bonspiel that is held at the Forest Curling Club in March and at 
which $800 was raised was raised for the Valley. 

The Valley also joins with Windsor and Chatham in a spring inter-valley visitation for an evening 
of food, fun and fellowship. 

Uniqueness of Valley 

There are many unique things about Sarnia, but the one thing that stands out above the others 
is the Valley’s capacity for and willingness to give to others. Through their various fund-raising 
efforts; such as the Christmas Banquet, Robbie Burns Night, Curling Bonspiel and other efforts, 
they raise enough money to help several causes. These causes include: two $500 bursaries 
each to a college and university-bound student, $500 each to Lambton County and Sarnia 
Salvation Army to assist with their food drives at Christmas and $800 was raised for the Sarnia 
Valley. Sarnia is also busy planning a “Scottish Rite Week” in November. 

Their willingness to help those in need is indeed their hallmark. 

Valley’s Connections to and Support of Craft Lodges 

The Master Mason’s night allows Sarnia Valley to join with the Craft Lodges in their district and 
hopefully assist in inviting some of their members to consider membership in the Scottish Rite. 

Financial Health 

The financial reports and records of investment indicate that the Valley is in good shape and 
that those who are responsible for handling the financial affairs are good stewards in these 
matters. 

General 

Sarnia is very warm and welcoming place. Despite being small in numbers and widely spread 
geographically, it is most generous when it comes to giving. This generosity and hard work 
extends in matters i.e.: how they treat their members, their efforts to deliver good degrees and 
in welcoming all who enter their doors.

Valiev of Windsor - Established 1888 
Membership 

Windsor Lodge of Perfection membership stands at 387 and Windsor Chapter of Rose Croix at 
349. Membership declined slightly. There were 4 members who joined the Lodge of Perfection 
and 4 who joined the Chapter of the Rose Croix. The Valley lost 15 members through death, 
and 6 through suspension. 
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The Valley is trying to improve recruitment through the use of the Supreme Council booklets 
and membership video. 

Communication 

The membership is kept well informed through detailed monthly notices as well as emailed 
summonses. Emails are also used to “fast blast” information to members. These notices are 
supplemented by the Pelican Newsletter, an exemplary document, featuring articles about the 
members and what is happening in their lives. It is also used to inform the membership on what 
is happening in Scottish Rite Freemasonry. 

Leadership 

Officers are on a one-year term cycle. The Active and Past-actives are very much involved in 
the administration and direction of the Valley. In January a breakfast meeting is held with the 
Honourary Inspectors-General together with the Executive Officers of the Valley to plan and 
give guidance for the directions for up-coming year. 

The Honourary Inspectors-General Committee is involved in a continuous review, assessment 
and follow-up cycle. They are also involved in creating a database of the membership by 
collecting and updating biographies of present and past Officers and new members as they join. 

Education and Enlightenment 

Meetings are now used to provide Scottish Rite history or education. It is now customary for a 
new member or junior Officer to propose a question related to Valley mechanics or a point of 
interest about Supreme Council. If possible, the answer is supplied by a knowledgeable 
member or the answer will be provided at the next meeting after proper research has been 
completed. The follow-up is done by the person who made the inquiry. 

Valley Fellowship 

Windsor Valley does a great deal to involve its members socially. These activities consist of a 
banquet for the ladies, participating in a Chinese New Year social, a fish fry, golf tournament, 
and so on. These social activities account, to a considerable extent, for the feeling of cohesion 
among the membership and their families which was apparent in the very successful 100 th 
Anniversary Banquet that was held in April. 

Uniqueness of Valley 

On December 9, 1887, Palestine Lodge of Perfection and Chapter of Rose Croix were 
established in Windsor. After struggling for six years, their charter was surrendered in 1893, but 
on April 29, 1916 several Hundred Scottish Rite masons converged on Windsor and the 
Windsor Lodge of Perfection was formed with several degrees conferred by the visiting Masons 
on the first class of 47 candidates. 100 years later they are still very much alive and extremely 
active. To celebrate this event, the Windsor Valley invited all Scottish Rite Masons of the Erie 
and Windsor Districts to gather and enjoy a complimentary banquet at the Windsor Masonic 
Temple. 

Valley’s Connections to and Support of Craft Lodges 

Besides providing the Craft Lodges with a speaker’s bureau, the Valley uses the support of a 
professional accounting firm and shares this with them as well. 

Financial Health 

Excellent. Windsor Valley uses a professional investment firm to manage their financial portfolio 
with regard to the Valley approved Financial Strategy and Goals. Financially, the Valley 
continues on a stable path, however, in the long term, there are some challenges. This will be 
as the result of the dropping numbers in the reunion classes as well as the fact that the average 
age of the membership is now over 70. 
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General 

The Windsor Valley was pleased and honoured to act as the host for the 2015 Supreme Council 
session. III. Bro. John C. Revell, 32° assumed the responsibilities of the local general 
Chairperson and did so in an excellent manner. 

The Valley also sponsors the Essex- Windsor Chapter of DeMolay Boys. 

My thanks and sincere appreciation goes out to III. Bro. Pat Chartier, 33°, Grand 
Secretary/Registrar for the Windsor Valley for all his assistance in preparing this report. 

Valley of Woodstock - Established in 1955 

Membership 

Woodstock Lodge of Perfection membership presently stands at 325 which is down from 334 
from the previous year. Centennial Chapter of Rose Croix currently has 266 members down 
from 275. The median age of the Woodstock membership is 68 and the Valley averages 
approximately 4 new members per year. 

In order to remain viable for the long term, Woodstock Valley predicts it will require a minimum 
of 5 members per year. Unfortunately, at the present rate of attrition it appears that in 20 years 
the membership will be down to approximately 205 in the Lodge of Perfection and 160 in the 
Rose of Perfection. The Valley believes that they will be financially viable for at least that long. 
To counteract this, Master Mason Nights are being held once or twice each year in different 
parts of the Valley. The members of the Rite also tend to be the backbone and driving force in 
the Craft Lodges of the area and this will hopefully also help to attract new members. 

Communication 

Communication in the Valley is primarily through the notice. It is an extremely well-produced 
document that includes all the necessary information required and is displayed in a most artful 
manner. Of special note is the notice for the Rose Croix Easter Ceremonies. 

An extensive email list is used to reach out to the membership on a regular basis. 

Leadership 

Although offices are intended to be for a one-year term, Officers will sometimes spend two 
years in the office due to the shortage of Officer candidates. Their new Committee on Guidance 
and Improvement is working hard to improve participation, succession planning, and Officer 
nominations to alleviate these situations. Despite these difficulties the Officer and degree work 
is always performed extremely well. 

Education and Enlightenment 

Present education is an on-going activity but not as frequently as desired. A work that is still in 
progress. 

Valley Fellowship 

The Annual Curling Bonspiel, the Ladies Night, the Open Installation along with the dinner 
continue to be a successful time of fellowship for the members. 

Uniqueness of Valley 

Emphasis in the Valley is on degree work rather than other activities. All of the degrees from the 
Fourth to the Eighteenth are portrayed on an annual basis. This has the effect of keeping their 
members involved and degrees being performed at a very high level. One of the special 
features is the Thirteenth Degree, where due to staging constraints, the cavern scene is 
presented very effectively in the form of a radio play. 
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Valley’s Connections to and Support of Craft Lodges 

An annual barbeque is held at the Lodge Hall in Innerkip in July. Members of Craft Lodges as 
well as members of the community attend this event, resulting in wonderful time of fellowship. 

There are Scottish Rite representatives in every Craft Lodge. There are also times when small 
committees visit the lodge and discussions will be held. Occasionally the Scottish Rite members 
will form a degree team to present in the Lodge. Ultimately, the Rite members continue to be the 
backbone of all the Craft Lodges in the area. 

Financial Health 

The Valley operates on a Life Membership system. At the present time, the Valley appears to be 
in good shape. Current investments will be sufficient to ensure financial stability for 20 more 
years and through continued good management, the Valley should be financially sound for the 
future. 

General 

The Valley has many strengths and not the least of which is the manner in which the degrees 
are performed. It is a very friendly Valley and generous in their benevolence. Their kindness is 
portrayed in the true Masonic spirit, demonstrated in their treatment of each other. 

My appreciation and thanks go to III. Bro. Don Pratt, 33°for his assistance whenever needed 
and particularly for his assistance with this report. 

In Closing 

I express my thanks and appreciation to the Grand Secretary-General, III. Bro. Brian Gilkinson, 
33°, and to the Supreme Council staff in the persons of III. Bro. Steven Warren, 33°, Executive 
Secretary, Ms. Leslie Drake and Mrs. Lucy Berthoud for all your assistance throughout this 
entire year. 

As a final word, I would like to say what a joy it has been to serve our Scottish Rite as Deputy 
for Ontario. It has afforded me the privilege of meeting and working with some of the most 
wonderful people in this great country. I thank the Valleys for which I have responsibility for their 
warm reception and kind friendship. As a member of the Scottish Rite, I have always been 
proud of all that we strive to attain. Now I have an even deeper appreciation of that fact. I thank 
you.

Membership 

Membership in the bodies in the Valley of Barrie stand at 1,361, a decrease of 15 for the Lodge 
of Perfection, 1,267, a decrease of 19 for the Chapter Rose Croix and 1,484, for the Consistory 
a decrease of 15. These decreases reflect the increasing age of the Valley membership. 

Spry Chapter of Rose Croix held the Easter Ceremonies at 7 locations (Barrie, Bracebridge, 
Newmarket, Orillia, Owen Sound, Parry Sound and Stayner) throughout the jurisdiction. 

The Valley holds an Annual Masons Day which has proven to be very successful. 

Communication 

The Valley continues to increase the use of email and other technologies to reach its membership. 
Currently the Valley sends correspondence electronically to 625 members. They are using 
various types of notices including e-summons, website, Facebook page, newsletter and 
educational material at reunions as communication vehicles. 

The TRIANGLE, the newsletter for the Barrie Valley, is now in its 9th year of publication is 
published twice a year and continues to be an excellent publication. The stories and photos 
publicize the activities and messages of the Rite to members in distant communities throughout 
the Valley's jurisdiction. In addition, the Valley of Barrie website

The Valley holds a joint Advisory 
meeting each January in conjunction with the Installation of Officers; the Barrie, Muskoka and 
Victoria Scottish Rite Clubs meet several times a year for education and fellowship; a Fireside 
Chat sponsored by the Barrie Scottish Rite Club was very successful; Educational material is 
provided at all Reunions and on the Valley website. 

III. Bro. Robert Brethour publishes periodic reports on the activities in the Valley of Barrie. 

Leadership 

The Valley Trustees serve as the executive for the Valley; Officers serve one year terms; the 
Succession Planning Committee assists in filling positions in various departments and 
committees. The Valley also utilizes a 3-year forward planning model for Officers and a Degree 
Directors Workshop planned. 

Valley Fellowship 

The Valley of Barrie is active with a number of events.

Valley of Barrie members are very active in supporting various fundraising initiatives - 
particularly for the Barrie Learning Centre. 

The Valley has a very supportive group of HIGs. 

The Valley should be commended for the new initiatives of the Barrie Scottish Rite Club and an 
Education Program. Both of which are proving to be very successful. 

Valley HIGs continue strong support of Supreme Council with their attendance of the Sessions. 

Special thanks for III. Bro. Robert Brethour, 33°, Grand Marshall, Active Member and III. Bro. 
John E. Harrison, 33°, Active Member for their continued support. 

Valiev of Hamilton 

Membership 

The trends in membership established in the Valley of Hamilton over the last several years 
seem to be continuing. Murton Lodge of Perfection initiated 30 candidates compared to 27 last 
year. The Hamilton Sovereign Chapter of Rose Croix initiated 25 candidates. This compares to 
31 candidates last year. Moore Sovereign Consistory initiated 122 candidates and restored 2 
candidates this year compared to 120 candidates initiated last year. Happily, in terms of 
additions to the membership role, the upward trend has continued other than for the Hamilton 
Sovereign Chapter of Rose Croix. 

In terms of overall membership numbers deaths, withdrawals and suspensions continue to take 
their toll. Murton Lodge of Perfection lost 66 members, Hamilton Sovereign Chapter of Rose 
Croix lost 51 members and Moore Sovereign Consistory lost 402 members. Particularly in the 
case of Consistory, we continue to play “catch up” in terms of recording membership losses 
over the last number of years. 

The Valley of Hamilton has lost a number of long time 33rd degree members over the last two 
years in the persons of III. Bros. George M. Calder, William G. Lister, John D. Livingstone, 
Duncan J. McFadgen, Gerald E. Postill, Richard G. Skinner and George G. Wilkes. All of these 
brethren played an important role in Masonry in general and the Valley of Hamilton in particular. 
They will all be sorely missed. Interestingly, III. Bro. John D. Livingstone celebrated his 103rd 
birthday prior to his passing. 

Communication 

The Valley issued two “Valley Talk” newsletters this year under the direction of editor John E. 
Thombs. 

The Valley of Hamilton has undertaken a very important project to develop a state of the art, 
interactive website for the Valley. This project is being spearheaded by III. Bros. Allard Loopstra 
and George Benton. III. Bro. Rory Jones has agreed to act as Editor-in-Chief. The 
development process is well underway and it is anticipated that the website will prove to be an 
invaluable communications tool for existing and prospective members of the Valley of Hamilton. 

The process of E-mail conversion continues apace. There have been test E-mailings of official 
communications for the last two reunions and the conversion process to the permanent E-mail 
system is now well underway. The ready availability of E-mail addresses is an essential part of 
the communication protocol that is being developed in conjunction with the new website. These 
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developments are very exciting and both the website and E-mail conversion will result in huge 
savings for the Valley. 

Leadership 

The Valley of Hamilton operates with two-year terms for Officers and installations were held in 
January of this year for all three bodies. We wish the newly installed officers much success 
during their term of office. The Hamilton Valley Advisory Committee, comprised primarily of the 
three senior officers of the three bodies, met several times throughout the year and continue to 
work together for the betterment of the Valley. 

Valley Fellowship 

The 33rds in the Hamilton Valley held their annual Christmas dinner on Friday December 4, 
2015. Seventy-one brethren, spouses and widows attended the dinner and a wonderful time 
was had by all. As always, jolly old St. Nick visited the Valley of Hamilton very early in the 
Christmas season on December 5 for Breakfast at the Rite. As always, the attendance by 
Masons and Non-Masons alike as well as their children and grandchildren was over three 
hundred people. 

The Valley of Hamilton held its annual Golf Tournament on Saturday June 27, 2015 at Carlisle 
Golf and Country Club. Over forty golfers arrived with every intention to play golf but once 
again, the weatherman was most uncooperative and the tournament was rained out for the 
second year in a row. Despite these problems, over $5,000 was raised for the Scottish Rite 
Charitable Foundation and a good time was had by all. The tournament this year will be held on 
June 11,2016. We are not going to make any predictions about the weather as doing so seems 
to bring bad luck. 

The annual dinner of the officers of Murton Lodge of Perfection and their spouses was held on 
June 12, 2015 at the Erie Beach Hotel in Port Dover. The Erie Beach is a Mecca for lovers of 
perch and pickerel. As always, the dinner was well attended and nobody left hungry. This 
year’s dinner will be held on Friday, June 3, 2016. 

The Hamilton Sovereign Chapter of Rose Croix held its annual picnic at the home of Richard 
and Barbara Skinner on Saturday June 6, 2015. Sadly, as we noted earlier, Rick passed away 
very suddenly in September. This year, the picnic will be held on June 18. Barbara Skinner has 
very graciously agreed to host it once again. 

Uniqueness of Valley

Valley of Kingston 

Membership 

Membership in the Kingston Valley continues to decline as unfortunately, deaths and demits 
outpace the number of new members joining.

The Valley continued to see modest loss in membership. Lodge membership stood at 372 (385 
last year), Chapter at 353 (368) and Consistory 432 (446). There were five demits, compared 
with 11 last year, one suspension (7 in 2015) and 24 deaths (10), so the Valley lost 30 members 
in 2016. The class this year was relatively small at six, compared with 16 last year, for a net 
total loss of 24. Again this year the Valley held an open Allegory and invited Masons, their 
friends and family to join us for a light lunch beforehand. We served 120 at lunch and the 
gallery was about 75 per cent full. As well as the Allegory, Master Masons heard a brief 
description of Scottish Rite Masonry and an appeal to take away an application form. Our 
Scottish Rite degree team was active again this year, creating opportunities to showcase 
Scottish Rite Masonry in Valley lodges. 

Communications 

An electronic newsletter was launched this year called Around the Rite and put out four issues 
between September and early May. It has been well received and provides an opportunity to 
show members what is happening in their Valley. It relies heavily on pictures to illustrate the 
activities but the newsletter also carries text on issues of interest. Valley members recorded 
high marks for communication in the membership survey taken over the summer. We continued 
to send out electronic reminders of upcoming meetings, as well as mailing out summonses for 
Lodge, Chapter and Consistory. We distribute electronically to about half our membership to 
save mailing costs and continue to appeal to the other half to give us their e-mail addresses. 

Leadership 

The Executive Committee continues to work well and encourages members who are not 
formally part of it to attend and make their voices heard. The Valley Renewal subcommittee of 
the EC continues to explore new ideas to keep the Valley healthy and active. They hope to 
introduce a welcome back BBQ in September for members and prospective members. The 
Valley 33rds Association remains active with an annual meeting, a summer picnic and a fall 
dinner. HIGs in the Valley of Ottawa are among the most active and effective members and we 
rely heavily on them. A process has been formalized of approaching class members to take 
offices and/or parts in degrees so that each new 32 nd gets equal encouragement to get involved. 

Fellowship 

Each of the three bodies holds a banquet in connection with major degrees—the 14th for Lodge, 
Maundy Thursday for Chapter and the 30th, 31st,32nd degrees and Allegory for Consistory. 

We plan an additional banquet for the 18th degree in 2017 to coincide with a visit by the 
Sovereign Grand Commander. As noted above, we want to try a fall BBQ this year to coax 
people back to Scottish Rite. We also increased our visiting to other Valleys. In addition to the 
annual visit to the Valley of Kingston for the 12th degree in Brockville, we had small delegations 
visit Barrie and Montreal this year. 

Uniqueness of Valley 

The Valley of Ottawa is keenly aware that we face the same challenges that bedevil Scottish 
Rite Masonry across Canada. Our Renewal Committee is our response as we seek any and all 
means to show that the Valley is healthy and active. Our communications efforts are an 
important part of that. So is trying to enhance our social activities and our efforts in Masonic 
education. The difficulty is sometimes finding willing hands to put ideas into action, but we have 
found the more active we are, the more interest and energy we generate. There is no single 
activity that will solve our problems but there are a host of things we can try that will help. 
Unfortunately attendance at degrees and meetings continues to dwindle. 
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Valley’s Connections to and Support of Craft Lodges 

The Open Allegory and the AASR Degree Team as the major vehicles to reach out to our craft 
lodges. We are keenly aware that these lodges are our main source of applicants for future 
classes. 

Financial Health 

From the information provided the Valley of Ottawa appears to be in good financial condition. 

General 

The rejuvenation of the Valley of Ottawa that has been seen in the last several years continues. 
The efforts to reach out to Craft Lodges, the Renewal Committee and the support from the HIGs 
of the Valley are to be commended. 

Special thanks to III. Bro. Alan Arbuckle, 33° Active Member for his support and efforts 
promoting the Scottish Rite in the Valley of Ottawa. 

Valley of Peterborough 

Membership 

Membership has declined over the last year. Twenty-one candidates received conferral of the 
4th degree and one joined the Valley through affiliation. Thirty-eight of our members died, two 
withdrew from membership and seven were suspended for a total loss of fifty-seven and a net 
loss of thirty-five. Total membership now stands at 687. 

Membership initiatives include a continuing program of holding Master Masons Nights, the 
conferral of craft lodge degrees on request and attendance in craft lodges to present education 
regarding the Scottish Rite and this Valley. 

Communication 

The Valley communicates through the use of meeting notices, mailings to members and 
contributions to the Clarion and/or the Communique. The website is out of date and inactive but 
will be refreshed in the near future. 

Darian Bacon, the Valley representative to Supreme Council’s Communication Committee has 
been active. Photos and an article on the Sovereign Grand Commander’s Official Visit to the 
Valley were submitted and he has covered the Master Masons Night and is in the process of 
producing items for publication. 

Emails are used extensively within the leadership groups including officers and members of 
Supreme Council. Several meetings of the latter group have taken place over past months on a 
project to completely revise the Valley by-laws and establish a structure that not only describes 
Valley committees but also requires detailed action and the communication of committee 
activities to the membership. 

Leadership 

Officer terms are limited to one year with an annual installation occurring in November. The 
Administrative Council was formed several years ago to provide a transparent structure of 
leadership understandable to all members, an opportunity for those interested to take personal 
steps to eventually participate in the Valley’s leadership and to provide a training platform for 
upcoming TPGMs and MWSs in the administration needs of the Valley. Response to the open 
invitation to attend its meetings has been disappointing and some comments in the national 
membership survey regarding small groups running Valleys requires more concerted education 
of the membership of the opportunities that await their decision to become more involved in the 
Valley’s activities. 
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Valley officers have become more pro-active in attending the reunions of their sister constituent 
bodies and in encouraging degree cast members to remain for the entire reunions of both 
bodies. A closer fellowship has resulted from this focus. 

Those seeking leadership/officer positions are provided with a publication entitled the 
“Expectations of Officers” so the responsibilities are clear and their decision to proceed can be 
fully informed. 

Many aspects of encouraging active and involved leadership will be introduced with the 
anticipated approval of a new slate of by-laws for the Valley. 

Valley Fellowship 

This aspect of Valley life received an early boost with the Official Visit of our Sovereign Grand 
Commander in November, the first Official Visit of his term of office. Fellowship was enjoyed by 
Scottish Rite Masons, Craft Masons and their ladies at this banquet event. It provided an 
excellent opportunity for all to honour III. Bro. McLean, 33°, a man well known through his 
extensive involvement as a leader in Craft Masonry and in the Scottish Rite. The involvement of 
all Masons also allowed an opportunity to display the fellowship of the Rite’s Valley membership 
to those who might be considering furthering their Masonic journey. 

The annual Valley golf tournament is also an opportunity for Masons and non-Masons alike to 
experience our fellowship as funds are raised in support of the Barrie Learning Centre. This is 
also an event open to ladies. It draws regularly duffers from the Valleys of Peterborough, 

Barrie, Plamilton and beyond. The participation of some members who do not golf is especially 
appreciated. 

The annual Ladies Night involving members of Supreme Council took place at Eganridge Golf 
and Country Club last fall. It was enjoyed by all, as was the annual meeting of the Supreme 
Council group held recently. 

Some may not think of attendance at the Annual Session as Valley fellowship, however, the 
Valley has a dedicated and growing group of Supreme Council members that commit to 
attending the session and participating in a hospitality meeting wherein they attempt to educate 
the Active member, with mixed results. 

The annual Master Masons Night presents another opportunity for fellowship that involves the 
exposure of the Valley to non-members. Twenty-five potential candidates, along with many 
members of the Valley attended this event, held on May 9, 2016. The agenda included a mix 
and mingle period, a dinner, the viewing of the new Membership video, brief explanations of the 
Valley constituent bodies and the degree excerpts to be portrayed, their portrayal, an excellent 
address by III. Bro. Robert Brethour, 33° and some brief closing remarks. The enthusiasm of all 
but particularly the Master Masons was evident and although it was specifically described as a 
no pressure information session, some submitted applications before they left at the conclusion 
of the evening. 

Uniqueness of Valley 

Fellowship also entailed attending the Consistory reunions in both Barrie and Flamilton. We 
have among our leadership group members who routinely attend these reunions in support of 
candidates and Valley representatives or officers. As an example, eleven of our members 
received conferral of the Consistory degrees in Flamilton at its spring reunion, a number that 
ranked as the second most and matched that of the Flamilton Valley. These opportunities to 
share the wonder of further light with the candidates is good for both them and existing 
members. It creates ambassadors in the craft lodges for the experience offered by the Scottish 
Rite. The proximity of this Valley to two excellent consistories creates a split in our consistory 
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membership that enhances, rather than diminishes, the experience of our brethren. It presents 
opportunities for increased visitation and for the interchange of ideas regarding many aspects of 
Valley life. 

Valley’s Connections to and Support of Craft Lodges 

The Valley encompasses four Masonic districts. We have representatives in all of the craft 
lodges. Announcements and printed material concerning the Scottish Rite are provided in their 
meetings. The Valley has a degree team that has conferred three degrees in craft lodges over 
the past Masonic year. In addition, a presentation concerning the Scottish Rite has been made 
in two Craft Lodges whose meeting date conflicts with our Master Masons Night. Both initiatives 
have also produced new members for the Valley. Like all Scottish Rite Masons in the province 
of Ontario, we are permitted to wear our membership jewel in the lodges. We look forward to 
the day when our Scottish Rite brethren in other Grand Lodge jurisdictions can wear the jewel, 
not only at Scottish Rite functions, but in their craft lodges as well. 

Financial Health 

From the information provided the Valley of Peterborough appears to be in good financial 
condition. 

General 

The Valley of Peterborough has a very enthusiastic group of HIGs who support the work of the 
Valley. It is encouraging to see the classes gradually increasing in number along with the very 
successful Master Mason nights. 

Special thanks to III. Bro. Brian W. Gilkinson, 33° Active Member from the Valley of 
Peterborough for his support. 

Valiev of Toronto 

Membership 

In the last year, there were 50 new members of the Toronto Grand Lodge of Perfection and 54 
new members of the Toronto Sovereign Chapter Rose Croix. The membership count for the 
Toronto Grand Lodge of Perfection currently stands at 1,959 and the Toronto Sovereign 
Chapter of Rose Croix at 1,629. Overall membership increased slightly this year. 

The Annual Master Mason evening held in May is now in its 15 th year. It has proven to be an 
invaluable asset as part of the membership recruitment initiative of the Valley. 

We specifically note the passing of III. Bro. John Vincent Lawer, 33°, Past Sovereign Grand 
Commander. John’s legacy in the Valley and across our Fraternity will be greatly missed. 

Communication 

The Valley continues to actively pursued the use of electronic distribution of Summons and 
other notices to its membership. Email addresses are now available for over 42% (816 
members) of the Valley. In addition, all members that the Valley has email addresses for 
receive a reminder of the upcoming degrees. This has proved to be quite successful. 

The Valley of Toronto continues to produce the Toronto Valley News in the Spring and Fall with 
III Bro. Terry Sleightholm, 33°as the Editor. 

The Valley of Toronto continues to utilize its website (www.valleyoftoronto.com) including a 
calendar system with the degree and rehearsal dates available. 
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Leadership 

The Valley has an Officer Nominating Committee and extensive participation of Active and Past 
Active members of Supreme Council. 

The HIGs are engaged in the Valley through the Advisory Council which meets twice a year. 
This has proved to be a useful forum for a variety of workshops and other activities. 

Valley Officers serve 1-year terms. 

Valley Fellowship 

Last June the 33° Brethren of the Valley of Toronto gathered for a very special evening with 
their Ladies to introduce those who will be honoured at Supreme Council in September. There 
are over 90 in attendance for the evening which is highlighted by the entertainment. 

On October 15, 2015 a reception for the Sovereign Grand Commander, III. Bro. Terry A. 
McLean, 33° was held at the Credit Valley Golf and Country Club. 

Last year Premiere Productions Ottawa created a unique concert performance, presented in 
German but with a special, innovative twist. Assisted by III. Bro. Alan Douglas Arbuckle, 33°, an 
English narration was especially prepared to chart the Masonic mysteries hidden throughout the 
story, from Papageno's shenanigans through Tamino's and Pamina's trial by water, fire, and air; 
demonstrating how Mozart and Schikaneder set forth in operatic terms, the various steps 
Masonic initiates take on their journey towards enlightened understanding. It was titled Mozart’s 
Masonic Journey. 

On January 28 and 30, 2016, The Toronto Sovereign Chapter of Rose Croix remounted this 
production at the York Masonic Temple, 1100 Millwood Road, Toronto to coincide with its Ballot 
Night. It featured an exceptional cast of accompanists and soloists, including III. Bro. John 
Forster, 32 5 Commander-in-Chief of the Ottawa Consistory, and narrator III. Bro. David Traves, 
32°. The performance was open to the public, and marked the 225th anniversary of the 
premiere of The Magic Flute’, and the 260th anniversary of Mozart’s birth - January 27, 1756. 

The Oshawa Scottish Rite Club, composed of members from the Toronto Valley continues with 
their tradition of holding a Strawberry Social in the spring and a Turkey Supper in the fall. 

These very pleasant events attract Masonic brethren and their ladies from across Southern 
Ontario. 

The Valley continues to have special recognition of members who have achieved 25 years, 50 
years and 60 plus years in Scottish Rite Freemasonry. This takes place at the 14 th Degree in 
January and the May Lodge of Perfection Reunion. 

For many years the Valley of Toronto has portrayed the 21 st Degree at Moore Sovereign 
Consistory and the Barrie Consistory every second year. The Valley has also portrayed the 31 st 
degree Drama in Moore Sovereign Consistory. This year inter-valley visitation was extended 
with the Valley of Barrie portraying the 12 th degree in Toronto in December and the Valley of 
Toronto portraying the 17 th Degree at the Spry Chapter Reunion in March. These coverleaf 
degrees were well received in both Valleys. 

Uniqueness of Valley 

The Valley offers degrees in both the reunion format and also the more traditional format of 
being spread over several months. The Toronto Grand Lodge of Perfection starts in October 
and ends with the 14 th Degree in January while the Lodge of Perfection Reunion is held in May. 
The Toronto Sovereign Chapter Rose continues the degrees in February and ends at Easter. 
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The Rose Croix Reunion is held in November. This combination has proved to be quite 
successful in offering candidates options as to when they can take their degrees. 

There is also strong support for the Consistories in Barrie and Hamilton. 

Valley’s Connections to and Support of Craft Lodges 

The Valley Membership Committee has representatives from each the 5 Great Toronto Area 
Districts as well as from Ontario District. These District Representatives in turn have contacts in 
many of the over 100 Craft Lodges within these Districts. This allows good promotion of the 
Scottish Rite within these Districts. 

The Valley held its annual Master Mason Night on Thursday, May 19. There were over 50 
Master Masons present along with 80 Valley Members and guests. The Master Masons were 
informed about the Scottish Rite and saw a presentation of the second half of the 16 th Degree. 

Financial Health 

The Valley of Toronto is in good financial health at this time. The Trustees meet with the 
investment council several times a year to review the portfolio for the Valley. 

General 

A major challenge for the Valley is travelling in Toronto. The membership is widely distributed 
over the Great Toronto area and traffic gridlock is becoming more and more of an issue for 
many members trying to attend meetings. 

Special thanks to the Active Members of Supreme Council, III. Bro. Terry A. McLean, 33°, 
Sovereign Grand Commander and III. Bro. Duncan S. Skinner, 33° and the Past Active 
Members III. Bros. Donald W. Lambie, Richard D. Quinton and C. Edwin Drew from the Valley of 
Toronto for their continued support.

I was very honoured to receive Grand Flonours in the Flochelaga Lodge of Perfection and in the 
Fleur de Lys Lodge of Perfection at my official visits as Deputy for Quebec. Both Lodges had 
renewed their allegiance to the Supreme Council.

To the Supreme Council 33 degree of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry 
of Canada. 

Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

It is my pleasure to report on the condition and activities of Scottish Rite Freemasonry in the 
Valleys under my Jurisdiction, namely Saskatoon and Regina. 

Along with official visits to each Valley, I made fraternal visits for Reunions, installation, 
Christmas celebrations, and degree team visits to Craft Lodges. 

Valley of Saskatoon 

Membership 

The Valley of Saskatoon consists of the Saskatoon Lodge of Perfection with142 members 
(consisting of 5 new members, 1 restoration, 6 deaths, 6 withdrawals, and 3 suspensions with a 
total loss of 9 members over last year. The Saskatoon Chapter of Rose Croix has 136 members 
consisting of 5 new members, 1 restoration, 5 deaths, 6 withdrawals, and 3 suspensions, for an 
overall loss of 8 members over last year. The Saskatoon Consistory has 130 members, 
consisting of 5 initiations, 1 restoration, 5 deaths, 6 withdrawals, 3 restorations, and 3 
suspensions, for a total loss of 9 members over last year. 

Communication 

Regular Lodge Notices are sent out to cover a two-month span. Most of our notices are now 
sent out by email. Those wishing hard copies receive them. Special notices are sent by email, 
or regular mail for Reunions. We only confer degrees at Reunions in February (Perfection), 
Easter (Rose Croix), and October (Consistory). Email notices are sent out as reminders for 
executive meetings, practices, or any special meeting as required. 

Leadership 

In the last few years, Saskatoon has been fortunate to have no overlap of officers in all three 
bodies except for Secretary-Treasurer and Almoner. Most of the Plonorary Inspectors-Generals 
take an active role in the degree work as participants or Directors. They are hardworking, and 
provide both leadership and mentoring roles. 

Valley Fellowship 

At the Consistory Reunion in October, Regina members come to Saskatoon to assist with the 
Tents and Standards. Likewise, some Saskatoon members go to Regina and assist with the 
work in their 32 nd degree. In the past few years Regina has requested the Saskatoon 24 th 
degree travelling team to go and portray the 24 th degree. This year the 24 th degree team 
travelled to Panama City, Florida. We portrayed the 24 th degree for the Panama City brethren 
on the occasion of their Consistory Reunion. We were treated with courtesy and dignity and a 
good time was had by all. We were invited to come back at any time in the future. 

Uniqueness of Valley 

The Saskatoon Valley has a high percentage of younger thirty-thirds. As long as I have been 
Deputy I have tried to elevate a younger member, and then a more mature member. The ritual 
work is very good, but we are lacking in social activities. In January, we have an installation 
banquet in the evening (which follows the installation of officers in the afternoon). The ladies are 
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invited, as well as the fraternal ladies. The fraternal ladies are picked up by Lodge members, 
escorted and taken home again. They are all introduced, given all courtesies and presented with 
a small gift as a token of our appreciation for their attendance. This has proven to be a very 
successful evening, but that is all we do. We need to do more. 

Valley's Connections to and Support of Craft Lodges 

The Valley of Saskatoon has a second degree team, which confers the second degree in full 
costume. They portray this degree in and around Saskatoon. Many of the members of this 
degree team are younger members who do excellent work. This has a lasting impression on the 
members of those Lodges who are not members of the Scottish Rite. It also helps that many of 
our Scottish Rite members are regular attenders of their own craft Lodges (including five Grand 
Masters). 

Financial Health 

The Auditors Report indicates that this Valley is in a good financial position, and I know that our 
Secretary-Treasurer is fully competent, and does an excellent job. 

General 

The Valley of Saskatoon is an excellent place to visit. The environment in the room is warm and 
friendly. The more mature brethren are willing to give the younger ones a chance, even to make 
mistakes and learn by them so they improve. As stated earlier, the thirty-thirds are hardworking 
and co-operative. This positive attitude has and will continue to serve the Valley of Saskatoon 
well. 

Valiev of Regina 
Membership 

The Regina Lodge of Perfection consists of 289 members, with 12 initiates, 24 deaths, 2 
withdrawals, 1 suspension, 2 restorations, for an overall loss over last year of 18 members. The 
Regina Chapter of Rose Croix has 276 members, including 11 initiates, 24 deaths, 2 
withdrawals, 2 restorations, for a total loss of 18 members over last year. The Saskatchewan 
Consistory has 252 members, including 8 initiates 21 deaths, 1 withdrawal, 2 restorations, for an 
overall loss of 18 members over last year. 

Communication 

The major form of communication is through monthly notices, again mostly email with some mail 
outs for those who don't have computers. The Regina Valley, like Saskatoon portrays degrees 
at Reunions three times a year (fall, Easter and spring). Reunion notices are complete with cast 
members, officers, and of course candidates. 

Leadership 

Although there is very little overlap of officers in the three bodies, there is difficulty at times in 
getting those officers to commit. Of course there are very experienced Actives and Past Actives 
in this Valley, as well as hardworking HIGs. 

Valley Fellowship 

On the Saturday of the Perfection and Consistory unions, a sumptuous lunch is held for the 
members in the lower hall of the Masonic Temple. In late November, a Christmas dinner and 
fraternal ladies night is held. This is a wonderful occasion, full of goodwill, good food, fellowship 
and some degree of excitement over the approaching Christmas Season. The turnout for this 
occasion has been excellent. 
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Uniqueness of Valley 

As mentioned previously, Saskatoon and Regina visit back and forth and help each other in the 
portrayal of the work. This provides an opportunity for goodwill and fellowship which both 
Valleys enjoy. 

Valley's Connections to and support of Craft Lodges 

The majority of the members of the Regina Valley are active members and officers in the Craft 
Lodges in their area including three Grand Masters. 

Financial Health 

This Valley is in good shape financially, with an excellent Secretary and Treasurer at the helm. 

General 

The Valley of Regina is a place where visitors are welcomed with open arms and their 
hospitality is second to none. I attended the Consistory Reunion in Regina on May 14 to 
observe the portrayal of the 32 nd degree. This degree was put on by new (and younger 
Consistory Officers). This degree was put on in an exemplary manner by these young officers, 
with some help from the experienced HIGS. This was the best 32 nd degree I have seen in 
Regina and I congratulated them on their performance. 

In Closing

John Vincent Lawer, a lifelong resident of Toronto, born on Easter

A Serving Brother of the Venerable Order of St. John (SBSJ), he 
was a Knight of Justice of the Military and Hospitaller Order of St. Lazarus of Jerusalem (KLJ, 
MMLJ). Admitted to the Freedom of the City of London, he was a Liveryman of the Worshipful 
Company of Upholders and a Past Master of the Honourable Company of Freemen of the City 
of London of North America. He was a Fellow of the Royal Society for the Encouragement of 
Arts, Manufactures and Commerce (FRSA). A Past President of Toronto Branch and a Past 
National President and National Chairman of the English-Speaking Union of Canada, he 
organized in 1989, with his wife Audrey, and hosted at Ottawa, the World Members' Conference 
of the E.S.U. He was Honorary Counsel of the St. George's Society of Toronto and served ten 
years as a Member of the Committee of Management, including five years as Honorary 
Secretary of the Society. He was a Life Member of the Empire Club of Canada, a member of 
the Royal Commonwealth Society, Toronto Branch, the Monarchist League of Canada and the 
Canadian Royal Heritage Trust. He was an Honorary Kentucky Colonel. He was a member of 
Toronto East ACJ/UCJ Council 1065 United Commercial Travelers. A member of the Institute 
of Chartered Secretaries and Administrators (FCIS), he was awarded the designation 
Professional Administrator (P. Adm). 
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Active in many branches of the Masonic Order, III. Bro Lawer was a Past Master of Zetland 
Wilson Lodge, No. 86 G.R.C., a Grand Steward and twice appointed Honorary Member of the 
Board of General Purposes of the Grand Lodge A.F&A.M. of Canada in the Province of Ontario. 
John was a life member of King Solomon's Chapter No. 8 GRC, a Past First Principal of the 
Royal Arch Chapter of St. Andrew and St. John No. 4 GRC and a Past Grand Senior Sojourner 
of the Grand Chapter, Royal Arch Masons in the Province of Ontario. A member of Adoniram 
Council No. 2, he was elected in 1998 as Cryptic Rite Mason of the Year by the Grand Council 
of Royal and Select Masters of Ontario. A Past Governor of Athelstan York Rite College No. 41, 
he was awarded the Order of the Purple Cross and made an Associate Regent of the York Rite 
Sovereign College of North America and appointed Chairman, Committee on Wills and Trusts, 
Canada. He was a Director of the York Rite Sovereign College of Canada Charitable 
Foundation from 1999 and was elected President in 2012. A life member of Holy Land 
Conclave No. 3, he was the founding High Prelate of Holy Trinity Conclave No. 34 which he 
served as Most Puissant Sovereign in 1993.

The Valley of Hamilton lost a long time, faithful member on May 23, 
2015 with the passing of III. Bro. George Morris Calder, 33° on May 23, 
2015. George joined Seymour Lodge No. 272 in Ancaster on February 
23, 1945. He was passed and raised in Seymour Lodge as well 
receiving his 3 rd Degree on April 26, 1949. George was also a member 
of Meridian Lodge No. 687 in Ancaster serving as Worshipful Master of 
that Lodge in 1990 - 1991. 

George joined Murton Lodge of Perfection on May 7, 1963, the 
Hamilton Sovereign Chapter of Rose Croix on March 26, 1964 and 
Moore Sovereign Consistory on November 9, 1968. He was coroneted 
an Honorary Inspector-General of Supreme Council on September 11, 
1986 at the Annual Session in Charlottetown. At the 2006 Annual 
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Session of Supreme Council in Halifax, George received the prestigious John Ross Matheson 
Award. He was the first of only three members of the Valley of Hamilton to be so honoured. 
George was also active in Ancaster Chapter No. 155 R.A.M. serving as First Principal in 1978. 

George was born, raised and educated in Ancaster and Hamilton. He grew up on his family 
farm in Carluke, Ontario located in the “Scotch Block” south of Ancaster. The farm did not have 
electricity or running water until 1948. Despite this hindrance, George had a lifelong interest in 
electricity and electronics being self-taught in this area by reading books at his uncle’s farm. He 
attended Carluke Public School and Westdale Secondary School in Hamilton. 

George joined the R.C.A.F. in 1939 and because of his knowledge of electronics was posted to 
England to study radar. He was subsequently posted to India and Burma to install radar 
equipment and was awarded the Burma Star Medal for his efforts during the war. 

George was a long time member of St. John Presbyterian Church in Hamilton serving both as 
an elder and a member of the Board of Managers. After the church was damaged by fire in 
1970, George served as chairman of the rebuilding committee. He was also active as a 
volunteer driver for the Canadian Cancer Society and was a member of the Mountain Lions 
Club, the Hamilton Chamber of Commerce, the Ancaster Agricultural Society and the 
Electronics Advisory Board of Mohawk College. He was a founding director of the Annual 
Masonic Beef and Corn Roast in Hamilton which has raised many thousands of dollars for 
various charities. George was extremely active in the Valley of Hamilton with visiting sick and 
shut in brethren. He also faithfully served as Audio Chairman of the Valley for many years. 

George was married to Ruth who predeceased him. He and Ruth established Calder Television 
and Appliances in 1952 and continued to operate this successful business until 1984. The 
business is still operating today as Peter Martin Appliances.

III. Bro. Stirling was born in Vancouver, British Columbia on October 3, 
1918. He was the son of Scottish immigrants and his early days were 
humble beginnings. He was schooled in Selkirk High School, where 
he graduated at the age of sixteen. He was a scholar from the start, 
reading furiously any and all books, especially those of history. He 
attended the University of British Columbia reading History. Following 
his graduation, he taught at the Burnaby High School for about two years. He was fluent in 
French and it is possible that he taught that subject as well. He corresponded with a boy living 
in France and letters they sent to each other were written partly in English, and partly in French. 
Bro. Bill was also trained as a classical pianist reaching high levels in the Royal College of 
Music. 

By 1940, Bro. Stirling signed up with the Canadian Army Infantry, Patricia Pats Regiment 
between 1940 - 1946 and fought in Italy, France and other European countries. He was 
wounded in Italy. Even though he was discharged from the Army he remained an active 
member of the Canadian Militia, associated with a New Westminster Regiment, until 1964. 

Following the war, Bro. Stirling met and married Nan, in 1945. It was at this time that he 
decided to re-enter university to study as a lawyer. Nan worked while he went to university. 
They had two children, Ian, born 1947, and Janet born 1953. 

Upon qualifying with LL.B in 1950, Bro. Stirling began working for Vancouver City legal 
department. In 1954, he was appointed as the first Solicitor for the City of Burnaby and 
continued with the City until his retirement in 1983. He was a member of the BC Law Society 
and Canadian Bar Association. During the work in Burnaby, he was approached by the 
Province to head the Provincial Prosecutors Office but declined. His interests, as well as his 
work with Burnaby, were very satisfying for him. For him it was not so much about status but 
about commitments. 

Bro. Bill was heavily involved with soccer, being the Secretary of the Canadian Soccer 
Association 1973 - 1982, supporting amateur soccer locally and attending the Olympic Games 
in Japan and Argentina as a representative of Canadian Soccer management team. 

Both III. Bro. Bill’s parents were involved in Freemasonry, his father a past master, and his 
mother a member of the Order of the Eastern Star. Records in the family identify that his 
grandfather was also a Mason. III. Bro. Stirling was initiated, passed and raised in Composite 
Lodge No. 76 Grand Registry of British Columbia and Yukon in 1951. He served as Master in 
1960-1961. He later served as District Deputy Grand Master for District No. 16 in 1971-9172. 
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He was elected as Junior Grand Warden in 1975, and served as the Grand Master of the 
jurisdiction inn 1978-1979.

General Comments on the 2016 Annual Session 

The 142 nd Annual Session of Supreme Council was held in St. John’s, Newfoundland and 
Labrador. The Chairman of the host committee was III. Bro. Owen Devereaux, 33°, an 
experienced Mason with many presiding officer roles to enable his guidance of the committee. 
His lady Rosalind was the capable director of the Ladies’ Programme. Both were ably assisted 
by a dedicated group of volunteers. It is a testament to the strong bonds of friendship existing 
within Freemasonry in Newfoundland and Labrador that Scottish Rite Masons were assisted 
where necessary by brethren from craft lodges and from the York Rite in providing excellent 
support to the work of Supreme Council and to the ladies attending the Session. The host 
committee worked diligently from an early stage to ensure its success. The Valley of St. John’s 
is a small Valley. It took the combined efforts of many brethren to execute the plans that 
resulted in a session enjoyed immensely by all 418 who attended. 

The ability of the host committee cadre to work together without a clash of egos was 
appreciated given the host chairman’s observations of the Irish background of some members. 
The same approach was taken regarding the guidance offered by Supreme Council in the 
years, months and days leading up to the session. Good natured discipline and principled action 
was evident throughout. It commenced with an observance of the 100 th Anniversary of the July 
1, 1916 battle of Beaumont- Hamel by members from the local Valley and some members of 
Supreme Council, including our Sovereign Grand Commander. Eight hundred and one men of 
the 1 st Newfoundland Regiment were sent into battle. Only sixty-nine were able to answer roll 
call the morning of the second day. Hundreds died, were wounded or were missing in action 
and presumed dead. The willingness to sacrifice to meet obligations was never more evident. 

The host committee acted on every request made before and during session week, sometimes 
at the last minute and always with a smile. “No problem is too big or too small” was its motto for 
the week. 

This Annual Session was characterized by the efficient conduct of business in the committee 
meetings, Executive Sessions and General Sessions. It also was evident in the conduct of 
Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation banquet and the Sovereign Grand Commander’s banquet. 
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Attendees spoke of the need to shorten the length of these banquets and both the President of 
the Foundation, III. Bro. Gareth Taylor, 33°and SGC, III. Bro. Terry A. McLean, 33° reacted. 

The Wednesday night Get Acquainted event was well attended. It featured a silent auction, an 
early taste of Newfoundland culture and an opportunity to receive quick service and good 
conversation with friends and candidates. 

Thursday afternoon saw the only moisture of the week. It was only a mist experienced as 
people exited George Street United Church, site of the Vesper Service. The Reverend F. John 
Adams, himself a Mason, welcomed brethren and ladies warmly and ably assisted our Grand 
Prior in the conduct of the service. III. Bro. The Reverend Canon Michael D.H. Farr, 33° 
provided a message, based on the story of David and Goliath, in conquering the giants in our 
lives fearlessly. 

The conferral of the thirty-third degree on thirty-five deserving candidates followed the Vesper 
Service. It was a degree that was executed well and again concluded with an impactful lecture 
by III. Bro. Allard Loopstra, 33°, Grand Chancellor. 

The Foundation banquet on Thursday evening featured remarks from the Plonourable Paul 
Davis, Leader of the Provincial Opposition. Fie spoke on the personal connections to 
Freemasonry in his family and the high regard with which the values epitomized by it are held, 
not only by those family members but by himself, having been raised to respect and abide by 
them. 

Guests of our Scottish Rite were received warmly by our Sovereign Grand Commander on 
Friday morning with Most Worshipful Bro. Larry B. Grandy, Grand Master of the Grand Lodge of 
Newfoundland and Labrador and Brother W. Scott Bartlett, District Grand Master of the District 
Grand Lodge of Newfoundland and Labrador, Grand Lodge of Scotland bringing greetings. 

Other guests included, from the Southern Jurisdiction, U.S.A., III. Bro. William B. Brunk, 33° 
Grand Minister of State and SGIG in North Carolina, III. Bro. Charles V. Sederstrom, 33° Grand 
Treasurer and SGIG in Nebraska and III. Bro. Joe R. Manning, Jr., 33°, Grand Prior and SGIG in 
Oklahoma, Grand Representative of this Supreme Council near the United States, Southern 
Jurisdiction, III. Bro. Gail N. Kemp, 33°, Grand Lieutenant Commander, Northern Jurisdiction 
U.S.A., and representatives of several concordant and fraternal bodies. III. Bro. Brunk and III. 
Bro. Kemp brought greetings from their Scottish Rites. Most III. Knight Companion, Thomas A. 
Mortlock, 33°, Grand Sovereign of the Masonic and Military Order of the Knights of the Red 
Cross of Constantine, Grand Imperial Conclave of Canada, brought greetings on behalf of all 
concordant and fraternal bodies represented.

Orientation Session at an Annual Session. The information provided these brethren was 
comprehensive and provided a good review of the work of various Supreme Council committees 
and the office but also a clear statement of the expectations and responsibilities of the office into 
which, by the conferral of the degree, they have been installed. 

A feature of the Sovereign Grand Commander’s banquet were the remarks of III. Bro. Fayez 
Oustwani, 33° on behalf of his fellow recipients of the 33 rd degree. His remarks were excellent 
and contained references to the Masons in his family, some still in his birthplace of Damascus, 
Syria and to the burial place of St. John, just a short distance from his family home there. His 
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enthusiasm for Freemasonry and the experience of the degree conferral was evident to all - 
may it be contagious. 

The Saturday morning Executive session saw III. Bro. John Teleske, 33° and III. Bro. Tom Wills, 
33“become Active Members of Supreme Council. The General Session saw the investiture of 
III. Bro. William Atkinson, 33° (Deputy for Ontario), III. Bro. Brian Gilkinson, 33° (Deputy for 
Ontario), III. Bro. Robert Brethour, 33°(Grand Secretary-General), III. Bro. Jeffrey Dickson, 33° 
(Grand Marshal), and III. Bro. Karl Springer, 33° (Grand Sword Bearer). As usual, past and 
named recipients of the John Ross Matheson Award were invited to seats of honour in the East. 
They included III. Bro. Ken Veitch, 33°, III. Bro. Gordon Curl, 33°and III. Bro. Gerald Budden, 
33°, who will receive the award during the Sovereign Grand Commander’s Official Visit to the 
Valley of St. John’s in October. III. Bro. Morley Robinson, 32°, will receive the award during the 
same month on the Sovereign Grand Commander’s Official Visit to the Valley of Halifax. 

Comparisons between Annual Sessions should not be made. All are executed well, all see the 
conduct of the business completed and all attendees enjoy good fellowship. By these measures 
all Annual Sessions are successful. That said, this Annual Session stood out due to an unfair 
advantage. Nowhere else can one find the culture that is unique to Newfoundland and Labrador. 
It is also one of the most picturesque places on Earth. Its people have an uncanny ability to 
make you feel as welcome as old friends whether or not you have ever been to The Rock. 
Humour and musical talent seem to be part of the DNA of its people. I have never listened to 
more attendees speak of their vacation experiences leading up to an Annual Session. All spoke 
of their experience in a most positive manner. 

While it seems incongruous that Signal Hill, representing a milestone in communication 
achievement, could exist in a place where communication is anything but clear when locals turn 
on that famous accent, that accent itself is a message of warmth that illustrates to all that 
brotherhood is definitely not a concept to be confined to a lodge room.
